^ My whdie life has bfen but one continued tragedy, 
therein the various. change of fcenes has not relieved me 
fj:om the Icaft real evil bid behind, but only amufed my . 
fenfc with fome new pageantry, fome fair idea of honour, 
pleafurcjor profit; when before the a^ was done, I 
fpund myfclf cajoled, overwhelmed in frefh cabmities, 
misfortunes which I never dreamed of. 

Oh ! that the Omnipotent, when from eternal fi^ 
lent thought he drew the ideas of every fpecies, '^and e-. 
very individual being, which he defigned for ^ual ex- 
iftence in the world, had formed me for a tree, an herb, 
a blade of grafs, a done, a muihroom, or any infenfible 
thing, incapable of pkafure or pain, of grief or joy, or 
other pafiions, which hourly thus torment our human 
race ! I had been then a happy neuter to all falfe ihows 
of happxnefs, and real fenfe of mifery. Oh ! that I had 
been an oak, a beach, a palm, or cyprefs of the foreft ; 
for then,^ if vegetables have any feeling of their own 
ftate,. I fhould be only touched with fecret pleafure, 
when the gentle winds (hould play amop^ my amorous 
branches, and teach my vranton leaves to dance the. mea- 
fures of young harmlefs love ; or when I ftlt the feafo»- 
able rain diflilling on my withered bark, and from thence 
Aiding to my thirfty roots ; or when great Pbabus pri^t» , 
warm vigorous kiffes on my cheeks and neck, . But if 
this be too proud a thought, I wi(h I h^d been only fome 
hambje Ihrub, fome pigmy plant, fome vegetable dwarf, 
a page unto the mighty trees, fubfxiling on the djrops and 
fragments of their large banquets, meekly cringing at 
their feet, whilft I ftood fafe and free fcom.ftojcms,. un- 
der the (hade of their extended boughs, in happy low 
•bfcurity. 

When I pafs through the fields, and fee the harmlefs 
ihjrep browfing upon the tender grafsi and he^r them 
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bleating to their wanton lambs, I cannot ctioofc but envy 
them a life fo void of care and pain; they range and 
fport at large in flowery meadows, near fome cryftal 
(treanfi, or take the paftures of the mountaìnìi, whilft 
cheerfal (hepherds tunc their pipes, and fing in pralfe of 
Amaryllis, Daphne, Sylvia, or fome other nymph, and 
mratchful dogs lie fcouting on the plain, to give the a- 
larm, and chafe away fly wolvfes, and other ravenous 
beafti>. 

After I have let my envy fix itfelf a' while on thefe, 
a warbling melody from neighbouring groves divots my 
melancholy thoughts, and turns them to new objects ; 
then I lament my fate, in that I was not made a nights 
ingale, a thrufh, a lark, or any of the feathered choir, 
who with fweet cheerful notes falute Aurora and the rif- 
in'g fun, and chirp all day the praifes of that fource of 
warmth and life, who vefts the earth in green attire, who 
decks the trees with verdant leaves, and fills the world 
wit3i light. They chirp and fly from tree to tree, fix)m 
bough to bough, rejoicing in the beams that dart and 
gKde among the moving fliades of branches rocked by 
"wmds ; tTieir thoughts are taken up in building nefts, 
whefein to hatch their young, and flielter them from in- 
juries] they have ho plots nor politic tricks to undermine 
each other, but pafs away their time in innocent fecttrity 
antl hatittlefs pleafnres. 

Methinks the worms and little reptiles of the earth are 
bapjpier far than I ; they cfawl and creep about in hol- 
low trees, in clefts of rocks and crannies of the ground,' 
to hunt' for food and for divertifement ; they live at eafe 
without being racked by fupeVnumerary cares and fears ;

in the world, fiiares compafs me round about ; my own 
good nature has betrayed me ; thofe of my blood con- 
fpire againfl me ; they hunt me up and down like a p«3% 
ttidge in the wood 5 they clofcly purfue my life : The 
kindnei&s that I have fown fpring up in blades of bitter 
ingratitude and perfidy : My feminaries bring forth a- 
conite and ftiuking weeds, inikad of pleafant Howers and 
wholefome fruits : Tagot has fet his foot in all my works; 
that fly interloping fpirit hates to fee any good thing 
profper, or come to perfedlion ; he fteals behind us in 
all our waysj and as fail as we weave any web of virtue, 
he fecretly unravels it, or deforms the work with inter* 
mixing fomc threads of vice. I am weary of ftriving 
againft the current of my fate. Oh that I virere ^ though 
I had never been ! that my foul were drenched in Lethe's 
forgetful waters, where all pail things arc buried in eter- 
nal oblivion ! Then would my anguiih be at an eed, 
whereas I am now rolled about upon, a wheel of mi« 
feries.

« wanton fancies to the height. But it i$ a ffital feaCbodbr 
the poor cats», few of which efcape the multitude» whofe 
peculiar paftime it is to tois thefe creatures in a blanket 
till they are dead» or elfe to tie theni two and two to- 
gether by the tails» and then they will bite and fcratch 
one another to death. The cocks alfo are generally great

thing is it for governors^ by a eximittal indulgenctey ta 
i-permit ^«ir fubje^s any liberty which interferes^ wkh the 
fimdaaiental ]»inciple8 of the law ; ibr fuch a difpenfa« 
tibh once granted, pa&s into a precedent, which in pro* 
cefii of time becomes of equal force with the law itfdf ; 
and by fad» prepofteroos methods of winning and retain* 
ing converts, Chriftiamty arrived to the height of oor* 
Yoption it is now infééied with. 

Sage minifter, it was for this reafon Godraifed np our 
holy prc^het, and gave him a new law, with power to

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were performed to figiires and'ftatoea of ftone, wood, 
4iiver, gc3d, or other materials, the creatures of the paià- 
ter òr carver I 

Wc fcanned their doélrincs alfo, which we learned from 
tihcirpnefts and books, and defcanted vaiioufly on them, 
as they were more òr le£s conform to the treth, and to 
-the vdMrne Iwroght down from heaven. In a word, wc 
l^raffed the ^^ood, and cenldred what was evil m thetr 
faith and mamiers, or at kaft what we thought t^-be ib$ 
for hereto we followed tlie diente* of our dducatsdn. ' 

Bat new in our riper years, tf w« {hotild -fcall over onr 
fimner thou^ts, perhaps we «Should be of « dilc ff enl 
judgment) and find matter to condemn even in eartmn 
poft cdnfilfts i for whatever we might then tlukik of the 
Kazarenes» upon a matHrer ferifth, I Cannot find them ^ 
ht altogether fudh grofs idoktei^ and nffidels as we 'ted 
^ muSblmans ate apt to beh'eve; 

That which giv^ me the greafteft fcanéal h^ -thitt 
rtieir àoBore •entertain feime unWarvaiftaUè i^caialions 
abont three &bflanc«8 in one efTdtce^ and are too Ventisr- 
ous in their thoughts concerning th^ eternal generili^ 
of the Word, and emanation of the Breath, by windi 
they fay all things were created» and are conferved- in 
their beings. They teach a doftiinc repiignant'totheiH- 
coran, when they fay that Ged hasa 'companion cqaid 
to himfelf. 

As to'the incarnation of Jefua the Son of Mary, tfec 
Ma^aoenes aflen nothing but véist is Suitable to the Al« 
coran, which teaches us that be is the word of GocL* In 
the hfAory of his hky they indeed come ^ott of t!kc 
misffuimans, there being not tiie kaft mention mdde in 
•the whole book of the go^el, of many parages in his 
infancy and tender ye^irs, wherewith the aleoran, with 
other holy books and traditions of the ancients, acquaint 
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the true believers. Themeffengcr of God teUs^it; that 
Jefus fpoke in his cradle, rcfolved doubts, cleared up mif 
takes, and preached the unity of the divine elTence 
other writings alfo inform us, that while he was yoang, 
he formed the figures of divers birds and bcafls, of clay 
and his own fpittle, and having breathed on them, they 
became living creatures, and proftratcd themfelves at kis 
feet ; they relate alfo that he made a pigeon, which flew 
up and down through divers regions, and brought him 
news of whatever was done in the courts of foreign 
princes ; and that from the day of his birth to that of 
hk tranOation, tweke angels waited on him, and brought 
him down food from paradife. • Of thefe things the 
Chriflianst are ignorant, and of many other paflkges ; fo 
that in the whole it is evident that the muflulmans have 
a more particular relation of the life of Jefus than the 
Chriitians themfelves have, iiace we recount thofe mira- 
cles and other adions of his whereof the gofpel is iilent. 

But then, oa. the other fide, they believe things con- 
iictiiing his death, whereof neither the Alcoran, nor any 
«ther of oqr writiags or tradkions make any mention, 
^iudefs it be to confute the error of the Nazarenes in that 
point. I have heard the arguments of their learned doc- 
tors, and, comparing them with our objeélions, I know 
•Bot weU what to conclude» 

They iniiil much «d the public Hgns and wonders that 
foil out at that time of the fuppofed crucifixion of the 
MelQab,.the rending of rocks, opening of graves, refur- 
teélion of many dead, and the preternatural eclipfe of the 
ùàtìf wlien the mooawas in fight in the other part of the 
hfuizan ia the fame moment, which made a great phSo- 
fopher, the» in £^pt, cry out, " Either ^e frame of the 
mfffli is difEolvcd, or the God of nature fufifers.''

the Jews, conceiving an immediate veneration for fa d^ 
ìÙAe aperfon, caufed.hisilatue to be fet.up ia the cckpitol» 
and wQuld have bad him numbered among the .gods; hi3$, 
in tliis, he w^as Qppofed by the feoaté, bcf^aufe they had 
befote decreed that no new deities ihould be added jtotbc 
Iqilendar,.. . , ... \ r. 

, I|i thefe things. I rely on the account wUch^the Ch^rift^ 
ians give of the death of Jefus^ though^ they bring author 
r^ies alfo.and teflimonie» of their v^ry enemies» and inve* 
tifate perfecutprs» the G^entiles,. who therefore, one would 
tbjnk^ cannot be fufpeéled of partiahty.. In a wtord» jjL 
k»ow- not what. to, think of thefe things; for. if it be true 
that. Jefus. di^d on. the cFofs for the fins of thQ world», as 
thf; Chtiftiaos bdlkv^» and that thei^e is ao other way to 
be fav^ but by believing this, theain whafr a fad. condi- 
tio» , arc jji the Jews and mMffuhnans, the one glorying ip 
httiini; murdered the Saviour of tbe !«Yl>4^> aod tfa^ oth<ex. 
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nait' bdieWng that he <ras n^iurdcrrf ? The ftrft fccm ito 
mcrft moft of men, fiacc though the aét waa cfuel in itfidf, 
yet according to this doélrine it brought falvation to all 
our race ; and therefore there wetc afort of Chriftiansim 
former time», Who worfliippcd the fcrpent that tanpt«d 
Ete, becaufe, according to their feith, that tcmptatJon 
•wras the firft ftcp to mankind'^ happincf» after Adait^s 
£all ; and diey placed Judas, who betrayed Jefas to the 
Jews^ smiong the faints, for having been fo particular aa 
ii^nnnent in the world's redemption. 

If Jefus be the Saviour of men, it is abfohAely iiec«ffi«y 
to believe in him ; but whether he be or be not» the faàh 
of the Chriftiaas in thift ^oint cannot hurt them» fuu^c 
our holy prophet himfelf has taught us that Chnftkms 
Aiall be faved as well as the: mnffalnumii ; whereas the 
ChriftiaAs fay it is impofiible for any to be faved who fol- 
low the law of Mahomet ; fo that they have our own 
grsmt f0r their Mvatk»»^ which they deny to us^ This 
is a great advantage Oli their £de in the contiroverfy be- 
twixt BS» 

F«r my part, I teU thee ingenuottOy, were I convinced 
«hat Jefus was the Sen of God, and that he fuffered death 
for the fake of men,. I could readily embrace moft ef the 
ether teolets. of Chrifttanity vtrtthout .fcraple$ I ftould not 
be frighted at their invocation of faints, fince it is ibe 
fame as we ourUdtes^praéiife, nor would their images and 
Induces ftartle my faith ; I ihould look upon thefe, and 
a thoulimd'móre,- as things iridilEerent in themfelves^ and; 
only made lawful or. unlawful by> the fan&ioa efdume: 
authority. 

I.ffaould be moft puziled to know whSiit churgh to fiae: 
in among fo many, aU pretending to the ri^ way ; I 
have exammed their different opi^spus^ and find ntdim^ . 
oRÌoinethiiig,véry like it, on adi fides ^ .Ladcosve the 4^^^ 
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ftifteacé of the Gtreeks, Armeniam» «od generally of all 
the eaftern Chiiftmos, yet tlicir igooranoe diftaftes me i I 
honour the learning and politeaefs of the RQman qhurch» 
snid could ahnoH veil to their pretentions of antiquity^ 
imiverfality» and incorrupt do<^rine» but I am highly fcan- 
daUfed at their licentioufneis, pride» and crueky : There 
1^ much to be argued for the Coptts^ Aby(iineB> Mel- 
chite«y the Chrlflians of St. John, and other chorchesy but 
more to be faid againft them. In &ie» if I were to turn 
Chriftian, I (hould be is a wildemefs, ndt kaowing which 
path to take, for fear of miffing the right. 

In«the ftate . therefore wherein I am, I wfll think ho- 
nourably of Jefnsy as alfo of Mary his mother» who, at 
her daily return from the temple, found a thoufand £&rts 
of flowers in her. oratory : I will not fyeak evil of any 
perfoa that has the. diarad^r of a fàiinty but in general 
wiU define the interce^oo of all that are near to God ; it 
as ten to.oae.ifrome of thein do not «roudfafafe to pray 
for me ; but, whether they do or not, God^ears lae, and 
obfervres my devotion, .and if he pleafe my petitions fludl 
be granted* As for the reft, I will endeavour in all things 
to do as J would be done to» keeping my confcience £ree 
Irom.ftain, ib that I msiy die in peace; and what becomes 
of me aAerwa»ls» it is in vain to be folicitous, fince the 
decrees of fate are irreveidible. 

TeU me now» my friend, whether thefe thoughts and 
selblves be -i^ot more agreeable to humanity, than to be u 
furious bigot Jbr I know not what ? Is that a coaimend- 
4ible zeal for religion, which, under pretence of defending 
the truth, flicks not to afiert a thoufand lies ? or that a 
laudable chsu'ity for fouls, which, in order to their falva- 
llon, takes infinite pains to fet the woHd together by the 
cars, and embroil mankind in perpetual wars f What cUe 
dQ tbofe di&urbfirs of huBoan race», vho^ not coatcat; 
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yriùk the Itmks wliich fht fortune of their biith has fet 
them, invade the peaceaUepoffef&oas of their tieighboiaray 
commit all forts of violencesy rapines, and outrages, aitd 
all this under pretext of reforming the manners of men, 
introducing purity of religion, and fulfilling the will 

" of Heaven? as if it were a mark of a divine commifRon 
to be barbaroufly unjnft, perfidious, and favage, and that 
the height of piety confided in (hedding human blood ! 

For my part, I cannot approve of thefe praótìces, and 
therefore think it fafer to ftand aloof from all religions 
thus cruelly eftabliihed, than by entering into their inhu-- 
man fecrets, and fwearing to their fanguine articles, in- 
corporate myfelf with profeiTcd murderers, under the no* 
tion of being a good man. 

Happy are thofe innocent nations in the £aft, who from 

• their firft progenitors have kept inviolate the law of na- 
ture, who have never defiled theraftlves with the blood of 
man or beads, buKvery one contenting himfelf with his 
native home-ftaM, and the fruits of his own land, makes 
no encroachments on thofe that dwell near him, nor but- 
ters the Iwrmleis animak to gratify his ill-nurtured appe- 
tite ; thefe fit under the fhade of their own trees, and 

. bathe themfelves in the adjoining dreams ; they go in 
peace to the houfes of their rural gods, and pr«fent them

change one's thought* every day» than to be fixed in er« 
ror all one^s life..

cau£e and native innocence, ieavir^ the event to deftiny*- 

By i«èat I hare faid, thout*^ perceive I am in fome 
trouble, and I can aihire thee thou art net miftadoen : i 
am battered, hunted up and down, and persecuted worfb 
than the foxes, hares, and hinds near Adriano|de ; I am 
an old man, and yet they envy me the happinefe of a na» 
tinal dea^^ they wp<okl iiot have me .go àsmu to the 
grave in peace; I have been xmpnfoned, threatened» 
dodged up and down the ftreets, aOaifinated in the dark» 
had my chamber fearched, my letters in danger of befn|^ 
feizai> -with thofe of the fupreme minlfters ; I have run 
the rfflc of a difcovety, hf meeting cafuaJly an inftdi^ 
whofe flave I once was at Palermo in Sicily ; I have been 
undermined by mufltilmans, as well as Naxarenes, by 
ilranger», and by Solyman my coufin ; yet in all thefe 
'perils I'faave acquitted myfclf faithfully, come off ^ftti 
fttccefs, and feved the honour of my fovereign, ythlàh k 
thè only thing for which I am folicitous 5 but for ought 
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I'kitowf vty^car^-Biay prove in Ttiiii, and the e«ls iKrhich 
I have fo long foituaately eicapéd may r^&» fiu^nfe and 
ffttin nie. « As to my&ìf, I eat« not -waat becomes offset 
and if tbc feeivts of my ooBuxaffioHbe repredled» kt tlie 
mm&tn of the Porte aafwer for that, who would n^fcr 
fnre me the kaft dneétìoiii 

. AboQt two or threeiyeara ago^ I was forced to temoftè 
from my old lodgings» where-i had refided ever foce my 
firft comiag to Paris : The ^mgers that thea aflaoked 
me drove me to this houfei where I flalL am, in a veif 
oh£ewK pbce by the wall of the clty^; yet even hither am 
I purfttsd by watchfbl enemies; new fiaEards' direafceir tas 
ca all hands ; but I am refohed to Aj no more, unlefs it 
be' into the city ditch, where I ean^fiad admittance 
through my landlord's cellar. There is a private paflage, 
dvtg perhaps in elder times, during fome fiege, to ferve 
the ftrait neceffities of thofe who then poflefled this honles 
ilk fe cunningly contrrredy that human wit can never 
llifeover it, unle£i by chance, or by dire^ion of thofe that 
know it ; lihe ditch is dry, the door of tl^ houfe aivrays 
locked, and my trufty hofb fwears nobody IhaE cóme in 
by day or night, till I have made a fafe retreat ; fo tk^t 
if all the -officers in Paris ihould come to fearch, I ihould 
have time to pack up my papers, and (link away into my 
lurking hole ; and if they ihould by monftrous accident 
find the concealed avenue, I could foon flip into the fields, 
throv^ the laft fsoftem in the wall, and lock them in be- 
yond the poffibiUty of purfuit, whiift I took care to hide 
mylelf afreih, or leave the country.

Money he damaei^ 
if.we^codd breathe and ferve our firieads, and carry ^a 
die affiurs of human life without it« I am an Araby.and 
could as fcedy {Ufa away «y time in harmieit rambles fi- 
ver the pi»vÌBces of Afia, as thus to be confined to nan- 
j^w fretti^ circumftances, the only effects of too uniha- 
Jun» unr^arded» and inc<Mmipttble loyalty.

It is fad, mod holy patriarch of the faithful, that men 
are thus degenerate, and tranfcend the horrid nature of 
the wildcft beads ! but fadder Mi^ that ckies, firft de- 
figned for Canétuaries of the diikrtGjtàf ihould become 
worfe than defarts, and more inhofpitable than thè pur^ 
lieu of dragons, or the dreadful haunts of lynxes,' croco- ' 
dilee,.and other, animals of. prey ; that men pretending to 
becivilizedy to live m. community, a^id reciprocal partx«>^ 
cipation of all good offices» incorporated by the feme 
laws, for no other end but to help, affift, and defend one 
another againft all foreign enemies, fliould^ indead of this, 
prove^ more barbarous than favages, and more voracious 
than cannibals, whilft every citizen preys oh his neigh- 
bopr, and devours him whons he has fworn to pfotc^ $ > 
they allxlfve by robbery aad'%ioil ; the rich and potent 
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fleeae.tlM^e whofe wcakh n not ftiffident toilefciid tbem 
ùqgn.&i^tsfiSioik* TliiiA are toiorns^mdcitks^ fremi cckbiiit- 
ed refuges of men» become the dens of thieves ai^d crnd 
mucderen } the whok earth is flamed with the blood of 
the poQr ; the c^ of widows and orphans pierce the 
heavens; t(be f^neraUaas of inea are corrupted with frauds 
avance» perfid^r» ambiuon» envy, and a thenfand other vi«- 
ces^ brother cannot truft the fon of his own mother; fa^ 
thers are unnatural to their genuine offspring ; children, 
think the day^ tedious which prolong^ their parents lives ;- 
felf4ove teachea a man to betray his beloved friend, for 
whom he rather oughi to lofe his life ; an )univerfal de« 
feéìioa from juftice and found morality reigns every where.

to «he parents, bat much admiration among all that hear

of phyfic and furgery. ' 

In the town of Wtferted, near Ardenburg, in the 
Low Coun^ries, a vvdman -was lately delivered of a mon- 
ftrous child, with two heads, two necks^ four arms, and 
proportionably all parts both outward and inward doubk 
to the navel, which feemed to be the centre of utiion be- 
tween the two bodies ) for from tlwncc downwards there 
appeared only the proportion and ihape of one body, vriih 
two thighs, legs, and feet ; the faces were different j one 
fiqiiaHd and irregidar, without a nofe or mouth, excejirt a 
*kind of orifice under the chin, for the eyes poficlfed the 
place of the mouth, and a perfe^ mafcultne genital teob 
tip the room of the nofe | the other was fair, and made 
with' fymmetry, having nothing extraordinary^ laving 
two teeth growing out of the gump. 
* This irregular produék^on has been curioufly dlflTc^ed 
by a famous ariatomift, vdio found two hearts, two fto- 
machs, and the other vitals all fmgle. What I have ftiid 
is attefted by five profelftd phyfièians who opened this 
wonderful creature. 

There have been many examples of extraordinary 
fcirths, efpecially in thefe paft» of the world | qnd I have 
read in a French author, a man of crediti that' in tìit 
year 1592 of the Chriftian hegirà, a woman of AUktia 
brought foith at once an hundred and fifty children, each 
but three inches long. , ' *

markable for the number of children, yet has fomethipg

iacky and thrown intpi the fea." Next year th^ countcfe 
herfclf was delivered of. twelve Xws all at a birth ; and 
touched with remorfe for the fentence which fhe bad pro- 
nounced againil the other woman^ concluding it now a 
juft punUhinent for herfclf, fei^t ,a maid with eleven «f 
thefe new born infant^, commanding her to drown them «n 
the next river, referving only one to be the heir of hÌ5 
father's eflate« ^ . . 

Fate had fo determined that her huibaud the earl met 
the maid as ifac was going to commit this^execrable .vil- 
lainy, and aiking her what Hie had got in her lap, fhe 
aqfwered, " I am going to drown a few young, whelps." 
^ The earl being a great hunter, and confequently a. lover 
of dog?, had a mind to fee whether any of thefe wbdps 
were of a promifing afped, when to his aflonifhment he 
found eleven of human ihapes, aU living and perfeéi, but 
very fmall. He preffcd the maid fo far that (be confef- 
fed the, whole truth ; whereupon,, enjoining her iil^ce, 
and durance, of a- good reward, hecaufed her to carry 
.tbern^ to: one ci* his tenants, where, .being all cheriihed 
afid.laid warm, he difpofed of them afterwards in conve- 
nient places, to be nurfed and brought up till they came 
joi age ; .th^n he fent for them privately to his houfe, ha- 
•ving. firfi-^pparelled them in the f^mc faihion as their bro- 
ther, was in who dwelt ;at home. 

, At (ooB as the cpuntefs caft her eye on them, and 
obferv/sA their number and faces fo exa£Uy refemblisg liim 
who had been always with her, (he wept in a p$LÌ£on,be« 
li^t ihame^iuid^jay» eonfeffing her former cruel inten- 
tila» mép faQing at the leet of her lord, he pardoned 
her. From thele eleven defoend the tàvsàiky of die 
Whelps, or .Giidph^fp, sonow^ncd in^ Gcrfi^aof,/ and

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bearing this name from the maid's anfwer to the earl 
when ftie had them to her lap. ' , .. ' 

Such ftrangc productions as thefe occafion variousVp 
quiriea among the philofophers here in the Weft, whether 
human fouls be generated like the bodies to which they 
arc united^ or whether they are created by the immecfiatc 
power of God. Afluredly thefe infidels are much in the 
dark, and fhut their eyes againft the light of the oriental 
fages. If the prophets (liould rife from the dead, they 
would not be able to convince thefe uncircumcifed th^t 
all things vifible and inviiible are from eternity, and that 
there is nothing new in the fyftem of the imiverfe, except 
the various outward forms, which change indeed accord- 
ing to the laws of endlefs tranfmigration, and fometimes

Let no vain fcruples of confclence moleil thy foul con- 
cerning the peace that was lately made between the Grand 
Signior and the German. «Cares of this nature belong to 
thofe who fit at the helm and direni the fteerage of the 
ftate; as for thee and me^ our part is only to obey, with- 
out inquiring whether it be right or wrong that we arc 
commanded. Every thing is lawful to us that is enjoined 
by our fuperiors ;, and the public reafon ought to fupcr- 
fcde our private narrow fentiments. Whatever prscmu- 
iiires we incur by our obedience, \he confcicnce of the 
ftate will be our bail, our advocate» and our ranfòm } 
therefore, once more, go on and profper. 

Thou couldft not have done the Grand Signior a great- 
er piece of fervice than by thus happily infinuating thy* 
felf with the Hungarian fafllon at Vienna ; for by that 
means thou becomeft mailer of the fecrets of both fides, 
the Janus that overlooks two oppofite cabals at once, and 
fo mayeft not only form thy intrigues the better, but^ 
alfo give a clearer light to the minifters of the fublime 
Porte. 

I am difpleafed to hear of the frequent confpiracies that 
have been made againft the emperor's perfon ; not for a- 
py love that I bear to him or the houfe of Auftria, for 1 
wTfh there was riot a branch of that inccftuous ftem left 
alive on earth ; but I never knew fuch kind of plots, if 
once difcovered and prevented, to take effeóì again. Èe# 
fides, thiey- niany times fpoil the main defign ; for what 
fignifies it if this emperor were feized and put to death, 
fo long a« there is any one of that tyrannical race furvir*

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ing ? They arc all of the fame blood and intcreftj edu- 
cated alfo in the fame principles and maxims 5 in a word, 
they have all but one game to play, which is, to aggtan- 
dife themfelves and their poller Jty for ever ; and there* 
fore thefe clandeiVine methods of poifon or aiTaffin will 
but make them more watchful to prevent all deiigus of 
the like nature for the future. 

Remember, Nathan, that the mark which thou art to 
aim at is, to cheriih the difcontents of Hungary by all the 
arts of a cunning ftatefman^ Count Peter de Sereni is à 
fit fubjeA to work upon : The death of his brother, and 
his own difgrace at the imperial court, with the riling 
fortune of Monticuculi, have fìOed him with fentimenti 
''of revenge and envy. He cannot behold Count d'Aver* 
fperg in pofleiTion of Carleftadt without much fefencment, 
having with fo great paffion begged that government fbr 
himfelf. 

If this prince can but be Induced to revolt, mafiy thou- 
fands of the Cròets, Dalmatiiiris^ add l^tlavdkiafls IvIB 
take up arms under him» which WiU at 6ticeweiaken bt)t1t 
ihe Gerfnan ^mpitt artd the ftaie of Venice | bè^e», tht 
marriage of !»« daughter with Prince Ragotflti may en« 
^age the Tranfylvaniatis in his party. Count Kadafti at 
fo, they fay, is not well pleafcd with the court, alniihg to 
be Palatine of Hungary, which has been refufed him. 
This news comes to me but by report^ if it be true, thou 
att in thè fairer way to fucceed. Such great malcontents 
as thefe will puzzle the miuifters of ftate, and exercife the 
policy of the Prince Lobkovltz. 

Befides, if things fhould not proceed to an oj^en rup- 
liire, yet thou knoweft the Hungarians arc offended at 
the lajp peace, which will not fail to put them upon com- 
mitting perpetual adts of hoftility. They llomach it ex- 
tremely, that the town of Ncwiaawfel is in the Grand 
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Signior^s bands ^ and tiiey will be airways on their guard 
la thq ucighbourlo^ parfò, palròHng abput» and iklrmi/h»- 
ing with our foragers, which will afford a good occalion 
at i^ay time for pur f^verelgn to break the peace, whene- 
ver it i^ f^vr bi^ fntcreft.

Let 
them quarrel to eternity, and deftroy one another in God's 
name j . then fball the muflulmaa empire jhrive.

Damn the eà- 
iltfeffi and g4>od-naUire (falfely fo called) ofthofe wh^ 
will admit aay man into their cabal, provided he puts on 
a fair guifc of one of the party.

undertake fo grand an expedition, it is inipoffibie ever to 
effeél his will. Each nsttion has an iotereft of its own to 
purfue, which makes them deaf to fuch propa&ls as niay 
embarrafs, if not ruin them. No Peter of the Defaft, 
rambling up and down from court to court, with his re- 
ligious harangue, will ever again prevail to raife ^another 
crufade ; that zeal is out of faihioii now in ChnfteiiMÌ<»» ; 
kings in thcfe later ages have not half the «ttach and ve- 
neration for the pope they had in formei» times» Wlxn 
Pope Boniface VII I. claimed a temporal juriiKdi^oiiMn 
France, Philip tftó Fair, being then king, font >'kitti this 
Ihort anfwer : " Let thy gr^at fottiftmefs know, - ihas in 
temporals we are febjéfl to none but God alone.? . And 
a French ambaffador at Rome, (peaking fomething bold- 
ly to the pope, the prelate reproached him, " That bis 
father was-barnt for a herctie ;/' ivhereupomthe ambaffa- 
dor gave him fuch a box on the ear, that he fell down, as 
dead. But it was a tart meffage indeed, which the- ea- 
*ftetn bifhops fwitto Pope John III. who claimed an Btii- 
verfal authority over all the churches ih the world. Fbr, 
fàid they, <* We ^rtnly bdicve thy abfohitc ^authority o- 
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verbify own fiibje^ls, but we who are not fubjeiEltothee« 
cannot bear thy prìde^ nor are we able to fatiate thy a- ' 
varke. The devil be with thee and God with Us." 

Io a wordy all DenoiarH, Swedeland, Norway» HoU 
ìsméf England, Seotlandy Geneva, Ireland, half the em* 
pire, and half Swifieiiandt are faUen off from their obe- 
dienoeto'the-pope within thefe two hundred years ; and* 
thflde kingdoms a&d iiates which ytt continue under the 
yoke, are ready to (hake it off at eirery turn, when they 
mr aicvep fo Ihtte gidlèd and -?exed.

Baptifm with the Na^ » 
zsMTcaes is ec^ivalent to our circumeifion; nay» it is fome^ ^ 
thifl^ naore divine, if we may believe them ; they caU it/ 
the facrament of initiation» the ilrft myftery of Chri(liaa.i 
faith ;. but when it is applied te children of royal extrac- 
tion* the Notts' or daughters of kings» it looks more like a , 
orrcxnony of ftate than a: myftery of religion. Howe veri, 
be it what it vrill» it is performed with abundance of pomp 
and magnificeiice ; and at this ceremony it is that every . 
Chriftian receives his name» which is given by the godia-\ 
ther»and godmothers» that is^ perfons who itand furetieft- 
for the child 'a education in the Chriftian rdigion. This 
princefs wa» named Maria Therefa by. the DuchefsX^ow* 
ager of Oi leans» and by the Duke of Ènguien. 

On the f«ne day the Cardinal Duke of Vendoiiae had 
audience of the king and qineen» in quality of legate i&Z(r«^ 
tere from the pope» It fecms the King of France had 
defired the pope to ftand godfather to the dauphin^ which 
the good prelate accepting, fent this cardiaal as his de- 
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pfuty and rcprefentative to. perform the charge. He is to 
give the dauphin his name. In the mean while, he ft'aiid» 
much upon punó^iHos, rehires vaft refpeàfl and fubmif- 
fions from ihfe French biihops, and carries himfclf with [ 
as much Hate as if he were a god or an angel, looking as 
big.as; if he were the emperor of the iinivcrfe ; and well 
he may, fince during his legation he has as much power . 
as the pope himfeif, that fovereign prelate having inviefted 
him with all his own paternal full authority, which he 
would make the world believe is greater than that of 
earthly kings and emperors : And yet he ilyles himfeif 
the fervant of the fervants of God ; a fine piece of ecclc- 
fiaftic hypocrify! The ways of thefe infidels are double; 
their praéiice runs couBtcr to their profelfion ; they would 
fain appear as faints, when in effeéi th^y are little better 
than deyils. 

There has beep a great alteration lately made in Por- 
tugal, the eftates of that natioo having compelled their 
king to renounce his government, and confer it on Don 
Pedro his brother. The Spaniard laughs at this private- 
ly, hoping from their inteftine antmofities to draw occar 
fions of advancing his own intercft, and of recovering that 
crown again.

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XIX.— Tlo Abdel Melec Muli Omar, Preftdent of 
the Coikge of Sciences at Fez» 

I RECEivEP thy Invaluable difpatch, containing marvel- 
lous things» revelations of a fublime rank, myfteries here- 
tofore undlfcovercd ; yet I was not much furprifed, hkv- 
ing all along prefaged fome vaft improvement of learning 
from thy accompKflied fpirit, O thouterreftrialftar ofthe 
firft magnitude, chief in the conftellakions of the fouth. 

Glory be to God, who from infinite darknefs ftarted 
the eternal bright ideas of the univerfe, and on the womb 
of everlafting filence begat the Word by which he formed 
all t&ingd. Doubtlefs there is no blemifh in his works, 
no botches, knobs, or difproportiònable unevennefles f 
the world is a perfeà beauty. 

Were Ptolemy alive, thy fyftem of the heavens would 
put him to the blufh ; and Tycho Brache would fneak. 
out of his planetary frame, by fome wild and more than 
eccentric motion, alhamed that he had been fuch a botcher 
in aftronomy ; Copernicus himfdf would fink Undier the 
burden of the moon, which the overloaded earth wotdd: 
in revenge let fall upon him, for his unnatural cradty to 
his aged mother, ^n burdening her fo long ; and all the 
world would celebrate thy praife, who haft thus happily, 
refcued heaven and earth from their embarrafiments. 

Thy thoughts are high and elevated to the heaven of 
heavens, yet thy humility iloops to the centre of the 
earth ; but all mankind would be obliged to thee afireft, 
if thou wouldft vouchfafe to take the middle path, and 
furvcy, with thy accuftomed accuracy, the furface qf this 
globe, whereon we mortals tread : Geography being al- 
ready fcnfible of her elder fifier's happinjefs in thy <Jorrec-

vered iti in the y.^ar ijao, when he failed qi^te-orpHud tht, 
giobe. ^bout live-and-foity years afterwards» Francis 
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Drake» an Englifhmaa, touehed apoQ the ùamt toafts t 
«nd twelve years after him, Thomas Candifh, one <^'hh 
cóuatrymi;n ; lik^wife Oliver Van Noord, a Hollander, 
undertook the ii^me voyage ; but none made foch advan« 
ces in this new difcovery, as à certain Spaniard «ailed Fer- 
dinand de Qoier* 

God knows what ilrange and unexpe^ed novelties this 
ooontiy might afford, if men v$étc oìice acquainted with 
it. This may be the fandiaary of the ten tribes. of Ifr 
raclites which were led away captives by Salnianafler king 
of Aifyria ; or perhaps the inhabitants of this country 
areof toother race than that of Noah And Adam, "^e 
flfAy hem. them, it is poffibìe, dierive new lights ait to the 
pre»«3uftenoe mf hoftian foiils. Who knows but they have 
^Qords more exaift and ancient than the Indians and Cht- 
l^efe ? Be it how it wffl, i am ckkr for né^'difcovenes.

Uld Ptolemy was much out of his ì>ns ; his wild irre- 
gular fancy^ drunk with the lee» of Ariftode's dark opi» 
nioQ and conceit» Humbled and fell adeep upon the thooglN: 
of the earth's being centre to the uaiverre, and then the 
reft of the world feemed to run round his giddy head ( 
be often flrovc to lift his hea?y noddk up, ta ie« whether 
it, were fo or not y but the befotting load of prepoifeilipil 
waghed him down again ; he fliimberedy dreamed^ and 
&iQr^tlou4ff Aretched'out at kr^e upon the f^ chimera. 

The ftudipus candidates of truth and fefence, by his 
example^ fell to the fame )*iot in philofophy, and conti- 
pued the debauch for many ages; till, too much furfeited 
and cloyed with fuch a fulfome entertaiiunenA^ bold Ty- 
cho Biacbe rubs up his ey4;s, and w^kes the company willf 
anew fyilem of the mighty fram^» Then aU began to 
(Urt and roufe, as at fome pro4igy ; bb heavenly ginn 
cracks pleafcd the palate of the age ; ^is^picydes, op» 
centrics, perigees» iind apogees, with all the reft •£ his 
gay whim -whams, were received with geivral appiaufir^ 
till the more excellent Copernicus appeared with iiame- 
thing newer ftill; and then the blttoderiog Dane» aba^odi 
flipped off the ftage» without fo much as takiogrhis kayiC# 

The aftrooomers foon fell inloveji andps^ imp^c^^il- 
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doratlon to the idol which Copernicus fet up ; and it was 
but reafon, iince they had never Tee» a fairer or a jufler 
firheme of the world before. 

Yet every age improves itfelf in knowledge on the 
ruins of the former ; and thus, what Ptolemy never 
found out» nor Tycho Brache or Copernicus could mend 
or match, if now they Were alive, is veiy lately difcovcred 
Ijyihe incomparable Abdel Melee "Muli Omar, prefidcnt 
of th« College of Sciences at Fez. 

The happy Mufa Ahu'l Yatuftan, profefTor ofphilob* 
phy there, firft ftarted the propofal of a mathematical 
experiment ; and laying heads together, the primate of 
4Worefco* dóé^ors, father of the African alfaquis living, 
Ibund a tme demonstration in it. 

I haveflately received a difpatch from that renowned 
.prelate, with an inclofed model of this planetary ma- 
chine ; a copy of which I fend thee, drawn by my own 
liand : It reprefcnts the original to a point. ' Examine it 
•well, and thou wilt frnd it is much more regular and ex* 
a^ ^an any of thofe antiquated fchemes, and anfwers all 
the queftions of aftronomy without the ieaft apparent 
blunder : Befldes, it has a perfeft fymmetry and propor- 
tion in every part ; it makes the world appear a complete 
beauty ; whereas the frame which Tycho Brache made 
was all deformed with wihi unevennefles ; nor was the 
fyilem of Copernicus without a manifeft botch, in making 
the fmall orb of the moon alone to interfere with that of 
the earth, whSft all the other planets circulate in their 
òWn entire and fohtary fpheres, without ' ah interloper to 
•é^ìiìh them. 

Befides, he makes the earth an atlas- to the mooft, 
-whim this ^oor weary globe is forced, in his opinion, to 
•étlidge y^riy round the iodiat with tue vsrtl burden of 
fMsÉaoti ies^ flioàìders. 
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If it be {by It is no wonder that the£axth.fo often 
faints and trembles under the migfity load $ j^eocefbrlh 
we need not hy the blanoe of earthquakes to EoceladiM, 
as if the drowfy fnori^g giaat» turning his monUroiis 
bulky cox^fe from one fide to the other, were the fole 
«aufe of thefe convulfions, wheo mortals reel and ftaggier 
^as they walk upon the furface, when trees .and mountains 
rock as in a cradle» and whole cities are fometimea fwai- 
lowed op. 

No ; let poor Enceladus ileep on» and take what reH 
he can in his infernal prifop. There was bo danger of 
his ever fiimng again after he had been once thoroughly 
fouced in JLethe's all-benumbing breams. Copernicus is 
*ÀQly in the fault ; whenever ,we feel thefe fatal heavù^s 
^of the. globe ; it was too unmerciful ajtailc he impofed up- 
on it, efpeciaUy in its old age. 

It would have grunabled ia its early days^» and ilurdy 
youth» had it been thm feverely ufed by Orpbeus» ,Ho- 
mcfj Hermes Trifmegiftus» or any other of the primitive 
Jfages s -but now to be thus roughly bandied by an upftart 
^infidel in its declining years» when three -parts of its mar- 
row is decayed* and ita «voce potent nerves and fiaews m-e 
Jhrunk» its. liver wai(ied» aodcvery vital winding awiiy» al- 
xnofi; broke its heart. 

Therefore thefe African £iges» in duty to their aged 
.mother. the qarth» hav^ founds way to free her from the 
^.burden of the moon in her . decrepid ftatc» and yet to 
make, the fun the, centre of the world ; .a^ufting» at the 
&me time» with, accurate laws» and an unbleoiiihed or- 
der, the motions» ftations» and various poitureaof tbe $|4ai- 
Wts. , 

. This happy" re^Klation in aftrcBiomy i« Dottobedi- 
.t^ged in public. wmings»ieftfome inqiiiiìtÌTe.curious'tm<* 
^cfler»;and7ÌticMis Nazamie» 9F envloua Jow, thotM dUiMe 
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to %lit upoQ the facred feheine» and boad himfelf Om 
inventor of it. ' 

Let it be only communicated to learned faithful muf* 
fulmans of the firft rarJn ; for fuch eelefttal myfterks 
ought not to be prodituted to the vulgar. Tell not the 
little Jafmir Sgire Rugiel of it ; for if thou idoft, all the 
Frank merchants at Aleppo foon fliaU be mad^ privy to 
the matchlcfs fecret. Be it a perpetual arcanum in the 
breafts of fublime men, exalted fouls» friends of God, and 
little lefs than prophets ; and be it fo, till all the (ages of 
the Eaft and South are firfl made fenfible of it, and able 
te defend it againft the vain attempts of the uncircutQr 
cifed nations ; then let it be promulgated in Allans name 
throughout the globe, to the eternal honour of God« 
and glory of his prophet, who co^ild neither write 
nor read, yet has difciples to whom alone the pureft re- 
formation of the univerfe is owing. 

Do but furvey with an indifferent look the laft ani 
lovelied portraiture of the world that ever was made by 
man ; fix thine admiring eyes on the magnific feat and 
palace of the fan ; confidcr, at the fame time, the true 
and equal forms, dimenfions, diflances, and mutual inter- 
feéktons of the ambient orbs, without the fmalleil blur or 
blot in all the eternal frame ; then tell me thy opinion, 
whether thou can ft not calculate nativities, eredi all man- 
ner of fcheotes, make almanacks, tell credulous men their 
future fortimes» appoint the eclipfes of the fun and 
moQU, fet Venus and Mercury together by the ^ars, -or 
ftir Up fttpous Mars to make a hurly-burly in the heavens 
and elements; or, if thou canft not wheedle the f oar 
curmudgeon Saturn into a foft obliging humour, or firet 
the noble Jupiter to madneft, by a damned conjun^ion 
with his mortal enemy ; and a' thoufand more aftrologkal 
enterpriCei $ tell me, I £ay, whether thou canll not per- 
I 
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fcrm an this and more, as well by the mclofcd effigies of 
the world, as by the old thread-bare, weather-beaten» 
woiTii-eaten Italian clockwork of Ptolertiy, or the later 
inventions of Tf cho Brache and Copernicus. 
• It will now no longer be a fecret how thofe birds dif- 
pofe themfelves,' which at a certain time of the year are 
fcen to gather in mighty troops, ajid fly dire6lly upward 
out of human fight, not one of the whole fpecies being 
left behind, or found on any part of the earth, until 
the moon has rolled full Ctx times round the zodiac ; when 
thqr return again in equal companies into this globe, each 
fpecies to its native region ; for the intelligent fowls ex^- 
i&ij know the 'bour in which the earth does in its yearly 
circulation interfcA the neighbouring orb of the moon, 
tfnd'then they fnatch the opportunity to quit the at- 
tradive atmofphere, and take the air of that adjacent 
planet. 

I have a great deal more to fay t)n this fubjéà, which 
I will referve for another letter. In the mean time,

now 1 thought I had no more to wifh for ia the world, 
fince the gre^t patriarch okf the faithful has condeicendcd 
to embrace the advice of fo mean a flave as Mahmi^t. It 
hps been my paffionatc defire to fee knowledge flourifh in 
Foh VIL o 
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, tbc renowned Ottoman empire, tliat die infìdela may no 
kmgcr reproach us with ^oorawice «id barbarifm* This 
was the rcafoii that I fo often importuned thy predecdTor 
to encofurage the tranflation of hiftories into the Turkiih 
iangvage. New thou art pleafed to begin this glorious 
work, and to hooour me, by 3Pequn*ir»g my inftnidlM^ns in 
the management of it ; nay, thou hail commanded me to 
laiy the foundation of fo iiluftrious an enterprifey in pre- 
fcnting thee a pattern or model of this great vn^rky con- 
taining an hiftorical epitome of the four great monarchies, 
with a brief feries of the moft remarkable and famous 
Irandations, changes, and other erests in the tiForld» 
with reference to the nation and age wherein- they hap- 
pened. 

As to the advice thou démandeft of me, I think k 
would be for the honour and benefit of the JtìufTulmaflS) 
that a complete hiflory of the world fhould be coUe^ed 
out of the mofl ancient and fincere writersi and-digtfted 
into annah, from the very beginning of time^ down to the 
reign of our prefent emperor, the aaiguft fove^ign of the 
whole earth ; that fo whatfoever has been done on earth 
worthy of memory may be ranked ia its proper time and 
place, and we may not grope any longer in the dark 
when we would know in what year or age any famous 
warrior or monarch lived or died, or when any refiowtred 
city was built, befieged, taken, and deilroyed^ and by 
whom all thefe things were done ; with many other af- 
fili metnoirs, in which the Ottomans are now wanting. 
* in the beginning of this work, it will be abfcdutely ne- 
ceHRay to have recourfe to the chronicles of the Indisos, 
Perfìsfis, and Egyptiam^ and to the writings of Orpheus, 
Horner^ Tbales, Zeno, and otherrof Gxeece, Phizrmcta, 
and Thrace ; for, though the NazarenesW the Wefl de- 
fpife the authority of thefe attthors^ and caloooi&tate all 
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fér fables and rotnances wh{cìi>was><ìdÌTerecl before the 
firft olyitiplady yet tke rh^^ impartial inhabitants of the 
Eaft, whether Chriftians .or Muffulmamv- rejcók nothing 
which ha» the imdoidsted ftvnp of antiquity*, but rather 
feek to unriddle the myftcriou» exprefiioos of the poetr 
and phik^fophers, who ftrovc induftnoufly to cover all 
tl^di' knowledge and traditiond under dark enigmas, &- 
gures, and parables, that fo the divine fecrets of antiquity 
DÉtght not be pro&Kcd by 'the rude and unpolifhed vuU 
gar, 

it was ever the maxim of fome ancient fages and poli- 
ticians thus to keep the people in ignorance of paft 
XmtBi the better to affare their dominbn and authoritj 
ovérthent; they only revealed what was obvious toevcry^ 
mai^s-fenfey^^he manifeft and viable ioBuences of the hea- 
fv^ bodies of the fan, moon, and ftars, the natures oi 
.plants andamnwals^ with whatfoever elfe was liable to any. 
ntn^i eye?and appvehenikm ; %ut as to; l^e^ote abArufe 
and left catifpNcaons works of nature^ they wgre like the 
fecretS'of 'ftate kept under a veil. 

Yet tiiersr iwanted not men . of wifdom in other pjurts 
cf> the world who ftrov&ta unfòld all things, and render 
mahkinid fionMiar witbiwhatfoever &11 under hiunan intel- 
k^» Among thefe, the Indiams and Chinefe deferve the 
firft piace,, who vJrere netcir covetous df the gifts of na« 
tarev 'bue CougHt to improve all^Tthofe of their nations in 
the kntxwledgeiof therarts and fciences, and efpecially in 
the f^vibmn joi ancient, hcftory. Thefe peopk ihut up 
chemitdves from the reft of the •. world for many ^es, 
fearing leaft. camniicxoe might. coDmpt the iimplicttyof 
ditàr ptimittvelaiws and ùifli^utiana. Only Alexander the 
Gf«^ and' befofd htm S<tn}rànt8.Qae(en of the Affyriaixs, 
hadetc^ a«tcefft'tot]ie Indies la olà tine; and, .China 
waa'nc^r.opeBitiU««f linc^. when their too^poteaC neigh*

boors the Tartars broke througb tlicir fatuous waU^ fili4 
fubdued the whole empire ; and their bufinciis was not 
with books but with men. 

For.thcfe rcafons we may not wonder that the .Indian 
bramios and the bonzis of China deliver an aocotmt of 
the origin of the world, and the next fix^eceditig agea^ 
fo far beyond the epochas of all other hiftorians, efpeci^ 
ally thefe in the Weft. 

For events of later date, the compSlers of thi» wdrib 
may make ufe of fuch hlftorians as have writtett tbe aa^ 
nals of feveral nations fince the firft olympdad. ■ ,> t 

If thou knoweft not whdt an olympiad means, h is tbe 
f^rm of computation ufed in the ancient Grecian begintj. 
«v^ry olympiad containing four years; and the firft ^ 
dide olympiads began in the year of tbe world 32^8 $ al 
which time Cborebus of Elis fignalifed himfelfy by win- 
ning the firft race that ever was run at tbe olym^HC 
games, Thefe games were celebrated crery olympiad^ 
and all the youth of Greece flocked to them, to try their 
Aiil in running, wreftling, and othcrmanly exereifes. 

About this time hiftorians began to write -pariùdlyt 

and the truth could hardly be difcemed from the fabulous 

errors with which it was adulterated ; yet this rather pro^ 

oeeded from a national emulation, than from a defigii t» 

corrupt the ancient belief. However, thou mayeft give 

orcdit to Thucydides, who in the S6th olympiad began 

to write his hiftory of the war in Beloponnefiis between 

the Lacedemonians and thofe of Athens, which war con» 

tinucd one-and- twenty yeai;s, as that author teftifies, wko 

wrote the annals of it from the beginning to the endi 

àaad, ainong other remarkable paflages, wfaieh be is very 

exa£^ in recounting, he mentions a famous ed^fe of tbe 

fim that happened in the firft year of that w»-» aa4 was 

£0 great that the ftars appeare4 «t noon-day in the &y». 
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Mtttarch.aMb fpeAa of. thiaccUpfc> telling ua» that Peri- 
dc8, pfiote of the Athenians» beipg at fea when the fun 
was thus darkened, and perceiving the matter of the vef- 
fel in a girat fright, as at feme prodigy, he threw hfs 
«bafc'owr the man's face,, and afked him, ** If he was 
afraid of •that» or looked, upon it as a bad omen ?" ani 
when the matter anfwei:ed, " No>" Pericles replied^ 
" What di£Ference is there between this eclipCe of the fun 
and that» fiace both are caufed by the inttrpofition of Si 
^ between the fun and thine eyes ; only that vol is 
larger than my cloak» it being the moon which tiovct» 
&t glorious Un)p from our fight." 

Much about the fame time lived Herodotus and Hel- 
laoicus, two famous JiittorianSft men of integnty and cre^ 
iit, «od Hìjptpocrates the renowned phyfician of Athcnsl 
Thcfc arc- worthy to be tranflated into the Turklfh lan- 
guage» as.iire alfo Xenophon and Polybius, who wrote af- 
ter them. They all^ except the laft, lived in the time oT 
Ihci.Peffiap monarchy, and therefore are moft likely to 
deliver down a true account of the memorable events that 
happened during that formidable empire. 

. A$ for the Macedonian monarchy, the mott eminent 
Jwriters.vKcre Qurtius, Arrianus, and Diodorus Siculus«; 
but thifii Jaft is frequently raiftaken in his chronology, and 
therefore pught to be corrc6led by the others. Plutarch 
alfo mutt be confulted, and Jofephus the Jew, with Stra- 
bo, Appian, Livy, Juftin, and Paufaniaa ; for they either 
fcve to ffluftrate one another, where they treat of the 
faune matters, or clfe the one carries on the thread of 
Wftory, where the other left off; and therefore thou need- 
rtt not wonder that I name fo many authors, flnce they 
are worthy of credit, and abfolutcly neceffary to the . 
completing an entire. hiftory of the world ; whereas there 
are a • rabble of ether writers who are fcarce worth the 
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naming, mUch lefn their authorrtf to ht titeft^d to, to 
compiling an ùniverfal hiiloiy, wiiich is to give a new 
luftre to the Ottoman empitr, and raife its cveért in tke 
learned world. ... 

As for the Roman empire, it wifl be ««ceffairy to make 
life of Jofcphus, Tacitus, Suetonius, Phikt, Xiphilttibs, 
Zonaras, Ammiamis MarcelHnas, Velkiiis Paterciéos, 
Seneca, Florus, Livy, and Suidas. 

Thefc win be fufficient materiai« mth wUdi the ti«iff- 
lators, fcrihes, and comjHlers may accoifkpHfh^llie inuftri- 
ous undertaking ; the encouragement whereof 1 m^^ 
eameftly recommend to thy liberality and mumfieenee* - 

What concerns the injunéHon thoQ haft laid ^m me to 
draw a pattern or model of this great work, tir prefent^^ 
thee with a brief abftrad of the rile and fal^ of tbe fb«r 
monarchies^ with fuch memoraMé events as wiH be -pirtt»- 
per to dire^ the undertakers in the method of dlgdUdg 
this univcrfal hiftory, I will referve it for another letter, 
not having thofe books by me which are reqa%te to af- 
fili me in this affair. > > 

In the mean time, I pray Heaven prbfper ihh noble j&à* 
terprife,and grant that thou mayeft live the ipace of many 
olympiads, to fee the effe£i of thy bounty, when this uni- 
verfal hiftory being finifhed, (hall ìnftraét the^mufiuhnatiB, 
and defeat the calumnies of the uncircuracifed.

X HY fufferings pierce my heart ; I owe thee pity on the

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-a^ ipui|ukaatt ; .tut where is the tQngm or pen that can 
dcfcribe the fympathy of friends? Cauft thou in a de- 
fpondii^g manner caft thyfelf upon thy bed, there to ex- 
hale, in melancholy fighs, that pungent forrow, which can 
find no otter ve^t, unl^fsthofc vapoyrs of the fpleen con- 
denfc to fliowcre of tears ? Cauli thou do this, and 1 re- 
mala inie^^ible all the while ?, i}o ; I am a perfeA echo 
to thy iaddcft groans ; and when thou wcepeft, my heart 
U, not a ftone that fpatters hack again the drops that fall 
on it, but it is like day that foftens with the gentle fo- 
,jbmn diftiUiOion. Believe that I fweat blood when thou 
diilqlveft in tear? ; I am not capable of moderation to- 
ward nxy:fricn4 « my love, my joy, my grief and anger, 
ai3e srtl .9u;i:ffive, when, foch an one as thou . occafiooeft 
Xh^, It is ef ual pleasure to live or die in this magnetic 
^Intj for, fouk of friends are perfefl unifons. Then, if 
^Jhonhaft a fpark^jLjre for Mahmut, do not kill me with - 
thy iad complaiiv^Pfpr whilfl I hear that thou art thus 
. abandoned to misfprtunc and defpair, how can I live with- 
out perpetual deaths, more terrible than yrhat we all muft 
undei^o by t^e courfe of nature ? Doft thou delight to 
Hjake a conftaqt martyr of me ? ^ 

Tho^ art bred a courtier, and fo was I .; our infant 
^lood was feafoned with the Grand Signior's bread and 
fait ; we equally imbibed ths manners, habits, cufloms, 
maxims, and t!ie pride of the feraglio, with the pilaw, 
the milk, foi*bets, and other nourishment of our early 
yem^f #fi^ v/hkk w« have iìeen the various .revolutions 
of mighty kingdoms^ dates, aud empires ; we have beheld 
the invincible Emperor of China fall a viftim to the per- 
fidy oF hk fl^ves, and to the more propitious fortune of 
the Tartars ; after another mariner was the glor j of the 
Britifli monarchy eclipfed ; but no foreign ftory cai^ 
tnatcii the barbarous maffacres of our majeftic fultans, 
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Muftapha, Ofman, and Ibrahim, ' all within our me- 
mory. 

Oh Mehcmct ! we have lived too long after thefe 
fpoils of royal blood. How can we repine at our own 
private loffes and afflidions, whilfl we do but fip the flat 
infipid relics of thofc tragical fprightly potions, brewed 
for all the paktes of the greateft princes t Henceforth 
let us live as if we were among the dead ; let us hear 
and fee, feel, tafte, and fmell thefc outward objects ^n 
fqffanfy without being fenfibk what we do or fuffer ; let 
Tis anticipate, by a "wife prevention, the laft ftrokè of 
death, by dying every moment. 

' Go to the pyramids, my Mehemct, or would to God 
I could go thither for theé, there to contemplate the 
fate of human glor}', the mock grandeur of this world ; 
confider all the race of the Egyptian kings v^ho buiH 
thefe coftly and magnificent ftru6lares, or their fathers 
for'thetn, who filled the hollow piles with filver, gcASi 
and precious ftones, whilft, with *theii magic laws, they 
lifted legions of fpirits, dwelling in the air, fire, earth, and 
water, obHging tht^m to guard the wealthy fepulchres i 
and tell me tiien what thou canft find in thofc fuperannu- 
atcd vaults ? nothing but ftench and darknefs.' Gld Time 
has filched away the filghter glories of the place, aiid his 
younger brother Avarice has plundered all the reft, whicH 
was the more fubflantial part ; he cculd have done no 
lefs in common good manners than take .the leavings of 
the heir, the elder of the two. The great 'Al-maimun 
thought to have the gleanings of their harveft, but he 
foVind the gain would never exceed the co^. 

• But what is become of ali the founders of thefe afto- 
nifliing fabrics ? Look in the tomb of Cheops, who is 
fuppofcd to build the greateft of the pyramids, and thou 
wilt' find not the leaft relic of his afhcs, or if thou fhould- 
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cfi> it will he iaipoffi];>le to didlogaiib Jhem fr^a» tfalb 
common duft of other mortals, though his meaneft 
daves ; fo mutable is human glory, fo inconftant ^ the 
fmilea of fortune. 

Do but reiled on aU the glorious conquefl» of Alexai*- 
der the Great» and on the triumphant entry be made ia 
Babylon, when the chariot which carried him was an 
epitome of all the riches^ which the Indies could afford^ 
and yet that chariot ought to be efteemed but.onc degree 
before hi* hearfe, which in a vcry^ few days, with an ob- 
fcurity beneath the merita of fo great a vidor, conveyed , 
him to his grave^ 

Con&fer Caefar, who after four-and-twenty battle», 
wherein he always got the day, was drawn in a triumph- 
ant chariot to the Capitol by forty elephants, yet now 
bis name i» hardly thought of- 

So Epaminondas thought to outvie the world in his 
Riagniiicent-infults,. yet all this glorious pageantry ended 
in dud and aflies. Aurelian led the graces captive with 
Zenobia, yet he himfelf at lad; became the prifoner of 
death. The pompous galley of Cleopatra, when (he ce- 
lebrated the Siciltan triumph,, ferved but to mend the 
poop of Charon?» beat, when (he was to be feiried to J£- 
lyfium* So the proud Sefofbris» whofe. coach was drawn 
^y four.vanquiOied kings, at laft was fain to owe. bis im** 
.jcouth .funeral to four fordid ilaves, who {Iole his naked 
corpfe away from.the defigned. revenge of fa&ious ctu- 
•nuchs, and buried it in a heap of camels dung. 

But where isk tlie pen oxr pencil that will tu the. life de- 
fqribe the unmatched cavalcade of Bompey, when by., a 
piofpeeous: cbemi&ry he had'extra^led all the xicheft fpi»- 
lits and eflenoes. of eaiiern wealth to grace his en^ry into 
Rome ? . 

Tlie.firoitt ofi^e proceffioa dazzled, every eye wtth4be^ 
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Aniiige luAr^ of dnfooods aod cadsundes. mixed in cbe* 
quer-wife; an oriental figure, or rather the fubftajux.af 
ail Afia in epitoto^: Then followed the. im^e of the 
coefccnt mooa in maffy gM, with a tt^am. of mountain» 
of the ftiae-metai, «hereon were woods of jet^ vine» v^hofe 
grapeà wci« entire/ fappht re», and animab all of pqrph^cy^, 
Igrasbig on fields of verdaat anethyfts* . 

To faodify this giorlous ihqw» the gdd^n imagea f f 
jpapher, Mars> and Pdlas came next in fight» mi\h thiny

X LODGE in a houfe near the wall of Paris, which gives

To fumop. all in a few words ; if we furvey.the pD& 
font flate of the German empire aocnntriy^ if we pry 
narrowly into its true cireumftances, .^e fiudl find, that 
after aH the clatter of his notfy titles» the co^eror can 
^caB nothing propeily his own ^>ut his. hmilitaty effaoe i» 
Auiliia» which is hardly equivalent to the territodes cf 
&mc losds whom he calb his loaftds. . . 

The GennanSt in general, are a nide unfiohAed .pec^ 
plei greedy 6f novelties^ inconftant» raih, perfidiona, aiUi 
very phh^matic, much .addiéked to unnaturaLhifts^ asd 
inceftuoDS copulations. It is recorded of Barfaanriiie 
fmprefs, wif^ tu Sigifmd&d^ another Mc&iiBai thataf» 
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ter her Iu^a«!d's death, her coafcSàr adviikg her to n* 
form her manners, and liiw more chaftcly^ like the tnr^ 
tie, (he aafwereds ** If I muft imitate the Hfe of birds» 
why not of a fparrow as well as a turtle ?''- Her brothep 
Frederick was much fuch another ; for at nine ty years of 
age he murdered his wife for the fake «fa ftrumpet $ and 
being advUed to repent, and think of his grave» he M, 
** I am now ftudying my epitaph, which I defiga fkaH 
be co^prifcd in thefe words : . . 't 

'< This it my way to hell : I know not what I Audi fio4 tber^; 
What I have left behind me 1 know. I abounded in all delightii | 
whereof I carry nothing with me ; neither my dainty meats, or 
pteaiant winet, or wbatibevcr my Infatiable luxury ezhauftedl*^ 

Srvnkemieiii is faid to b« the original fin vf Germaoff 
irom whence it fpread itfelf into other cottntrieo. Thef 
give this chara^ier of a Grerman, ** That he is an anhnsl 
«rhich drkiks more than ke can carry ; a tun that «oontaks 
more than he can vent, and that he undej^nds more 
than he can exprcfs,*' They tell a ftory of fbu^r old^SuU 
ons, who at one fitting drank as many healths at they 
could make up years amongrft them» which amounted: to 
three hundred ;. and it is recorded of a certain German 
count, that he ufed to make his children, whilil yet in» 
fants, drink luflily, to prove whether they were of hi« 
own begetting or no ; fc^r, if they grew fick after it, he 
piefeiHly -eoBcluded them to be feaftarda ; htrt If they 
could bear the debauch well, he cherifhed them as his 
own true offspring. In a word, thou mayeft have the 
i^e idea of the Germans at this day as.Soiyman the 
Magniicetit had in his time, who ufed ^ fay, '< I flight 
the Gd-mana abov« ail other people of Europe, becaufe 
they are always at diCcord among- thémfelves,* nor can 
they «evfr-be united any more than (jiy fingers: and toes ; = 
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ihcy cannot endure labcmr, and are the excefiiTeft glut* 
toiiB attd drnnlcards in the wodd ; they always maintain 
a tegiment of whor<g in their camp ; their generals take 
mor&pridei in their feathers than in their military arms." 
' In a word^ the German it fa over-run with all kinds 
«f vice^ that he wvnts nothing to make him a complete 
devil, but only a little tinéiure of the Italian quaMties, 
according to the proverb, ** Tudefco Italianato è un diaòci' 
io incarnato;** A German Italianized is a devil incarnate.- 

It is certain the French have fo weakened them on 
one hand, and the Swedes on the other, that, cpnfider- 
ingthe frequent troubles they meet with from the Hun- 
gariaos Bohemians, and^ other tributary natioas» befìdc^ 
the inteftine feuds of the ele^^orial princes, we need not 
fear the blunted talons of the eagle, which are fcarce 
fbsong enough to fupport her tottering date^ or prop hei^ 
&Ksm felling into rain : So far is flie from being able to^ 
offcfid .be» neighbours, that flic never makes vrar htV 
cfaniec, or;takei the field but by compulfìon in her own 
defeòcCé

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fiactfljy as the baoc of all fHisildly engagemefftoy the 
peft of the coUk-tarof prine«8y afid the* generai' ctwtagkvi 
«iiich hiltéb dtieflf the moft effeminate part of tnaiN 
kmd ; fuch as are thefe weftern Nazafénee, who abound 
yht a thoufand Ikde compkifances and falfe citUitSe^; thus 
foffering 'their own integrity to be cnrfupt ed,* their virtue 
and faftncTs of /pirit to be furprifed and debauched, 
wfailft their friends, by the& means, not feldom ran on 
precifAces, and fell into inevitable ruin» In a woi-d, tliey 
betray one another and themfelves out of pretended good 
nature. 

By what I have faid thou wilt comprehend tSiA* I' do 
not reprove thee out of fpite, envy, malice, or an alfc^ 
ed gravity, when I tell thee that you took wrong mea- 
furesin endeavouring to fet the emperor^irpalitec^n fire, 
or to j>oifon him at hi* dinner. I toMtliee once b'efbré 
that thefe prepofterous methods will never take eflfeft; 
befidea they will do the Grand Sigiiior no fervke. ' 

Though thou art feemingly engaged in the cauie* of 
the malcontents, remember that thy bufinefs is dtHèrènt 
from theii-a. What fignifies it to thee whether the Hun- 
garians have their liberties, rights and privileges granted 
them or no ? or what reafon hàft thou to efpoufe the fe- 
tereft of the cvangelics, rather than that of the catholics, 
any further than as an umbrage to cover the ^eater'de- 
figns thou haft in hand, as an agent incognito for the 
Grand Signior ? Let the jefuits purfue their own game^ 
and the ♦ proteihrats theirs; ftand thou naiter m the 
main, and rather endeavour to keep both parties in a 
counterpoife than to turn the fcales for either; for tfce 
Sultan Ivdl gain by the divifions of theWaaCarenes, let the 
cafe go how it will between thefnfelvcs. Befidcs, there 
ai« catholic» engaged ' in the iadion as weH as prete- 
ftauta. It 16 rather n civil quarrel than s rcligrotis one.

As- far the imperial' court, thou maycft 
perceive they are refolded to mortify thcfe people, and 
tQtthe from them all opportunities, and the very capaci^ 
ty of rebeUifigt ^ by noe fuiering the natives of Hungary 
and Croatia to pofiefs any oiBce of c€>mmand«

X SKNT thee a letter fome <kys ago, wheran I expòfed 
the general nakednefs, imbecility» and langtii(hing (bite 
t>f the German empive in this age. My di(patch abound* 
^ with charaders of their vices ; it has defcribed exàék- 
ly the prefènt edipfe of ancient imperial majefty, pow€r^ 
and {kreofgth, the revolt of many princi^aìitfes andftates^ 
the feuds and difcotd «f thofe that yet remain in obedi* 
enee, and pay a feeming homage' to Cssfar, with maiijr 
other things, which, being well eonfidei^, may for the 
Ibtdre prevent, or at le^ dtminifh that conftemauon and 
panic terror, which ufes to feise theheartsòf mufluksftiis 
when we are in wa^r with the emptron 
Now» us « farther indentivi and «leouragement to take 
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uparms againft the infidels* as a %ur to certain vi^iy 
aod coiuiuefi, I will ualock the treafurea of the country» 
without taking notice of the inhabitants ; and '&nce nor 
tbiog more excite-s the refolution and valour of miUtary 
men, th^ the hopes of pluqder^ and pafiing away a 
dumpaign in plenty of all neeefTary comforts» I wilt give 
thee a true account of the natural dowery of the£e re^ 
gioiis» the riches of the foil» and the wealthy which com^ 
merce with other nations» together with the fpoils of fortr 
oaev wars» the indu.fby of the peo}^, and the benevoleùce 
of fortune» have a4ded to their ftore* 

Germany abounds in generous wines» and thofe mom 
lafting than any other in Europe ; the Rhemfli wines wiU 
keep al>ave fifty years ; the wines of the Necker arc 
wholefome» and clear as water from the rock ; thofe of 
Franconia are ftrong and operative ; the Auftrian gt^i^ 
h fweet and lufcious. Several Roman emperors have pre- 
ferred the fruits of the German vintage to thofe of Italy 
and Qreece ^ and fuch is the fuperabundant plenty of 
vineyards, that at a place called Stutgard» there is a pro- 
verb current, that " they have more wine than water." 
If our janizaries knew this» they would be for an expe- 
dition into Germany ; nay. they temper their mortar with 
Yfine in fome places» and flake their lime with it. 

They have ftrong beverages alfamade of barley» wheat, 
*nd other grain» whicfi they tranfport from Brnnfwick, 
BreHaw» Delph» Dantzic» Lubeck» and other places» to 
nioft countries in the north and weft of Europe; they 
likewife make a fort of wme of honey» as ftrong and 
fweet as the wine pf Candy. 

There is abundance of frankineenfe and myrrh in Mo» 
umf, of faftron in Auftriat of Vquonce in Franconia» of 
^ madder for dyers m Sikfia» of amber in Thuriagia. 

Tho'c are innumerable orchards full of all .dekdable 

B 2 : ''^' 
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frutts ; the fields (land thick with corn, the pafturea arc 
thronged with cattle, and they have a breed of the ftout- 
eft horfes in the world.^^ They have timber enough to 
ferve all the nations in the world for (hip'ping ; but that 
which is moft inviting is the variety of mines of gold, fil- 
ver, copper, kad, tin, and rron. Before America was 
difcovercd, Germany was the Peru and Potofi of all 
Europe. They have alfo plenty of marble as bright as 
^ftal. 

Befides their native and domeftic riches, they hdve 
mightily improved their ftock by foreign commeree, ex- 
fhanging their fupetfluities for things more pneciott»i and 
of greater value, which in a conftant courfe of bartering 
brings into the German coffers many hundred thilltoQ» of 
crowns in a year. In a word, their cities arfe fo rich, 
that when they have been piUaged by an enemy, the 
booty of one city has been valued at tvw> millioiis of 
crowns in ready money, befides plate and jewels. The 
cpmmon foldiérs have made hilts for their fv^ordft arid 
daggers of gold and filver ; nay, fome would have their 
very helmets of the fame metals. Public gaming tables 
have been fet up in the ftreets, and it has been common 
for a private trooper to win orlofefive or ten thoitiatid 
crowns at a time ; this would be rare fpoft for ottf jalii- , 
«aries and fpahis. 

I tell thee, ferene minlfter, confidcring the rnimeiife 
\vealth of Gefmany, and the degeneracy of its inhabi- 
tants, providence feems to invite our arms to make ac(^- 
qtxcft of thofe fenfle regions, and take from the «ncfr^ 
cumcifejd^the goods which farfeit them ; they abufc the 
•gifts of nature and fortune, by employing them to the 
^ends of vice ; whereas the trtìc bdievcrs, were they once 
poffeifcd of'themi wouM tatn them to ttrtuoin purpofesi 
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the public ad«aDtag€> tine increafe o£ tbe^mfuire, glory of 
Go4 and propagatkm of the faith undeiUed. . .

I am glad to hear the charaAer of |oha the Baptiftj|. 
which 1 fent thee formerly, was fo wefi. aop^pted by thee, 
indidl.the religious under thy charge, that thou vouch* 
fafcionly to accufc the ihortnefs of the relation, dcfiring 
a &M>rc particular account of that prophet's manner of 
living, «fpecially of his ab&inences, and what may be the 
Bipft proper interpretation of the Grecian word ÌM^tìmfg. 
mentioned in the hiftory of his life.. # .;: 

Praife be to God, who has infpired thee with tliis cn«>. 
^^ regard to oue of his moil holymeifengers 1 I rever^ 
thy'kanied foul, and^that accompliftied inteUed which' 
wever bufy, prying into jveighty and important inatters; 
I honour thy impartial mind, .which fcruples not to pay 
the attach that is due to a faint, though of the Chriftiaa 
kakndar.

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xmiffulman fanatics, who bear an endlefe gfudge againft 
ali tliofe that are not of their narrow faith and dark 
opinion, 

; Glory be to God, with whom the Word was prcfent 
rram the dawning of eternal light, before the morning of 
his works had peeped oVer the mountains of the ancient 
chaos, or penetrated the dark abyfs and mifty vale of no- 
thing, and painted the tops of the creation, the higheft 
ranks of beings, with fplendours of the early day j be- 
fore the fun had drank the immorta! halo in, and fpongcd 
up all the vifible beams, to fqoeeze them out again up- 
on the moon and ttars and on the lower world ;^ that Word 
remains for ever, and at a determined hour became iticar- 
liate, in the perfon of Jefus t^e Son of Mary, as the 
holy Alcoran informs us. 

In thofe days John the Baptift went into the Wildct^* 
ncfs, and preached repentance to. the Jews, foretellittgthe 
near approach of the Mcflias 5 the faored hero made' a 
cave his refidence ; and at firft, ' to wean his body frtwtt 
all foftnefs, he wore a veft or fhiit of camel's hair, which 
was gtrt about him with a belt made of that painful ant! 
rcKgious creature's fkin, to put him in mind that he was 
bom .for holy labours, toils, and mortifications. He teiH 
BO table fpread with far-fetched coftly dainties^ no dJffites 
chimmed with bloody and large inventories of birds^ foùr- 
fjoted beafts, and fifh ; his diet was fimplc, cheap, and 
mnocent, eafy to be got in every wood ot* field, witliout 
the detriment of his fellow-animals ; for he either con- 
tented himfclf with a repaft on lioney, which he found 
iù hollow trees, or on a kind of manna, a fwcet dtw fill- 
ing on their leaves, and there condenfed by hcavénJy in» 
fliiehcc, 6i* dfe it was a kind of lufcions rhoifture, which 
he fucked from certain plants, perhaps not much unlike 
^tff-fugar cane^' ;, for thiia interpreters dt) differ about the 
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«ord9 T* ftkku liy^f. Whatever it was, wc may conclude 
it to be fome ilendcr, light, and eaCy nourilhrnent ; and 
when this diet faOcd him, or his flomach required 4 
little more variety, he banqueted on what the Grecians 
called éuc^iiti» Some will have thefe to be a kind of locufts 
or graftioppersy a meat indulged the Jews by *Mofes 
in the law. The Syrians alfo counted them a dainty ; fb 
did the ancient Parthians, as Ariilotlc and Pliny tell us; 
and my countrymen the Arabians eat of them to this day. 
Others are of opinion, that thefe tU^'ia were a fort of 
little ihell-Eih, fuch as crabs, crawfifl), or fhrimps, which 
natUFfC has generally lodged in holes along the banks of 
rivers ; a pleafant, temperate fort of diet, conunended 
for their virtues in expelling poifon, and being remedies 
for the flrangary, and antidotes to cure the biting of 
mad'dogs. 

The divine prophet, therefore, often frequenting the 
waters of the river Jordan, wherein he ufed to wafh his 
coverts and diibiples, thefe men fuppofe, he took occa- 
(ion to allay his hunger with thefe httle (hell-fifh, which 
he might eafily take in mighty numbers from their watery 
nefts ; and they. endeavour to ftrengthen this opinion, by 
«flèrting that, the food which the waters afford usismuc^ 
more pure and holy than what the earth brings forth, i^ 
regard the earth lies under the maledidion of God ever 
fince J^Joah's flood, whereas the waters never were curfed#- 
Qence, lay they, it is very prob^le that the confecrated 
hero would not defile his fpotlefs hfe with curfed bant 
quets from the earth, but rather chofe to appeafe hishun^ 
ger with the baimlefs, bleffed, and wholefome produd o£ 
the waters. 

If thou wilt have my opinion after all, I am apt tq 
think thefe mm^ìÌìì were nothing elfe but the tender tops 
qf plants, fuch as we call afparagus, or perhaps they wer^

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w3d apples of the wood, and then we may fuppofe there 
18 feme miftake In the Greeks copy, Àtt^/iu for tU^min; 
or it may be, the holy prophet in the proper feafon of 
the year did ufe to crop and eat the ears of barley, and 
then the word fhould be xM^titf ; for what could be 
more fv^eet and pleafant to an abftemious- man than to 
fuftain hia life with fruits, grains, herbs, or roots ? Nor 
did the maledidion reach the vegetables, but only the a- 
irimal generations, from which a perfeéb man abftatns. 

Certainly thofe who oat of an averfion for purity, pray- 
er, and failing, turn themfelvcs from human bodies to 
iwine, and from religious abftmcnce to favage gormaa- 
difing on flefti, fcem to derive their pedigree from a race 
of devils-; efpecially fuch as, after thje manner of fpiders, 
gathering poifon from the flowers of piety, blafpheme 
this facred virtue of abftinence, and call it by the isfàffi- 
ous name of fuperdition. 

For if the veneration we pay to God confifi. in the know- 
ledge, love, and fear of his divine majefty, with adt^ration 
aad praife of his eternal attributes, it follows, that we 
ought to worihip him with the moll fervent application 
of our fpirits ; but this religious ardour cannot fiibiift m 
afty foul, whofe body is not mortified, nor' can the body 
be mortified mthout aufterity, which dways h accom- 
panied with rigorous fafting and abfUiience from fleih ; 
wherefore if we af<:end to God by the very£ime de- 
grees as we fall from hiri^ it follows that abftinence is the 
firft ftep to immortality and fupreme happincfs, 

I do not mean by abflinence that natural averfion which 
fbme men have for flefh, who never durfl to tafte of any 
in their lives» compelled to this by fome occult antipathy 
in their flomachs ; for fuch a necclfity cannot make a 
virtue, it being common to men and brutes j there being 
many animals who faft from all " provender at certain fca* 
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foils of tbe year» ;»nd others th^t taile not feme kinds of 
food during their lives; fo there are fome men to' whom 
wine, fleih, cheefe,' apples,- herbs, atìdj other things, are an 
abomlnatfon from their cradles. There liarc been o- 
thers, who, by a preternatural necefiSty, have lived ibmc 
days, weeks, months, and years^ without either meat or 
èrink ; fo Plato records, that Herus Pamphilius lay ten 
whole days among the dead carcafea of foldiers flain ir> 
battle, and when he was taken up to be laid on the fur 
neral pile, they perceived him to be alive. Laertius teQs 
us, that Pythagoras faded forty days and forty night-s 
from meat and drink ; from whom • ApoUonius Tyanaeia 
learned the art of keeping. almoil. a perpetual fail: ; an4 
thefe modem times afford us the example of a Spaniard 
whom they call Alcantare, who every moon ufcd to faft 
for fevcn or eight days together. So. a femous German 
maid was diligently obferved and watched, vrtiJiGi flie pafi- 
ed away full feven years time without meat, drink, fleep^ . 
or excrements ;- France alfò boafb aaether virgin wh^ 
feftèd above three years together.. 

, Such abftinencès asthtife arc Tiot .tp be put to the ac» 
count of virtue, in regard they w«re not the effeéls of 
human choice, but the decrees of fate j fa would oixr ab>- 
ftincnce be depraved, if we fhould only praéUfc k,.astHc 
olc| "Gentile» did, who forbore to kill or eat fame ceftaia 
beafts, becaufe tjfcdy held them confecrated to their gods^ 
28 the dog to Diana, the tyger to Bacchus,, the horfe t« 
Hcptune-, the wolf to Mars, the e&glt' to Jupitei> the 
^acock to Juno» the Eran to Apollo, the dove to Venus» 
the owl'to Minerva.. Nor need we to aiblbain on tfaeac*- 
«ofattt of tàefod^s tranA&igration'; -for foiwe ou^ht to 
fefbeai- tìie vegetable pnodufls of thr earth, as well as a*- 
^ùtaib, &lce theibttl is indifferent to all bodies in ^it»^ km 
Ifttateflate..

1 Hov mayeft reglfter in the archives of the (acred em* 
pire» that Don John of Auftria is made perpetual govec»

Catalonia» and Valentia; but it is lit for thee to know 
alfo, that this is fo far from being cfte^'med by that prince 
a happioefs^ that he counts it his greatefl mirfortnne, ia 
r^ard it; is no better than an honourable and irrevocable 
banifhment from the court of Spain, where bis royid 
hlood and merits are outraaftercd by the genius of a ccr* 
tain pried» whom they call Father Nitard* This man is 
very ambitious» always aimiag at high matters» yet adr 
oured by npbody for his learning» beauty» or any other 
good qualities $ only the Queen of Spain is pleafed to 
make him her favourite. 

He could never buckle tQ the humowr of Don Jobm

t^ footfteps of their royal condud^ or elfe one would of 
courfe conclude, that fo great a prince, as tUs^.of tiw 
.^me.Uneage as ..the . queen herfelf» ihouldhaTe eafily o-: 
d^iJed the boncowed luftrc of an upftart minioa; bui 
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flMsnarcha Imvc^fttlfic rcafons to thcmfelves wjiieh others 
cannot pe^netraU. 

Perhaps this cuniiiog prieft ufed a trick h*ke that of a 
foldicr in the army of Alexander the Gr'eat, wlio being 
of an ambitious fpirit, and coveting to make fome greater 
figure than that of a private centinel, confidered Alexan- 
der's humour, and howr to hit it. He knew that his he- 
roic malttr took delight in any thing that was bold and 
brave, but how to come into his prefence he was igno- 
rant; at length he pitched upon this method : One day, 
«& Alexander was debauching with his beloved Parme- 
nio, Hepheftion, Lyfimachus, and other officers, this 
fcHow (whofe name was Clytus) put himfclf into a mimic 
drefs of war, counterfeiting himfelf mad, and dancing 
the Pyrrhic meafures, with his brandifhed fword killed 
five new lifted foldiers lately come from Culchis. Hie 
guards foon feized upon him, and it being a tragical no- 
-vcky, the news was carried to the king, who caufed the 
fielluw to be brought before him ; and examining hfm on 
the point, Clytus anfwercd, '* Great king, thofe five 
men whom I have killed had confpired to take away fliy 
life this day, being hired thereto by the King of Colchis, 
and therefore fcnt into thy army ; their tent being next 
to mine, I had an accidental opportunity lad night ci 
«Mrethomag -^eir difcourfc, when they were plotting 
together the time, the place, and manner of thy death f 
I kept a watch upon them, and obfenred their mdioi» 
horn that • moment $ f^r, though I knew the hour ap-^ 
pointed l?y them for this execrable regttide» yet. I wi^ 
folibltous lefE fome ill fate (hould prompt the rufBans to 
antedate their own refoTves^ and haften a muixfcr, whofe 
delay might elfe difcover their defigns» or at leaft pre- 
vent them ; therefore I took this mad difguife to exeetife 
xht [obàvcSt and moft. importaut parpofe. that em. I 
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framed in all my days, wbiicH was at onice' to fa^e thè &é 
of the world's conqaeror, and get my felf immortal bo<^^ 
nour by the happy deed." 

After profound deliberation of the dmnkea catrrnct 
counc3, Alexander approved the h£tf and ordered pub* 
He honours to be done to his deliverer. Accoidlngrto the 
Macedonian cuiloin, he veAed him with purple robes» 
and gave htm a chain of gold^ admitting him to thè lat- 
ter end of the banquet, and' a&erwards eftecming. him a*- 
béve his moft familiar friends» tili fuch daaoxh^t debaudr 
as this, but more unfortunate to^ytus, at once deprived 
him of the kinfg's favour and his own life ; fo inconftant is 
the ftatc of human greatn^fs. 

Sage Hamet, the favour of princes is like a iced d^ 
Egypt, which either tranfpierces him that leans opónit, 
or 4^ches fro^ the burden, and fo gives him a fally 
which moft times plunges him overhead and earsrin die. 
choking mire of popular hatred. 

God grant thou màydfe never be crufhed to death. fremii 
above by the wei^t of the Sultan's difpleafure, or UB>*) 
dermined from beneath, and fwallowed up iirànes^hk^

X HO"0'Wik not be difpleafed to hear Àf^a liiighty: Idng; 
that laying afide his diadem and fceptrcj aiid'itbaiiidariing" 
the height of human glory, has confecrated himfdf *taa* 
private religious lift, vowing perpetual poverty^ chaiUty,'; 
and obedience. 

Yet this is true of John Cafimir, 4dte king of iPolandv 
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\^o from B foverdgn monarch U .become an humble fub* 
jeé^i and haviog forfaken the.pkafur€a and ^^gnifìcence» 
of his royal palace, voluntarily confines himfelf to the 
narrow -ckcumftances and aufterities of a QK>nailic life. 

'He chofe France for the place of his retreat from bis 
awn kingdom^and the Abbey of St« Germains near Paris 
«hiS'fan^uary from all worldly afiFairs: He was magni- 
ficently recetved and emertained in every city through 
wàich he paffed ; and on the 4th of the nth moon- he 
made his firft entry into the mofque or church of the coa- 
laent»- where he made his vows in quality of 9bbot >or fu« 
perior of that houfe, for which they folemoly fung thdr 
Te Deum» or a fong of praife to God* And the conrt 
of Fnmee feems to be proud of the honour this prince 
has done it, in retiring hither, and making it the the* 
atre of fuch pious refolvea, the kft ftage.of his pg^rìm- 
dge on earth, where lie will bid adieu to the vainpa»* 
geantnes of honour, wealth, and empire ; and having 
ihaken off the glittering burdeti df a crown, with all the 
Qlker «log» of elevated mortality, he will the eafier dimh 
tofpacadifai . 

AbftradHng from the pai:ticukr fuperf^tions of theNa*. 
anrenes, I cannot but commend the (age undertakings of 
King Cafimir, who in this feems to outgo the noify ofteor 
titious aétion of Adrian, one of the Roman cnperora 9^ 
for he only once celebrated in outward pomp his own fu« 
neral, by way of type or figure, making a fplendid ca- 
valcade, before \vhich his coffin was carried in a kind of 
naock tnumph, as if, after all his other vi£^oriev at laft he 
had led de^th himfelf captive ; whereas this hindered not. 
hut that-he lietumed ^tgain to the \aaities which in this 
pabtic emblem he feemed to defpife, and from a dramatic 
conqueror he became a real flave ; his pcrfonated mortifica- 
tiva ixk the Areets «nded in his ordmary paffions at home ; 
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»ad he had a ftronger ihcHiiation to the bed of volujptu^ 
eufheis' at sigliti tban he Ceemicd to have, by day to hk 
grave* 

But thia heroic King of the Poles ia reaUy gose tota 
his Cqwolchre» for no bettev is a monaftery in my opinioa ;. 
he has cranflated the feat and throne of fai& kiogdom to 
a tomb» not for thcee or four hours, to make a Ihow, but 
there reaHy to lead a dyi^g life, or living death» and 
reign in funeral majefty all the reHof his days ; &r to b^ 
thus redufe ffom the world is to be buried alive. 

O venerable and benign dcrvife» pardon the &rourable 
opmioB I have of this Chnilian monarch. I do not pa^ 
trom£e his errors in i^plaading his virtue ; befidea» it is 
the general faith of MuiFiifananSy that» let a man be » 
GhrifBa&y a Jew» or Pagan» provided he Uves up to the 
beft light he has» he (hall be laved ; and the holy projfdwt 
hlmielf gav« uscoooun^ement to believe fo* 
, . Thou wMt at ie^ft conclude this king to be morepsout 
and worthy of p^fe than one of his pr edeceifors» «hoc 
ttlurped the Poliih crown. Thia was Uladiilaas V. whor 
having entered into à £cdemn league with one of our £orw 
mer fukans living in his time, and taken an oath thereup- 
on» Jgiving'-alfos the euofaarift (or that which they efteenr 
ijiebody of Chnà) in haftage» yet foon after broke. the 
«tick^'diat he had figned and f iv«ra to» and for the peiv 
fonaamce of whiqh he had pawned his God. 
' This fo provoked the Grand Signior» that he had.re«> 
coiufe to his arms for juftices and. invaded Poland, vrith^^- 
A^ty force ; to repel which Uladiil^ua alfo levied aa 
simy» and met him in the fields but juA as t|iey were 
going to give battle» the fuhan took out of his bofoo^' 
the pawned eucharift» with the capitulations agi^ed upoft 
and fwom to between them. $ then hddtng. the wafer in. 
one handr and the artick» in the. other» he ciied out, ia 
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ths betring c^ both armieft» '^ O thou cnxrified God of 
the Chnftia^By behold thy perfidiotw adoren> who ha^ 
given thee to me as a pledge of their faith and truth ia 
what they lave fworn, yet in a moft impious tnanner they 
base violated their oath ; if thou art a God» cha^e them 
aK>w by my means, (or their abominable peijury, und pro- 
fanation of thy name.'' His prayer was heard of Hea- 
Ten; for the vidiorious Ofmans gare a total overthrovr to 
iht infidels» and that Uaiphemous prince was hindHf 
killed in the battle. 

Whatever various forms of rel^on there be in the 
world» we know thcjre is but one true God, creator of 
heasien and earth» confervator and governor of men ; h« 
«onnives at the invmcibie ignorances» frailties» and' infir- 
mities' of our mortal race ; he acceptsTthe good works and 
fincere vows- of pagans, and the unciircttmcifed'» as well as 
thofe of the trae behevers-and ^illowers of jdie prophet 9 but 
he abhors and punifhes aU injudice» petjary» treafoa« both 
in the one and the other ; for he has no partial regstfds 
Ibr thU nation or perfon» more than that they are afl e- 
qually the works of his hands» and his carts ia alike over 
them» 

. The fun runs from^the ealLtó the weft ; ia hiédaifrp 
circuit he illiuninaM and wanfis this hemilphere» aod fay 
night our. antipodes enjoy hi» favours and welcome tnÉf»» 
enee ; at one time of the year he comforts the north» at 
anothof he revives the fouth | there is no part of the" 
globe which in due feafbn does ^ not njoice in his all- 
cheering beams. 

The moon never dacks or* deviates from her wonted 
oomrfe» but from the creiceat to tj^e wane obferves the 
laws of him that made -her ; ihe is exa^Et ia timing the 
ftux and reflux of thefea; and &e guides the wandering 
marines by night ; the inhabitaiits of the ar^c And ant- 
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aitfecirckt wait fcrlieirlight» when the fun abfétita himfelf 
lor half the ye»r $ as Ibon as they fee the chariot of Di- 
ana appear on the road of theùr heaven, every man claps 
ha hands lor joy $ they roufe from their domedic dtd« 
fiefs and inelancholy ; they come out of their dens and 
caves ; with dances and fongs they welcome the approach 
of the beailtifal goddefs, knov^ng that fheisbut a fecond 
remove from the Eternal Light, the nurror of the fun, iii 
Which that glorious planet may fee his face, in whofe, by 
rcfleóHon, we fee the face of God. 

So do 'the Hars keep on their various travcrfes through 
the heavens ; each conftellation faithfully maintaining its 
poft, each planet purfuing ite road ; whilft all together, 
at {o vaft a diftance, appear a flying camp, never fetting 
np thtir bright pavilions but by night, and in the morn^ 
ing taking them down again. ' This may be called the 
anèy of Heaven^ the hoft of God, era1>attelled in the fir- 
mament, to guard his friends on earth, and to chaflife his 
enemies.

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^etr prìeftti and fo long as they obferve the natoti ìt&A 
moral law imprìated in their heauts, the indulgent Judgt 
and Father of men will di^>enre with thofe that err in o^ 
bedienee to the pofitive krwt of their nation ; fot fédition 
18 like magic» odious to God and man, and equally ItaUe 
to univerfal puniihment. 

Once more, O pious father of the denrifes, I beg of 
thee to pardon the freedom I take in ^fcouHtng of rdi» 
glous matters in thy prefence, who art a light to the 
blind, a guide to thofe that err, a reiblver of doubtSi aar 
arbitrator of difficult queflions, the only oracle of Ù[f 
province. 

X endeavour not to inform thee, but to difentangle my-^

J3eath has of late celebrated a triple triumph in the 
court of France, having led away captives to the invifihle 
world the Cardinal Duke of Vcndofme, a duchefs of the 
fame title, and Henrietta Maria, late Queen ofGreit 
Britain, being the reli<St of King Charles !• and youngdl 
daughter to Henry IV. of France. 

Thou mayeft alfo report to the divan, that Caiimir, 
late King of Poland, is now at this court, having left Po- 
land a^ foon as he faw Prince Wiefnowiiki eleded hfs fuc- 
ceflbr. The Dukes of Lorrain and Newburgh had fevc- 
ri^y laid claim to that crown, and levied amues apart, in

Here is alfo arrived the Prlncie of Tùfcaqyv who -has 
^favdkd thipougb att Europe, and takes France as' the 
bft kingdom in his retvórn homewands» p^rgf^ing that he 
does Uiia in good manners» as preferring Fi^m:e to sdì the 
sa^ions in Chrifteodom. Indeed, he could do no leis» v^ 
good matinere» than make thisapoiogy^ which yet foaads 
tery flat to a court fo refined as this, which might have 
expe^«d his firft -vifit as a token of his regard ; iloce» 
though, in d0me(kic proceifions» entries» and cavalcades» 
*thofe of bigheft dignity take thef lad place» yet in foreign 
embafiies and voyages, it is iifual for princes to addreià to 
thofe fnril for whom they have the greatefi efteem. 

The politicians here keep, very fecret the news that 
comes from Gandy, which makes all men conclude it is 
none of the moft profperous. It is generally reported for 
a truth» that Admiral Beaufort is either killed or taken 
prisoner by the Ottomans, and that the French have loft 
near* two thoufand men in this undertaking.

XIbkv is arrived a muta-fìn-aca, called SoSyj^Min Ifbiael/ 
widi expreies from the Grand Signior. It was no fnuil 
xefreihment to fee hia public entry, which i^peared like 
a lltde epitome of the muffulman grandeur and magm€« 
ceace. The young rabble were as cnrioiis to be %eébi- 
•tors of the eaftem cavdcade^ as the Romans were fond of 
behoUiag the fecular plays, which were exhibited but 
once in an 9^^ nay, people of all ranks, ages, and qua- 
tities, ffllcd the ftteets, the windows, and battlements 
of their houfes ; fome, becaufe they never faw fuch a 
'fight before, odiers defpairing that they Aodd live lo^ 
«nough to be witneffes of fuch another. 

Y«t with all their coriofity, none but the mrkifterB of 
^tate are cibk to dive iato the ieaft fecret of his inftruc- 
tions ; thefe willingly cdninmmcate the titles which that 
gieat aAirer of the emtèi gives the French king, that fo

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tìot only his fubje^s, but nclghbotinng nations, may con- 
ceive the profounder veneration for him, without pcnc' 
trating the meafures he takes. This is an artifice com- 
mon to all ftates, to turn the bcft fide outcrmoft ; only 
the Hollanders excepted, who in the days of their revolt 
'horn the King of ^yain, could not fo much as put a good 
face on a bad matter, but ^ere forced to expofe their po- 
verty and nakednefs, as well as fufFcr under it, addreffing 
themfelves to Elizabeth, then Queen of England, in the 
charaAerof the Poor Diftreffed States of Holland, and fo 
tjeggxng her affittane^. 

However, Solyman has faithfuDy imparted* to tfie hi» 
affairs, as I have reafon to believe. He is too well bora 
and bred, jpofTefles more reafon and wit than to amofe the 
old man in the caffock ; fo they call me here in the ftrcets, 
who know .me not by any other charaAer, fo private is 
Mahmut in Paris at this hour, notwithftanding all bis 
public fufferings. 

I efteem Ifmael as one fit to repfefent the Grand Sig- 
nior's pcrfon among better people than infidels ; yet I 
tell thee the French arc the moft refined of all ^ the weft- 
em giafres. 

Ifmael underftands the force of the civil laws, wluchlie 
learned from Juftlnian's code, and other books ; for he is 
perfe£i in Greek and Latin, and has beftowed fome years 
in reading their books, both prints and manufciipts. 

He makes a very perfonable figure, being tall, i\àl bo- 
died, well ihaped, and not of an ugly face, which is e- 
nough to be fa id of a nian defigned for bufinefs, and not 
only for love ; he is never in danger of falling under Ca- 
to^s ceiifure, ivho feeing two ambaflatlors fent from Rome 
to a foreign date, one of whom had his head fo little that 
it could hardly be diftinguiflied from that of an owl, and 
the other fuch a cripple that he could not walk wkhoat 
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ftilts» cried jout, *< Her^ is an emba0y «which h^ neither» 
head nqr tai}." .. • . ^ 

And then our mutn-faraca is rich ; he fupports the 
charges of hiscommiffion with extraordinary muniiicence j 
bis houfe ia already become the fanéluary of all the di- 
ftyeflcd Levantines, whether Greeks, Ar«ienians, or fol- 
lowers of the prophet y and he fpeaks French as readily 
as a native 5 yet he dliTembles his expertncfs in that lan- 
guage, to keep up the date and refervednefs of the Otto* 
ooan empire,*^ which difdains to. condefcend to any other 
fpcech than Turkifh or At^bic ; befidcs, he has the ad-, 
vantage, by thus artificially, (hutting his ears, that he can 
at one time both hear and be deaf, underfland and be ig- 
norant of. whatfoever is faid by the fpies of the French 
king } and this is no fmall gift in a man of his chara^er 
and truft ; for he had need of aq angel or a devil at his 
elbow that thinks to over-reach this court. 

Above all, I believe our Solyman will never be guilty 
of the error committed by the ambafladors fent from Te- 
nedos to one of the Roman emperors ; I am fure he i& 
not yet ; for thofe gentlemen had feen the death of the 
emperor's fon eleven moons and fourteen days, as the 
ftory fs^ys, before they knew it was their duty to make an 
addrefs of condolance, or at leaft before they called it to 
miod, for they were drowned in the Roman luxury ; fo 
that when, they came to perform that devoir, the emperor 
could not forbear to fcoiF at them in thcfe termos; ** L 
inuch lament (faid ht) the fate of the renowned Heétor, 
your countryman and champioUf whopi Achilles the Gre- 
cian killed above a thoufand years ago."

• Doai4»tlef8 the King of France k the greateft mcmarcb» 
tphje, moft powerful and viéiofioiis prince m Chrifkendomj 
the only invincible ettipcror of the wefteni Franks; yet 
he veils to our majeftic fovcreign, lord of the whole «arth; 
and. our eunuch will not part with a, tittle ol his.mafter's 
honour, i>T ght any advantage by loi eaiVitfau,W€rrthy. ef 
Is^mcy in a c?£c that may he turned to a. precedei^. He 
is^rvery happy in his repartees» as thou vajt perceive by 
the anfwer he gave to a French lord yelberday» when, he 
aficed him 9 whether he thought it hot, a violation oC làe 
©ivillawfor ambaiTadoTstobeitt^prifoned, asthey often arc 
at the Ottoman Porte ì "No, ( fays Solytnan ) it is not, where 
the ambafTador is guilty of treafon, or crimm ìépfit m^efia- 
Hs ^ but if it were, you Frettdimen have the leaft reafon 
tD accofe us of it, fmce we lirft learned this ma^im fmta 
ikt backfide of yout Salique law, wh^e it ib indotkéJ^ 
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And then he produced twenty feveral inftances of thia 
kind in the court of France. 

• In a woix!, Solyman has hitherto acquitted himfelf wJA 
marvellous fuccefs in every thing, though the French 
grandees often fet upon him to try what metal he is made 
of» having generally a mean opinioa of mufliiknans, be- 
canfe learning is fo little countenanced among us. 

I have no matter of news to acquaint Jhee with, fave 
ifiat a violent plague broke forth not long ago at Sotfbns» 
and a terrible earthquake in Sicily frighted the inhabi- 
tanta ofCataneai and the adjacent towns^ from their habi- 
tations^ after one whole village had been fwallowed up. 

Thofc who were curtoud to pry into the caufc of thcfc 
particular coovulfions» and tbat a£Fnghting orerthit)Wy 
perceived, after diligent fearch, that it proceeded from a 
new èr option or breach in mount Gdsel, abcanit two tniHs 
firomCatanea» where the horrid chafin vo9^e4 forth floods 
of fire, with flaming ftones, which being carried violently 
throagh* èhc air, for the fpace of near a kague round a- 
boat, 'àt'iaft-féll down in flaming (howers or catara^^ 
|itóducing fad aod calamitous efiPeéèa in the neighbounng 
country .' - " 

; Seterie miftJftcr, it is evident that the judgments of 
God àrie upon thcfe infidels,- yet they will not be convert- 
ed^roAl iiieir 'errors and vices ; they have fck the fame 
tem]>^<fft of ifire which overwhelmed the nine cities of the 
fike Afphalttte8,yet they remain infenfible and obdurate; 
httfy they will be extcrnx^ated from the earth.

Jl5e no longer melancholy, my friend, nor fink under the 
burden of thy misfortunes ; give not thy enemies an bc- 
cafion of double triumph, in that they have driveii thee 
from thyfelf, as well as from the Grand Signior*8 happy 
prefence. Thou haft money and jewels enough left to 
purchafc thee a competent felicity any where ; or at feaft 
thou haft virtue, which renders every place a paràdtfè. 
Aflbciate thyfelf with the other exiles in that city,- vic- 
tims to a royal caprice, fufFered with all their immenfc 
' riches, to make a pompous and magnificent entry into 
that metropolis of Egypt, but foon after ftripped of all/ 
their wealth, 'and facrificed to tbe court' avarice. So 
were the confecràted bulls of old, dreffed up in ftatdy 
equipage, their horns and hoofs all gilded Over with ]^d, 
adorned with ribbons of coftly filkà, their bodies cowtd 
over with mantles of brocade and tifliic, embroidered wMi 
pearls aad precious ftones, and trailing gh the pavements 
of Apollo's temple, whilft the priefts ftood ready at the 
altar to difpatch whole hecatombs of thefe gay facrtjSces. 

Your cafe is not fo bad at Cairo, in that your Kvtt ire 
fpared, and you at liberty to carve new fortunes to yóur- 
felves wherever you pleafe ; you ought to aid and coun- 
fcl one another in yoUr nlisfortunes. It is a comfort to 
the miferable to have companions in their fad effate ; in- 
finuate thyfelf into the bafia's favour ; he may do fome- 
thing to alleviate thy grief, he will meafure thy circum- 
ftaiiccs ■ by his own, confidermg that he has but three 
years to énjoy'h?8 prefent wealth and grandeur. 

Go to the banifhed mufti, if he be living at Cairo; dc- 
fire his fpirltual advice; perhaps thou mayeft receive. inte 
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the bargain fome temporal advantage from it ; he has a- 
greater influence on fome of the Egyptian beys than the 
Grand Slgrtior has himfelf. You are all alike embarked ^ 
in one alBiélion, whofe cffeoce does confili in being de^ 
graded from your former honours, (though in different 
degrees) and. being feparated from your friends, thatbaik 
in the innmediate luftre of imperiaj dignity. It is your 
bufinefs therefore now to find out fome new fource of 
hapjnnefs ; to make new friends, fmce you have loft the 
old,, or at leaft to prop up one another by a mutual friend- 
fliip, not to be broke ot dilfipated, but by a deftiny equal 

/ to tl^e former; and then you havff no more to do but pro- 
iecute yoqr feveral interefts, and be refigned to fate. 

As for thee, I am particulairly folic! to us, ^eing enga- 
ged together from our youth by a reciprocal participa- 
tion of good offices, which was the effeft of a deep-root- 
ed and ftfong tyjmpathy ; the agreeablenefs of humour 

^viBtnlted firft our fouls, and taught tfs the myfterious lef- 
, fpn$^ of Platonic love j we faw each other, and were 
ftraigjbt infplred with facrcd inclinations; my eye no fooH- 
er £xcd on tliine, but through that perfpedive I coiild 
.fee .the inward virtue of thy fou!, which immediately pro- 
duced a veneration in my^ bt;eaft j and I fòòn found our 
heartf beat time to one another ; this generous paffion 
aftei:wards inereafcd as we grew up, and what it loft of 
its^i;ft violtncet is gained by acquiring a more lafting 
ftrength, more durable integrity, and conftant faithfulnefs ; 
our joys and griefs wpe Itili the fame ; no profperous or 
adverle fortune could ever change our mjnds, to vvarp 

^ us either to flattery or contempt; but with an even mind 
we ftill fuftained the different accidents of human life, and 
propped up one another with a tight affection, till it was 
the will of fate to feparate us, I being m^de a flave in Si- 
cily, whilft thou cnjoyedft the fmlles and favours of thy 
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infant fortune, which introduced thee firft to the feraglio ; 
aftcrtrafds I gained my freedom, and returned to the 
imperial City, and fo the palace of the foltao, but was noe 
fufFeped. ioftg to csjoy thai baj^iseis» bekg af^cHoted 
for thj8 hazardous pod in Paris. 

I tell thee, Mchcrfict, I reckon ixty cafe far worfe tha» 
thine, in that 1 am forced to take niy cojiftant refideaoe 
up amongft thefe infidels. Could my propitious ftaisca- 
courage me but with the fmalleft hopes to change my 
prcfent cearfe of life, I would trtver repine at what was 
paft, but pleafe myfelf with ottering profpe^^»^ of fooac 
future and unknown feh'city ; but to be irrtvocably chaia- 
ed down to the oar, without a gUmpfe of any figa that I 
fhall ever be reUered, is worfe than death itfelf. 

Whereas, on the other fidcj thou art difpofeé of in ^at 
happieft region of the earth, Egypt, the mother <rf" fci- 
encc5, the rtiidwife of cclellial fccrcts, the nurfc of fagcs, 
fainte, and prophets^ the granary of the mufTulman em- 
pire, and the refuge of diftrefTed mortals. Oh!, Mehe- 
tìiet, prize the vaft advantage thou haft of me, and others 
of thy fellow-Haves ; improve thy privilege and opportu- 
nity of ranging where thou lift ; go, vifit all the antiqu^-. 
tics of Egypt, and trace her borders to the weft and fouthj^ 
ff thfs will not divert thy melancholy, go farther yet, and 
fearch the mighty cataraAs of the Nile, which deafen 
mortals with their- faB ; go view the Mountains of the 
Moon in Ethiopia, or fee the dcfolatibn of the fmoky vale, 
and of the cities whofe inhabitants were in a minute me- 
tamorphofed into ftones, as a memorial of eternal ven- 
geance againft crying fins. ^ 

* But after all, my Mehetfiet, depart not from thy rea- 
fon, loyalty, and faith; for thefe are armour-proof againft 
the aifaults ofchance and deftiny, of men and devils, x)f 
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earth and hell ; and when thy travels are fioHhed here OQ 
earth, thoCe virtues will not fail to carry thee to heaven-

By a fuceeffion tberefote of many kioge, in Td«rence 
to whofe aékìons hiftory is filent, the monarchy defeeoded. 
. to Merodac fidadaii) in whole days happened that won- 
derful retrogra^tion of the knh mctttioBeé by Hebrew 
writer^ and othera, which occafioncd tltofe famovM eon- 
troyerfiet among the phDofbphersand aftrooomers of that 
age mentioned in the Pcrfìan chronicles} for they obferr- 
ing that not only the fun» bat the whole planetary fyf- 
tem, and all the fixed ftard, went back at the fame tmie» 
or at lead feemed to do fo» began to revive that cwioos 
queftion about the motion of the- earth which the Chal- 
deans and Gymnofophifts of India had ftarted before, 
when the fun and moon ftood flill at the burning of 
Ida ; and it was concluded by ibme of them» that- the 
motion of the earth being .granted, its ftanding ftdl, ér 
going back at tkefe extraordinary times would {oht^ dl 
the agronomical appearances better, and in a nioi^ natu- 
ral way» than by fappoiing fuch a prodtgtcms' ftop to be 
put to the whole cdefttal frame at one time, or that the 
everlaAing fpheres fhòuld be rolled backwatds at. die 
^th^« 

This difpate was the oecaikm of that fiunotts confiate 
of the eaflern (ages to Babylon mentioned in the Perfian 
poets and hiftdrians ; for Baladan being very inquiiitii^ 
«fter knowledge, and pwtici&i^y de&rons to be indfonned 
in the grounds of this pretematoral appearance, fent méf- 
fengers into indlk, £gypt> Porlia, and afi kingdoaas wfaci^ 
kariMiig flonrlihed, iUtitltfgtHe aftrdogers, pviifts» ma^- 
cians, prophets, and a& ^t had the ikma&tr of wife men, 
to come to his^ourt eft Babylon, where4hey were magmfi- 
Gently entertained ; and when they had fully fsdtMeé stil 
the' king's demands, he fatM them away hdeo wiA gifts 
and prefents, every man tu his ofm country. 
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.1 Ar^taoAs Aiccee(kd Baladan in the kÌAg4om Qf £|ab]r- 
Iqd» in who& time Ecbatan was built : To him fuoce<e4'y 
^ed BelithuB». Aphronadiua» .Bigibelus» Meffiffimordacua ; 
«ft(ÌF.i;rhi>m.tUeJdogdom wa« ^ain tranflated tQ tbe Af- 
iyrimSf iatl^e rrign of Efchsarhaddon, iethe jg^jd yeat 
{)ftbe wjorld» and the 24tb olympiad. During the er^i* 
pire of thh Efcharhaddon the Aflyrian mouarch» Chako 
dany that lies over-againil. the imperial city, was bailt by 
tbe Thracians, in thfs a5t,b olympiad, and the 3329th year 
of tèfce world- 

To Efcbarhaddon fucceeded Saofduchinus, Chylada- 
tkU9f Nabopolaffar ; in the reign of which laft» Necho, 
King of Egypt» attempted to cut a canal from the Nile 
to the Red l^pa, wherein he employed an hundred and 
twenty thoufand Egyptians; butdifcouraged by the flow 
progfefs they made» and the vaft expences he was at, he 
gave it over. . . 

This NabopoklTar once, more raifcd the kingdom of 
Babylon to an univerfal monarchy, for before his time it 
had been for fome years in the hands of the AfTyrians-} 
but. he fubdued all Syria, Phoenicia, Judea, and Egypt, 
and- expelled the Scythians out of Afia*. 

To him fucceeded his fon Nebuchadnezzar, who dream- ^ 
cd of the four univerfal monarchies that were, to fucceed 
ooe.aBothn*. In hiV reign was born the grand Cyrtii» 
who raifed ^e Pex^an s^iioarohy» Ofhim.it is recorded, 
jthat one night he dreamed, ** the fun ftood at his feet, 
whom when Cyrus thrice aiUempted to lay bold on, the 
{an as often difappe^red;^.' which the nuigl interpreted as 
a fure fign^ t^at he (bquld rdgi^ thirty years» whidi came 
to pais accordingly*. 

Di^nng this régfkf therfi was a notaUe duel fought be- 
tween Pittacus^ one of thefeven wife men of Greece, and 
Fhrynon the moft renowned combatant of thofe days, for 
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for he always won the prize at the olympic .g3mc«. He 
was general of the Atheniana, and being puffed up with 
hk conftant fucceffe^ he defied any nmivto fingle com* 
bat. Pittacus the fage accepted the challenge ; and when 
they were hotly engaged in the field, he fuddenly threw 
a filJkefl net oter PhryaOn'^lhead» and havii»g thus entan- 
gfed 4»An, «hfdl iiim through with -his lancei 

This was that great Nebuchadnezzar, who haviitg'be» 
ficgcd and talcetv Jerufalcm, bnrnt h down to the ground^ 
razed the walla, and carried away all the Jews* with their 
riches into captivity to Babylon, 

Afterwards having conquered all the neighbouring na- 
tions» he new-built Babylon, and inclofed it with three 
walls ; he alfo built thoie pendulous gardens, renowned-' 
throughout the earth, and made thofe brazen gates whicH 
were reckoned among the wonders of the world : But at 
length, being puffed up with the thought of his majgnifi- 
cent works, he was metamorphofed into a fatyr or fylvan^ 
and dwelt feven yearà in the Defarts of Arabia, being a 
èODipanion of the brutes. My countrymen (how the pla- 
ce^ ijf his wild haunt to this day, having received it by 
tradition from their fathers. They fay alfo, that Pare* 
nkli the angel of tlie woods, when the term of feten 
yttm was expired, interceded with God for Nebuchad- 
nezzar, who thereupon turned him into a man again, and 
reftored kiiii to his' empire. He died peaceably ki the 
5441 d year <if the world, and the 43d of hiis reign. 

T9 bini Cueceeded £vil*Merodaeh> Nerigliflbf , Labo^ 
rofoarchod, and Labynitus, in whofe time' there was war 
beCWieen %he Babylonians and Perfìans ; when Cyras, af^ 
ter many viókorious campaigns, at laft laid fl^sgi^ to Ba- 
bylon» tooktHc city, and Irttndated tbe empiile to the 
iWitftie ^ aiàd having fiA)dae^ allHh^ ^eft-of Afia,. even* 
t<y thè .lied Sea, he died -at fevtnty '^e«rsìof ag^, cam* 
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mandlng his fervants not to embalm Ids body, nor ufe ^ 
any coMy pomp at his funeral, but burying him decent* 
ly like a mani fhould catife this epitaph to be vritteir m 
his tomb ; 

mortals, I am GyrtM who hid the foundation of the Pedian 
monarchy, and was emperor of all Aiia ; therefore envy me not . 
a grave. 

To hnti fucceeded Cambyfes his eldeft fon, who ai^ch« 
iog with his army into Egypt» and laying fiegcto Pehfr- 
fuim, cxakA a great number t>f cows, apes, birds^ and 
other animals^ to be placed in the front of his anny, 
knowing that the Egyptians worlhipped ftich for gòdf^ 
and confeqvctitly wouM lorbcar to fhoot their arrows that 
way ; by v^hich ftratagm he took the dty, and after- 
wards conquered all Egypt, carrying away many thofàt* 
fands t)f' the Egyptians, with foreigners reùdiiig there; ' 
ioto captivity, among whom was Pythagnoras the phf- 
lofc^her. 

After this, Cambyfes fcnt fpies, under the notion of 
atnbalfadors, to 'the King of Ethiopia,' with rich pre* 
fents ; but the king fufpeéling what was their bufinefs; 
took a bow iahis hand, and bent.it as though' he wohld 
flioot ; and giving it to the fpies» he bid them carry it 
to their mailer, and tell him, ♦* That when he and his 
Perfijms had karned to bend bows of that ilrength^ he 
miglvt thiak of invading Ethiopia, and not before } for 
that the Ethiopians were giants in vigour.'* '•?^iid 
when the (pics returned to Cambyfes, there was: ho mari 
found among his foldiers which was able to bend that ' 
bow ; yet he marched diceélTy towards Ethiopia witltà' 
great army, part of which was overwhelmed In the fands 
of the defarts, to the number of fifty thoufand, and the 
reft being reduced for want of provlfions to a neceffity 
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of eating one another, he retujned in a gfeàt rtg« to 
Memj^hiai where he (lew Apis the god of the Egyptians, 
and eaufed l^is priefts to be ma(&cnsd r he alfo flew his 
own brother, and killed his wife, becaufe (he mourned 
for him ; he (hot Prcxafpes through with an arrow» and 
commanded twelve Pcrfian nobles to be buried alive ; he 
fet fire to the temples, blafphemed the gods, and at laft 
killed himfelf by an accident with his own fword. 
> After his deaths themagrcndwnedone. of their own 
order, and £et him on the thfone of Periia» gimg oftt 
.that he was Sooerdla the younger fon of Cyrus, who had 
been murdered by the command of his iirothcr Cami^- 
£et ; and it was cafy to carry on the fraud, in regaird the 
Perfìan ksnga rarely fuffer themfelves to be (ktnt which- is 
a cuftom, thou kaowcH, obienred by aM the monàrchs io 
theEafL: . 

One Oftan,^ a Perfian pmnce, &f& difcotered the c^eat 
hf mesms of his daughter, a concubine of the king ; lor 
(he, by hi« inftrudlion, found out that the king had no 
cars, which was a convincing argument that he was one 
of the magi, whofe ears Cambyfes had comitiaadcd to 
be col off. 

Tbi» OUaa drawing fia other princes into a confpiracy, 
ruflied Into the palace, and killed all the magi, and fìagkd 
oat of their own number one Darius, the fon of Hyftaf- 
pe^, to fucceed in the throne. This was not done by elec- 
tion, but by lot ; for they agreed to meet altogether, one- 
marning, before the palace gates, on horfeback, and that 
he whofe horfe firft neighed after the fun was up, fhoidd 
be king. This fell to Danns's (hare, by the ilratagemof 
his fqaire or mailer of the horOe ; then the other pnaoes 
crowned him, and made him fwear by the fun and the 
fire, that he would never put them to death, or deny 
, Uieia bia prefence* . . 
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But Duriiis fiadlng hkiiMI' curbed- by the£e {nrkicee, 
!Mr»s TefolVcd to rid hitnfelf of (uch idaageroos aomfm- 
nlona.; wherefore he oiufed a ilove to be built on puTpefe 
for a banqueting^boufe» and fo artificially cootTivcd, tbat 
the fire-place being u^er the faanquetikig'cbambery ihould» 
in fo many hours» burn' itfunder the pillar» tluit {«pported 
the-faid chatnber, and caufe the- floor to fall down into 
the fire vthen he inTked theCe prinCes to a feoft» whkh 
he- hdd' in his banqueting^ioitre^ and was merry -with 
thena tSl the figtial was ^ytn for htm tè depart; at which 
tiitae be left them in< the midft of their mirth» and wkhin 
a white after htt was gone, the fioor of the chamber fdl 
down» with all that were in it, into the fire underneath» 
wfajsre ihe.pria^ee yptvt fooo'coafiimed to aftetr 

After this» Darius managed all the a&irs of hk em- 
pire without controul ;. he ruled over all the proifinces of 
. Afia» from- India to Ethiopiat coatainiiig above a» hun* 
dired' jLingdoma; he exunded his conquefts to the pro« 
vinoefi of Greece» and £ettmg forth a prodigious fleet» he 
ibfled into the Medkerraaean and Archipelago-^ he con- 
quened the iflandsof the w£gean Sea» reduced Chalcedon» 
and all the cities along the Hellefpont and Proipontis»- e- 
ven Byzantitim itidf» the prefent feat of our!iiuguft em«. 
perofs ; at length» having reigned proi^ePOufly4hÌFty»fix 
yeart^ he died» and left Xerxes has iim to fucoeed hin» in 
the throne» - 

Thou feeil» great guide of the faithful» (hat I have not 
yet readied to the end of the Perfian monarchy» whevtas 
I thought to haire comprehended all the four in one let- 
ter ; for I have only, touched upon the mod remarkaUe 
paFages» omitting the main body of the hiftory» whiehHt 
would be too. tedious for thee to penife* 

If thou approved what i have written^ I will cootinae 
thus to abbreviate the hiiloiyof the Peifian, afaoaduiiifi» 
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and lUmiAa «mpirct in other letters $ but if tboo thinkeib 
ifnte I huve already, written to be. a iWfficient model fcnr 
the.conpikra qf an univofal hlHory» I firi»a»t to thy ora* 
cidom appoiDtinents^ 

la the mean time» I pmy thib King Etevnal, who efta* 
bliA^ea and dificdves all die «oapfawa in the world» #Ad haft 
f«t into the pofleffion of the Grand S^j^ajor thole «m* 
yk ti^cks of the earth whieb Ibrn^crly belonged in^ tfo

' Oar. vices, hydra^Kke^ ftifl ftart young infant heads, a» 
fait as we cut off the old ; whereas our virtues are like the 
Venetiam .treafure, which being once fliowed to the Spa- 
nifli ambdSador in many coffers of filvcr, gold, and jewels, 
the wife CafkilisD, defiring to fee the bcfttonis of thofe 
wealthy chefls turned up,- when it was done, made this 
remavk^ ** Your riches have no roots, nor grow, like 
thofe my mafter^does pofiefs in the Indies/' So are all 
the boafted ^excellencies, acquired by human difcipline, 
more inanimate and dead than the artifieial ptt>dtté^ons 
of minerals, metals, and flones* "No traditional chemiftry 
of men can ever revive a foul that is dead to God. Per- 
haps fome theological Paracelfus, Helmbnt» Of Arabian 
Ifiiquiy may, from, the afhes of an original fiowei^ rkife 
the fimtaffic fonn of it again, 1 mean the colour and con- 
texture of the leaves ; but none of them is able to be- 
ftow the vital fap, the femhial juke, the inward virtue df 
the once profperous and ilottrifhing vegetable j' no moit^ ' 
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cAft repair wlutt Adam once deftioyed ; that pnAoplafl 
haa ruined u« all, , - 

Well tbcn, muft we defpair of remedy ? Shall we de. 
camp, and fneakingly retire to heU^ becauie we cannot 
take htaiven by llorm, nor uodemiine it^ nor have re- 
couife to ftratagems, nor bribe the garrifon, nor make a 
party among^ the celeftal burghers ? No, let us rather 
lie entrenched within oarfelves, till heaven fhall voluntap 
rily open its gates, and fally forth in love to invite and 
lead us in* 

Oh !- thrice happy Santonfy thou hail experienced 
what I fay ; xny refolntion is to follow thee, by fufferiag 
myfelf to be gradually abdicated from the worlds^ and 
from my- own will. Vouchfafe to indro^ me in the m^ 
thody leil felf-love mifguide me to my ruin.

1 SHALL entertain thee now with a medley of relationsi 
ibme containing news of the freiheft date, others only in« 
forming thee of things done many moons ago, yet plca- 
fant enough in the rehearfal. However, I beg of thee to 
accept this as a tacflimony of my devoir and regard, in 
that I have abundance of letters to write, many friends to 
gratify, and tannot fend the fame matter to all. I" am 
forced to parcel out my intelligence, and fuit every let- 
ter to the genius and iiation of him to whom I addreb ; 
knavifing therefore thy particular inclinations, I (hall pre- 
feat th^c vrithifomtthing very agreeable. 
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No doubt btit thsHi art acquainted -with the Chriftiaoi» 
carnival, which is a time of public jOy, Hcewtlouforfs, aod 
fport. This year the King and Queen of Fraxure obferved 
it witli wondéirfMl magnificence. \ 

Among their other divertifements, they were prsfented 
with a play, whcreia two rival princes, by an ingen^iou* 
emidatioQ, ftrpve to outvie each other in regaling a piio- 
oe& equally, bclorad by both. The reprefentation ww 
very, fair, and ftdl of majefty. On the right hand of the 
theatre appeared Apollo in the air, returning to his hea- 
ven, after he had chafed and routed all che Cyclops, with 
die ferpcnt Python ; on (he left was fecn the fame god oa 
the top of farjùaffus, in -the midft of the nine no^ufies, feat* 
tering flpwers on the arts and fcieifces, which were at the 
foot of the mountain ; then a veil ^ing draw.a afide, -dit 
levered a'i[{éa, furpriiìngly naturd find. fine, in the midil 
of which "the gods of many famous: rivers appeared, felt- 
ed on rocks, with Tritons and Cupids ranged on each 
fide upon the backs of dolphins 5 then from above, a- 
midft the clouds, King jEolus appeared, laying his 
ilraight comniands upon the wind^» ^^tl^at they immedi- 
ately retire into their caverns^, excepting only Zephyr, 
who, for his foft and gentle breezes, was permitted to be 
prefent at this feail ; aRer which came JHeptune riding in 
his cockle chariot, drawn by four f<pa-horfes, attended by 
a train of gods that dwell within the deep. 

Immediately Uve fceaes changed into a champaign,-. re- 
pceijcntiog the delicious fields of Tempe, where a mpJi 
excellent and agreeable comedy was aéted^ to the fatif- 
fadion of aU the court., I leave the dances, inter- 
ludes, nxkd other novelties, to thy imaginat^n^ aifuring 
thee that all was aftohiihing and magnificent. 

But not to entertain thee longer with thefe.«mpty 
triflefiii I ihall now acquaint thee with fomdbing of im- 
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pDrta&ee^ «hicb is a ptace oosdadcd betwceaiiiii^Ung . 
find the StAe of Algkrw On the'&tondof tke s^vioosv 
the Count ée Guidn brought tiK artkln.of-tfac tnaftf ' 
to the king from the hands of the MaÌM}ait4ei Mattel, 
Itettteaant-general of the French fleet in the M^ditcm- 
nean. 

If eho« wottMH: knew the partictdart of thn agreement» 
read the indofed paper $ as for matter of fa^ all ^ 
French flakes at Algiers^were immediately relcaied, upon 
the figning and fealing the treaty, aoddelivsrediip to the' 
French.commander, with fome French vcfle^s alio whioh 
they had feized i and fo diihonourable are then* papitn-^' 
httons, that at the fame time they ha?« yiddod up a ft^ 
of theirs which the French had taktn from thcoif for 
ever quitting all daim to it. 

In the beginning cyf litay the king took iiis jo«n;ey t# 
Flanders, to vifit his new oonquefts there. Thi& put his 
enemies into a great coaftcmatioay fearing that he had 
fome defigB upon them } they began to be upoi^ thttr 
guard» and prepare for a fudden furprife $ but the king 
pet\:eiving their «kna by his fpies» fent them a(flur9in«e 
on his royal word that he would do them no «ioknoe at 
this time. 

However» he foon after fent the Marcfchal die Creqp 
into Lorrain» with a force confiderable enough to «edace 
that prince to reafon» who had not k^ his parole with 
him in federal inftances. The effe^ of this -expeditioa 
was the reducing Ponta-Moufon» Efpinal»* Chaftv, JLong: 
wy» and aS the principality of Lorrain, to the French 
king^s obedience; fo that the poor duke isJEorcedtt 
leek his refuge in foreign courts. 

Noble aga» this duke is not to be pkied» being «erf 
tmgrsftefttl, and a perfeél madman ; he owes his liberty 
aiKi Iff^ to -the Kmg of France^ yet could not inbetr 
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pIo«ièi^ f^iofc hàtt% ODW be is «kfervodl^- QbiAiftd for 
hi« {lAfym So toa^ .aU chofe iuffer who abofd their bcne- 
hiB^on ; but ttpno. the faeaign aod gnod.maj thsfcvaar» 
oÉHe«*eitiDefttai.the-fpUmng'<rf.all ttiogi.

Thy loflcs have made thee mcIaliehoTy, and'Yhe Ibud- 
uftht ^^hig of thy correfpondcnté,* fattore, and fugpof- 
célribWf, has taught thee to declaim againft frieri(ffhip, 
mttf, aftd' bufwefà ; and'not only fo, biitlt feetné tWou 
hàft taken a rcfohition to abandon all worliMy afflKrs, plea- 
ffires', and engagements whatfoevtr^ and t?urn faquir, erc- 
mit,' or dertifè at leaft ; for tlioa art <Ìii[gufted at human' 
foéicty, and weary of aH things but folitude^' ' 

I muft confefs, Ifouf,thefeare very generous thoughts, 
aàd pious refoivcs ; but they afe' riot eafiiy put in prac- 
rifce ; they arc- undertakings fit 01^/ for perfeft fUnts, 
men of ùiibfcmflhed lives, and* ftee from all forts of vice, 
pcrfbns who have* a ftock of temperance, chaftity, pru- 
dence, jufHce, fortitude, patience, hunfilityj and all the 
oflicr vikues, a fund of magnanimity, which cari never 
be exhaufted'by any temptation, diJEculties, or perils that 
ufually affault and environ fuch as entef into fo kuftere a 
courfe of life. 

Wilt thou be able to endure the unrelenting rigid cold 
of winter in the defart, where there are no chinmeysi

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hearths, or ftoves, or any other method of keepmg fire 
tor warm thee by ? Canft thou fuftain the raging bMs of 
Boreas at that feafon, or the killing tempers of notth- 
eaftem winds, which blow from far, and fill the au*, the 
earth, and fea, with baneful mills, frofts, ice, fnpw, fleet, 
and other chilling' meteors, out of their eternal maga-i 
zinc8, within the aréìic circle, which Ovid calls the Fri- 
gid Zone. 

There are many other extremities to which a man is 
expofed in fuch a folitary fiate ; nor wilt thou be Icfs 
liable to inconveniencles and hardfhips if thou fiiouldfl 
ramble as a faquir up and ,down the world ; much lefs 
couldft thou endure the fad reftraints and mortificatioos 
of a convent ; thou would ft hardly live out thy noviciate 
with patience. It goes againft the grain of nature to o- 
bey another's will in every trifling matter that he com- 
mands ; thou muft not eat or drink but thy fuperioir will 
fet the place, the time and manner of thy diet, which 
%yill be irkfome to thy free-born foul; and th^n tjiou 
muft forfake thy amorous pleafurcs for ever ; forfweaàng 
alfo the very thoughts of money, or of, being rich. I 
tell thee thou muft refolve to become a religious dronc^ 
fit for nothing but to mumble over thy beads, or . turn 
the fuperftitious round till thou art giddy, or dance an 
hour together to the mufic of a thoufand hues and heis, 
hoarfely croaked out in frantic tones by thee, and all thy 
brethren dervifes, till ye are fick, and foam at mouth ; 
then your devotions are thought meritorious. Canft thou 
digeft thefe facred fooleries ? or, grant this to be a ra- 
tional fervice of the Divinity, as fome will pl^ad, who 
fay we ought to employ each member, and all our facul* 
ties, in praifing him that made them, yet canft thou 
brook a confinement all thy days to tbi» religious ftate ? 

I tell thee, Ifouf, I have been often tempted in. this 
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manner to forfake the fultan's fervice, with all other en- 
gagements of the world, and throw myfclf into ^coi\- 
vent, or fpend the refidue of my days in fome obfcure 
and folitary corner of a defart, yet I found at length that 
this was nothing but delufion, and the fubtle fophiflry of 
that malicious demon who envies man his happinefs ; it is 
he that whifpers arguments of difcontent and murmur- 
ing into our foulsy watching his opportunities when any 
thing gives us exquifite pain or grief, to drive us to de- 
fpair. 

So have I fomctimes laboured under an intolerable 
angiiifh of mind, bcfides the fretting maladies of flcih and 
blood, with outward croffes in my ^fortune 5 then have I 
wi(hed myfelf in fome dark cavern of the earth, or on 
the folitary top of TenerifF, where I fhould converfe 
with none but fpirits and demons dwelling above the 
clouds ; or clfe I coveted the melancholy retirements of 
the Lybian Defart, which affords no other fociety than 
that of lions, tygers, dragons, and other bealls of prey. 

When thefe wifhes have appeared .too extravagant and 
wild, I then retrenched my thoughts, and pitched upon 
feme other manner of life, equally promifing comfort, yet 
lefs threatening and dangerous ; I gave myfclf up wholly 
to prayer and failing for a while, thinking to hold out 
thus for ever. So fenfible a pleafure attends thefe cxer*- 
cifes, that at certain moments a man is all rapture, ec- 
ftacy, and I know not what ; he is apt to think'hmifelf 
in fome new world ; a facred pride invefts lus foul ; he 
feems all majefly within, an infeparable companion of the 
immortals, and the darling friend of God; whereas all 
this refults but from the ventilation of his blood by vocal 
onfons, and is no more than a mere natural operation, 
whereby his lungs are artificially breathed, and gently 
forced to difcmboguc their overheated airs, their thick 
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caKginoua vapoOrs, which fitt the heart and aH the reft ol 
the vitals with feeds of melancholy, fear, fufpicton» gricci 
and other dolcfiul pafllons. 

But mark the zealot, when his prayers arc over, hk 
fed: is doitie, aud all his fervent pious difcipltné is accom- 
plilhcd, how Hke an hypocrite he look* and a^» > HfeW 
formal in his carnage, oi- at lead how tain and light ? He 
either heaves out &lfome hypochondriac figha, with &- 
pcrcilious looks, and chops fet like the faprows o£ a £9Ui^ 
faced hadgi, or elfe he is tickled into a loud ungo- 
vernable laughter» and ail his carriage ia ridiculous and 
wanton ; either his hunger, thirft, and ^aintneCis, tiio 
ufual effe^ of fuch exceffi ve devotion, makes him pe5* 
viih» choleric, and unmortified, or elfe he is as apifh as a 
-cat. 

Human nature cannot abide long in the fame humour ; 
and thofc that feem to be always evca-teaipered people^ 
like the Cafpian Sea without ebb or flow, arc only couh^' 
terfeibsand politicians. There is an avt to conceal one^ 
palBons, but there is none that can aiuiihilate them ;^. we 
change from one affcftion, appetite, and^deiireto aoo^ 
ther; our inclinations circulate with our blood; thef 
are twnsformcd each minute, hour, and day ; tkey vary 
like the wind and weather ; therefore never think of tak» 
ing an eternal pleafure or difliafle in any thing hcr^ b»- 
low. Prayer is good in ita turn, I mean the vocsJ aipi- 
fations :;' fo are faflxog^ abftineoce, and other religious fe- 
verities ;.but if all mea (hould be perp/^tually at thefe tx^ 
ercifes^ God in a little time would have but few ad<ianers 
oh earth; the gpround- mufi be left' un tilled ; the Ikkk 
would quickly bring forth, crops of briars and weeda» in* 
i^éad of corn; the gardens then muft tum to wilder- 
neflfes ; there would he then no need . of millers» bakers» 
and the other trades whole livelihood dcpcodd upon the 
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httfbàiidfti&A ; àii3d fo for want of proper fuftenaace man* 
kind mud quickly pertih. ' 

I do not al'gijie agalnft thofe wKo feeta to ht conftel- 
bcedito a kXitMry life, or by feme fjpecial grace of God 
«rt^ftvengtlieired to endure the conitaut hardfhips of an 
lanmiilitage ; fucb as the illu^ious and great Mohammed 
of Mount Uriel in Arabia» who is our holy prophet's 
tenant ahd f ucceflfor in the Cave of Wonders ; fuch alfo 
u Xkh Rend Hu, the celebrated bramin.of Cachemire in 
ìjoàìttf tàko ììrcs on. the top of an high mountain» it aa 
kusidred and' twenty- three years old» foretels things to 
oMne» reMves all donbts, give^ infallible counfel» heals 
divers difòafes, works feme miradies, and> in fute, (ays 
and does all things by a fpirit worthy of admiration. 
. The ffsbuntatn whereon diiis philofopher or prophet 
dmttti CbfliiM to be the land*mark between fummcr and 
ythattr ; for one fule of it is always «overed with fnow, 
t^ other with bbfibma» flowers, herbage» and fruits ; 
this- overlooking a fpacious valley» which they call the 
Earodife of lee £aft; that affording » profpe^ lil^ 
more agreeable or fair than. what the poets fpeak of the 
Aiphean Hill. 

(Ikb Acni Ha has hia habrtation in a cave or grot» 
wlMBth paffes tdirough the n>cky as Vii^iPs does near 
Maples in Italy» which thou had feen. * 

In ihin myfterioits ilattcm he aj^^eart like ^c^s lord 
of the weathev.} far it iscenain^iie commands the winds- 
toe blow, ot ccaife at the lead word' witiiin the vei^e of his 
aocoiloxned waiksi If any perioadanst profane the filencc 
of the place witt words» or otherTudor notfe» they are im- 
naedlfttdyfinpciiiedwkh dreadful ftòrmsof thnttdei;» light-» 
ningi wiod, a»xi min ; fach im fcem to threaten the.dif* 
ffliutioo of all things ; which makes ail men in thofe 
parts hold licb R42id Hu.inlgioeBt'veiiQratioa ; he isnhc 
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only oracle of the Indies ; they refort.to him fr«» thè 
neighbourìng provinces aad kingdoms in all their di&«))* 
ties ; the grandees of Perfia, Tib^» and Cmkaj^ kaà to

Koufy it would be Tome encouiagianefit for thee^^ud 
me to embrace a fdiitary life» if .we might ever hopeK) 
attain, fuch wonderful peife^oos; bat as we havehjUb<9* 
to lived in the world, and ilained ourfidve&rwitldi.Cbe.eeiti- 
mon vices of mortals, we cannot prefumeto mrat.lhfcCc 
extraordinary ùvours ; om^ oià habits >are. rooted in v», 
and if we have time and ftirength to plant new ones^ifi 
fthéx> Ù£zéf yet they will not. gfowr^ip tf» xoaOwrity hit 
with many years ; for belieire me, eoufin» oflbodfr beeiMQtt

It appears that the King of France's fortune not :0Blif 
procnres him conftant vidones and triumphs ia:£ttmpe, 
but fuch a rentfiKrn and- charader in for^n cottsÉraetyvas 
iBtitnktes the moftrempte princes and poiffant monardis 
oP the earth to comt his- allianee and -friendfhiip.. 

Here id at this prefbjtt im anil^ffii^or<comc fromdve 
coafis of Ganl^aviQ AfrtCy being fent by the King of 
Vlttiikr^ ^neof the gveatdi foveKcigns in thofe parta, pof- 
klOltng antebfoloteand uncò>fttrouiabà6 autihontyvover his 
fdffcj/e^s, as the Girand Signioodocs oinen the feidiful Of- 
itiafts; but we wiH ndt compare thenar mwiilim its of his 
doihinio» with the Vall-^hd unbonndsd extent of. the mirf: 
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fàlman empire, the inheritance of our fublime fukan, the 
lord of the globe at large ; fu£Bce it that this black prince 
19 » wife m&D, defcended of a race of fages^ and that 
f^iéy of ftate is as natural to him as common crafit or 
eliimiiig to the meaned of the vulgar ; he knows how to 
make war or peace abroad» and to keep his fubjeéìs in 
awe at home. 

: Svrely ^here is a force and charm in the derivative 
blood of heroic and wife àncefters» which fecretly infpires 
their ofispring with maxims and principles agreeable to 
die 'indlinations, aims, and purpofes of the family from 
'^6nce they defcend 5 and where it is experienced othcr- 
Wtfe, it may be fuppoCed that change of cKmate, unhappy 
fiiarmges^' or forae over- ruling misfortunes* in the world, 
Invecattfed the degeneracly ; for fo fome noble vegetables 
^f Afia^and other quarters of the earth, lying near the fun, 
will not profper if once tranfplanted into the cold and 
barren foils of oprthem Europe. Thus poverty, dif^ 
grace, and other abjeél circumftances, chill the great eft 
fpkkSf and fpoil their growth ; yet there is an idbom 
excellency in fome natures, which with evennefs fuppdHs 
the (Irokes of fortune, and pufhes through all difficulties 
Co attain its end. 

• So this great African king, informing himfelf not only 
by French /veifds trading in his ports, but alfo by other 
ftipB of Chriftendom, of the grandeur of the French 
king, his wealth and puiffiuice by fea and land, with the 
vafb intereft andtnaffic he has m both the Indies, thought 
it high time to feek his friemlfhip, whofe enmity would 
in all probability be very fatal to htm '^ for he had he^d 
of his conqueils far and wide. It is no matter whether 
by valour or good condué^ we make ourfelves happy ; 
one is as laudable as che other, in the unequal war we 
are engaged in with fate, providence, and chance, wi(^ 
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angels, mea, and devils^ with iKaveny ewik, and 
lidi. 

* I ^eak tbls io Kcfereace to the celebrated. prowe^ 
magnanimity 9"^ dchfs, and flreiigth of this negro kio^ 
who need not yield to the Kit^ ^ j^in, hifiocKt 
neighbour, and the moil potent of »U the fouth-weftera 
maritime princes of Afric, nor to any of his other ne^h^ 
boHrs bdides» yet ccAild not thkife hiaifelf fafe, or be at 
rcAp till he had fent his embafly to the King €>f Praac^ 
offeiifi^ his lands, hk havens, his feasj and whatfo^ver 
was within his jurifdic^ion, to thds great monarch*. 

The addrefs which bi« ambai&dor made to the French 
kiog deferves remark ; for after the tifual obd&nccs at 
the foot of tbe tlu'ene, he went 1^ three ftfps« eod the* 
pnoftratuig himself three times. 00 his^ fape asad bej^i 
he clapped his hands ki token of reTeieBce# and put 
his^ngers on hia ey^ea, to 4m)W that he wa0 ootaUe 
to behold the Iciftre of £0 mu^ «n^eAy» This ts tiic 
French interpretatioa of his «wringc ; but I tell thee jI 
was cather defi^ised «s a .pr<o<dcat t«« the J^ondb ^udba^ 
iaAors if any ihould he fent to Guinea^ wherr k is t^ 
CUiftioflSi of the country for all foreign lainxfters to obfer^e 
the fsone ceremonies' to the Itirig of Arder, and othél 
prtpcos his neighbours. 

r Thefe Europeans', becaufe they firft found oct the ait 
ff navigation, or at leaft firft improved it to tl» difc<v 
▼cjry • of many remote cotrntries, valtie themfelvcs too 
high, imagining that all the nations formerly unknown 
aie fools, and know not themfelves and their own 
&icngth^ They thought it viras impoffible to find in 
Aftic or Amieiàca empires, kingdoms, and common- 
wealtks, as ftroag and well govented as tbofc in the he- 
ritage of Japhct ; but it is a damned miftake ; for the 
Moft High is itaptkrtial In the diftribution of his gifts'and 
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favours. Thofe dcfpicaUe bUcks, whom all the princes- 
and nobles of Europe and» Afia buy as flaves, being bora 
of the vulgar, arc neverthclefs come out of regions 
•where power, riches, and wifdom, are as much in their 
zenith as in thefe wellern couutries. . 

They are all outwardly flefh and blood as we are, not- 
wrthftandrng the coatrariety of our colours ; and as for 
their fouls, they are even juib as capable of knowledge 
and ignorance, rcafon and folly, vice: and virtue, piety 
and profanenefs, fuperftilion and athe!i'iT>, as we- ate, who 
pretend to be lords of the world, and -all things. 

May thou and I praékife moderation, and hot contemn 
any of human rate, though they be the capkirs of Mó- 
fambiqne ; but let us always reinetnher the old Turkifli 
proverb, ** That it is not good or fafe to point in móc-- 
kery behind the Grand Signior's bac?k.'* Adieu.

X HE graftd root of thè common ihjufticé which meii are 
guilty of in reference to the beafts, and of the intempe- 
fahce with which they corrupt thèmfèlvesj I perceive is 
a- falfe principle which they have etlkbliftiedj denying 
the capacity and ufe of reafon to all living creatures but 
themfelves. 

This error v^fe firft* publicly maintained by the Pcripa* 
tttics, Stoics, and Epicureans, and afterwauds h^ Clau- 
dius of Naples, out of a particular averCbn they had for 
the doAriiies of Pythagoras and Èmpedogles, two famous- 
patrons of abfiincnce. 

. Heraditus Ponticus undenook to explain thè fentU 
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. menu of the former lecb, and Hermachus tiiofc of the 
latter ; but both of them feeiji to confide mor« in the 
iittk tricks and arts of fophiiby tian to ufe tcue rea- 
fon ; for at the fir^ effay c^ their flcill, they ftrive to 
call a mift in the reader's eyes, by dividing the genera^ 
tion» of h'TiDg creatures into fuch a$ are endowed with 
the faculty of reafon, and fuch as want it ; whereas thou 
know^ it is an indubitable maxim in the eaRern phibfo- 
phy, that evoy thing which partakes of fenfe has alto 
reafon ; for it is the mind alone which fees, hears, >&c. 
the body of itfclf being deaf, blind, and void of all fenfe. 
It is evident, therefore, that fmcc thebeafU do fee, hear, 
and perform all othar adtions of fenfe, they have alfo 
what the Greeks call wgf or the mind, in them, which is 
the. very feminary or native feat of reafon. 

It is. true, indeed, we cannot afi&rm that they poflefsa 
.reafon fo perfedas ours, fince that.perfeftioo is acquired 
.by difcipline, which the generality of the brutes want; 
.they base op colleges or fchools.i|^her$ the ^rtStaodfci- 
^nces are profefled and taught by rules; nature is their 
only fchoolmiftrefs, and they le^n her inftruj^onq, with 
abundance ofpromptnefs and fagacrty ; they arc educated 
m tjie open elements, as in an acajdemy or.npiverfity 
founded by the Creator of, all things^ where every thing 
taey encounter feijves as, a book to teach them all the 
knowledge which ^ is. neceffary to t|i€ir yirelUbeing «in 
earthy and. they need no m^re.^ . ' . 

It is manifeil alfo that fome fpecies and individuals axc 
inorC|Capable of learning ^wjiat.i?. taught them than o- 
thcT^f ev^n as we difcern the fame difference among titf 
.viarious nations^ families, and periods f^f m^a> Sut we do 
apt ufe to fay of inaninj^te things, tli^t tfcjs piece. of woq4 
„l8.more apt to learn than another, a§ a dog is ipor? traft- 
,. j(tìk aftd docile thant «^; hog j nor^ of imsiovi^able. t,hipg* 
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that this i$ flower th that ; nor of things wfikh waat 
fenfe, that a ftone is dulkr of appreheniion than a piee^ 
of iron. So could we not properly affirm of animals, 
that one is more crafty and fagscious'than another, more 
provident, chafte, temperate, cleanly, and the like epi- 
thets, if they were not by nature capable of knowledge 
and virtue : And yet wc daily fee all this is true, in com- 
paring one fpecics of living creatures with anoth*, nay, 
and one individual of the fame kind with fome of its fel- 
lows. 

When Antipatcr accufed affes'and hogs of naftinefsi 
he did not confider how accurately nice and cunous the 
lynxes and cats artr, which with fo much diligence and 
care/ hide their excrements, that they can never' be feen 
or fmelt again ; fo the fwallows teach their yoUng to 
mute over the brims of the n eft ; all which are arguments 
of their pnidence and difcretion. Doubtlefs every ani- 
mcd has its peculiar gift .and excellency ; one is mote 
quick'fighted than another ; this has better ears than 
that ; a third farpaffes tn the goodnefs of his fmeU, Òr 
the fwiftuefs of bis feet. Let not vain man therefore 
boaft and infult, as if he were the fole ^ngroifer of all 
wifdom and virtue, fince the beafts of the fìeld» the birds 
of the air, the fiftiof the fea, with all the geocrations 
of reptile», infefts, and whatfoever.is endowed with life 
and fenfe, pofTef» their (hares as well as he. 

It is manifeii alfo that there are various principles of 
folly, injuftice, and all manner of ignorance, error, and 
vice, in human, naturei^ equal to what we can pofiibly 
€ndin the reft of animals,, whom we fo much dcfpt£^; 
and it is a queftion whether even, the very fea-horfe, wàa 
murders his lather, and for that raafon was by the imcicnt 
Egyptians made, the hieroglyphic of impiety, may r«f>t 
laftly exchange his charadler with fome of humaa naoe^ 
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wh» nake fltdr parents the cQDtinfial maityrs to tlieit 
«nbitton, pride, envy, avance, tfbd other viceB. 

I would fain know whether any man would not take it 
fll to be tM he is blind and d€af, becauie he cannot fee 
•nd hear £o quick as fome of the bcafl»! or that he is a 
cripple, bccaiafe he cannot outrun a hart ? Certainly a 
ftrong man defer res that charafter, though he cannot 
pretend to match the ftrength of a camel or an elephant. 
And (haH we then (ay that the beads have no reafoa 
or virtue, bccaufe they cannot difcover thofe qualities fo 
«rtificiaUy as men ? 

Befides, do not all pnYations fuppofe fome babiu^ 
and is not madnefs a privation of the habits of reafoa 
and prudence ì IS therefore dogs, bulls, foxes^ and other 
animals, are known to be fometimes mad, ihall we thiftk 
it lcf§ fir to fay of them, that they are <>ut of th^ 
minds or wits, thaa to afòfhi the fame of men ? and ii 
sa$Mfotf or non cmtpex mentis , are proper expieiSons of any 
beaft when tt is fober or mad^ who that is not dej^ived 
of reafon himCelf can deny that they have the poiTeffion 
•if that faculty by nature, as well as he ? 

As o& as I trouble thee with letters oo this fubjed, 
fehou mayeil: conclude I am newly awakened to a fienfe of 
my error, in not « religioufly obferving the facred inftitu- 
tion of abftineiicf,^ which ouglit to be the natural coa&- 
^quenceof thefe tlwiightR; for, iti a word* if it bela*" 
fui to kill the animals for th« hke of fo<»d, I. think- ve 
ms^y as well turn cannibals, and eat the fle& of our pur- 
. chafed Haves, or of our captive enemies, over whom we 
ha«e, by the law of naii(>ns, an equal right» aatethek' 
life and de^b, as o^r our heafts* . 

Abftemious fage, I leave thee to the divine infpiratioBi 
«f the genius which po(M«B trhftt Holy Cave ; I kaife 
.Aee tQ the ftcred whlfpcrs of winds from JEdcn)^ attd>fe«

1 RECEIVED thy laft difpatch, which informs tne thià 
thou art commanded to remove from Venice with aH 
fpeed poffible, and to vifit Naples, Genoa, Rome, Padiiat-, 
Milan, Florence, with the other chief cities of Italy ; rrt 
fìnte, that thou art not to make a long refidcnce, or tóe 
tìp thy abode any where, but after the manner of a tra* 
velkr,- to be always in a moving polturc from place to 
place, from one province and principality to another, that 
thou mayeft take a joft eftimate of the ftrength and richdj 
of each ftate through whrch thcu Ihalt pafs ; tTiat thoa 
mayeft dive into their donnfels, obfcrve their motion», 
watch their defigns, and tranfmit thy remarks to the mt- 
nifters of the auguft divàri, the myfterious cabinet of tht 
earth's great fovereign. 

Thm-e may be iefa of profit \n fuch a peregrination for 
the piefent, than in thy qonftant refidence at Venice", 
where thou art cftabKfhed to a fettled vr^.y of merchant 
dife ; but thou wilt find: abundance more pleafure ; and 
if thott acquitted thyfelf fucòefsfUliy, the Gratid Sigtiior 
will reward thy merit. Befldce, thou ffiayeft meet wftti 
a thoufand opportunities of trafe even if* thy travels j 
an aAIve and diligent fpirit eartftot fail of means to ad» 
vance its owa intercft in any part of th€ world, and'thoa 
doll not want a ftock of moiiey t<3 fupipOrt thyhoneftiin- 
dertakings. 

Thou wilt meet with a new fort of Italians vJhel*C» 
'««er tlum ihalt fet thy foot, that people being ftrangely^ 
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mixed, and dtfwnding from fevwal nations. Every ci- 
ty has a different genius, whiA i» fo remarkable and 
confpicuous, that they have all got peculiar epithets ; as 
Rome tlie Holy, Naples the Gentle, Florence the Fair, 
Bologna the Fat, Milan the Large, Ferrara the Civil, 
Bergamo the Subtle, Genoa the Proud, Padua the 
Strong, Siena the Studious, Mantua the Glorious, Luc- 
ca the Induftrious, Ravenna the Mild, Capua the Amo- 
rous, Urbiiv the Loyal, Verona the Wortliy, Brefcia the 
Fortified, Friuli the Wanton, Rimini the Good ; and fo 
of the rert. 

Beware of contracting friendflilp witli any Italian ;»and 
if thou doft engage, be cautious hove thou givcft a juft 
offence* Thou canff not be too tender in this pokit ; 
for as the Italians are very conftant where they have once 
pitched their affeAion, fo are they inexorable in their re- 
:renge, where they apprehend their love abufed ; ané 
they are the moll jealous people in the world. If tkou 
haft made two falfe fteps, never feek to repair thy fauk 
by after-fubmiffions, but fly j for thou hail wounded his 
foul, and he will never pardon thee, or let thee live to 
be guilty of another affront. They have a common max- 
im in this cafe, ^* He that wrongs me twice, it is his 
fauk ; but if I let him injure me the third time, the 
Uame is my own.'' 

The wifeft courfe is to be civil and modeftly referved» 
sot to be too fxank and open in difcourfe, or loofe in car* 
riage ; for this lays a man naked, and expofes him to 
the contempt and cenfure of fuch as are more compof- 
ed and recolle£led ; and this is the peculiar charaéler of 
the ItaHan8> " That they think more than they fpeak, 
and are many times diguiled at the perfon on whom thcf 
finite/^ 
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When thou art on the roads in Apulia sua .Campapia^ 
when thou beholdcfi the»beaune3 of that luxuriant ioìì; 
and thy fmeU.,ia raviihed with the fragrant odouxs of the 
h^jd^es^and adjoining grove», think on elyfium, para* 
ò'de, or whatfoever place iiature ha» made delightful) 
and fay it muH be in this country, or in fome region very 
like it, 

. A« thou fojourneft at Naples, remember with what 
pleafure Virgil puffed away his time there ; it was in that 
happy air that Horace penned his admirable poeins; ther^ 
Livy Wrote the Roman Hlflory, and Seneca his Morals ; 
frpm thence we have the works of Stating, Claudian, 
Laurentius Valla, and many other learned writers. 

FoTget not, when thou art at Genoa, the former glory 
of that commonwealth, how once ihe did poffefs SardJ- 
j)ia, Cyprus, Leibos, Chios, and did extend her conqueilt 
4q Pera near Conilantino}dl ; how ftie entered the Blaok 
8ea, planted a colony of Genoefe at CafFa, and fti-etchod 
hertioniinion to the river Tanais* 

Thou wilt find matter of contempaation in'-Pifa,- Mi- 
4ttn^ Padaa» and all the cities of Italy'; but when thot 
art at Ranacy it would be a kind of facrilege not.to caft 
hack thy eyes, and view her ancient glory ^ when .flie was 
the miftrefe of the world, whea (he had three millions of 
men within her walls, and. an hundred and fifty millions of 
gold in yearly revenue ; when ihe kept in conftant' pay, 
at home and abroad, fix hundred iive»and-forty thonfand 
«icB. Her foreign coiMjuefts may be numbered by her 
domeftic triumplis, which, from Romolus her founder 
to Auguftus Csfar, .were not lefs than three hundred. 
Julius C^eiar augmisnted the public tteafory with fotty 
mfliions of gold« In the reign of Aurdianus, this city 
was fifty miles in compafs, and the n amber of her inhabi- 
tants incrcafed to fon»: millÌQnB 5 and they Were pi^odigi- 
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ouflf enriched with the fpoils of their etiemies. Seneca, 
when he died, left fc^èn millions and five hundred 
thoufand crowns behind him ; Claudius Ifodorus, though 
much exhjrtifted by the civil wars, yet Jeft four thoufani 
one hundred and fevcnteen flaves, three thoufand and ife- 
ty yoke of oxen,* and of other cattle two hundred an4 
fifty-fevèn thoufand. There were commonly kept is 
Rome five hundred gladiators, a thoufand bears, and an 
hundred lions ; there were always five hundred men em- 
ployed in looking after the a^juedutSls and baths of 
Rome-, 

Whch Cyncas, the ambaflador of Pyrrhus> had viewed 
the city round, and was afked what he thought of Rome, 
ile anfwered, " I think all Rome is but one temple, 
^£bt there were above four hundred in the city); her fe^ 
state is an alFembly of kings ; (he Is the beauty of the 
whole e«nrth; the flower oH mankind dwell within hrt 
walls*" . ' 

ZeidI, this was the (late, this the grandeur and teag" 
nlficence of Pagan Rome ; but fince the Incurfìons of the 
Goths and Vandal», the Lombards, Hunns, and other 
barbarous nations of the North, Rome's glory is cdip^ 
«d, her honour laid in the duft ; whereas before, flie lift- 
ed up her (lately creft on fevcn high hills, riow^ (he Is lain 
to (loop, beiiig humbly feated in the plain of Campus 
Martins, being not by a fifth part fo large as formerly, 
nor yet fo populous. 

All over Italy thou wilt meet with relics of the anciei* 
Roman majefty and greatnefs ; and In fome places thoo 
mayeft encounter perfons of great èx.tra6lIon, but very 
poor, who noay not unfitly be called the ruins of ancient 
nobility ; fuch as the Marquiflfes of Ceva, thè EaHs of 
Piacenza, and the Knights of Bologna, who are become 
the piovcrb of illuftrlous poverty.

< Thi^ former* of thefe orders i» grown odioua throug^ut > 
Chridendomy for the impious .do<5bine8>.they nuuntaio^ and" 
tjie enormous crimes they have committed, being notori- 
QOs boutefeus, traitors» liypocrites» and fecret h'bertines ; 
the«f ce&egeè are cftecmedthe {hops and forges of fcditton,. 
hóìi^n, public animofities, broils, and wars, with all the« 
mifchief that is done in Europe ; the latter are not loved' 
in France, l^ecaufe they are generally chofen officet^ of 
the Inq[uiÌìtìon, which inhuman judicature was firft pro-*' 
je£ied by St. Dominii; their founder, in order to exter» * 
minate the Moors from Spain. Ther« ia a natural* and* 
irr^concilcable antipathy between the French and Spani» 
ard&; they mutiially abhor èàch others cuftoiasf laws^ ^ 
and humours ; but, above aU; the French can ■teeyef- be* . 
reconcikd to that infernal court, which tyt:anntfea over 
the fouls ^of men, and puni(he» them for tbouglite; itjih . 
an equal crime tpipefik or to~be fUent, to ^prayor not^ . 
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to go to chWch or ftay at home^ prondcd yoti are rich ; 
It is wealth the inqui(itor8*aIm at, not the pretended £afc- 
ty and deliverance of the church from enemies and 
rebels^ 

Therefore the Dominicans and Jefuits being lookt?d 
npon as favourers and patrons of the Inquifltlon, and fof 
that reafon hated by the French, in vain they argued a- 
gainft Malevella's new-reformed model of interior religion, 
which is bnt a tranflation of the original dogmata laid 
down by thee ; thy refined fentiments are prolific as the 
{chr beams, which by ine£^ble increafes, propagate 
tbemfelvea without dimioifhing the illufbioud fountain ; 
éttsh br%ht and fertile atom, by a miraculous emanadon, 
begets another ; they multiply by an admirable progfcf*' 
ive iflue and expftnfion from every point of the refulgent 
centre, till every fpkndid particle becomes a ray of eqttd 
lengthy and all togfther produce an entire orb of light : 
Thusr^thy ferene ideas of religion dilate themfelves 
lihrough this dark fide of the world as fall as they illumi- 
nate the muffulman hemifphere ; the honefter fort of 
weftern Franks are already, by^ a deraL-metamorphofiif, 
grown half Mahometans, capitulating with their prepof- 
feffions, prejudices, and the force of education, ifor the 
reft* 

' They go to church, bnt not to babble over a thoufand 
vain tautologies, which are taught them by* their prielb, 
and to infure their memory are printed in their pocket 
manuals or books of prayer ; nor do they number a long 
feries of the fame repeated orifons on beads, or ufe any 
other exterior form of blind* and lanae devotion ; but vvitìi 
uiwatd recolle6tion, filence, purity, and fervent applica- 
tion of the fpirit, they addrcfs themfelves to God ; or n- 
tjier'by a certain gradual paiTiyenefs,. oblivion cjf outward 
tjiingsi and4yi^g^o*thèmfelyes>' they ptepare and fit their 
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foula for the diTine. approaches : Thus having .barrica-, 
docd up thdr fenlies» and made, retrenchments round the 
ceatre of the mindy to fecure it; from the la ft tnirafion and 
afiault of mundane objeéks, thither they retire» deiiriiig 
death» rather than to tabe quarter by a iaktt cowardice 
or timorous apoftacy, and furreader to the world. 
, Thefepeopie undergo, at certain times, ftrange dry- 
neffesy. defertioos» and. fterilities of fpint, which are the 
torments that conile the moft fevere and painful mar- 
tyrdoms. A common death, or any violent diilblution. 
of the body, is but the recreation» fport, or play. of na^ 
ture, when compared with thefe tremendpus, tragical and 
dark annihilations of the foul : A man at fuch a feafen 
ieems to be reduced to an eternal cataftrophe ;.his fpirit 
defcends, and is engulphed in the abyfs of hell ; or hell 
comes up to him, and yawning with its horrid dragon's 
jaws, murders the foul with baneful and infernal breath. 
Yet this they find to be the only near ditefteil . way , to 
heaven ; this is the myftic fence, the ditch, baftion, and 
counterfcarp dFparadife. He that would fcale the waHs» 
^r enter by the gates of Eden, •> mud firft paia through 
thefe .terrible outworks» This is the ibait and narrow 
bridge over which each foul muft pafs, that would attain 
immortal life. Mofes, Jefus, Mahomet, and all the mef- 
ff^ers.of God, have pointed at this as the only way to 
our.fupreme felicity ; neither was it unknown to the an- 
cient poets and pbilofophers among the* gentilea^ Or- 
pheus and Hefipd recommended it in their myfteiious 
verfe ; Empedocles, Theophrailus» Plato, Plotinns, Por- 
phyry, Jambltchus, with many others, improved the. fa- 
cred revelation, adding new lights unto the bleft. difcovc- 
ry ; and if we .take the hiftory in a right fenfe, unlefs X 
apa deceived,, Socrates died a nnirtyr to tbia 'important 
tirudb..

What lignificf 
tlie nio' difpute of wosrds» the dark refpives of Plato's 
cave? Let it be fubftance or accident, matter qr form^ or 
arefdt of all, there is ftill a certain portion of our nature, 
againft which the ftroke of death, , and of ten hundred 
thonf^d deaths, can never prevail. We may be changed 
indeed, and mafquerade it up and dowh, perhaps through 
infinite; worlds, in fo many different difguifes, bat we can 
ncvcF be annihilated, or made nothing ; vrc cannot be ex- 
cluded from the eternal lift of atoms. The lofs or ab^ 
fence of the Icaft particle from the univerfe would eithci? 
«aufe the loudeft never-ending thunders and lightnings, 
or an everlafting iilence, fullennefs, and darknefs* This 
mighty aggregate and ftupendous heap of beings would 
fall to ruin, if there were the Icaft vacuum, or the fmalleft 
mite miffing. Steal but the moft indivifible atom from 
the reft» and down comes all the fabric; for one fupports 
another by an infeparable adheiion, reciprocal copgruity, 
and mathematical fitnefs ; they are fo cunningly hitched 
and knit together, fo clofely fattened and indented each 
witJi other, by the original art or chance which formed 
the world, that all the motions of this grand machine 
would at an inftant ftop, in fuch a cafe, as does a watch 
when the kaft tooth i^ niifling from any one of the 
contiguous ^yheels. Every tiling in nature is full and 
pregnant ; neither can there be any other emptineft fave

and fucks eternally the thick ropy fettkinenta of the o- 
cean's. bottom ; thefe are diftiHed again in hidden lin- 
becks, cylinders, and other chemical Teffels below, thatib 
the gaping channels on tie Superficies may be conftattdy 
fnpplied with more reBned Hquor, through the fpring» aad 
Sustains; and yet the globe not having qiKnchediU 
thirft with this perpetual draught, continually fipAftip the 
rain, a liquor more foblime and pure than aU the reft ^ but

innocent than themfelves/ 

There is an eternal claufe in nature, whiJ^ cveiy thing 
is either on the htint or flight. Thus heaven /purloias 
from earth, and that from heaven again. Whea.Fwe are 
firft conceived, our wacndekrmg.fotilff are catcbed, a&ina 
well«baited trap ; and' when we die,> it is but the foiiFs 
-«fcap^ from one fdare to be foon trepanned ifitc» anotbflr. 
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Perhaps a human body may be our prifon agftioy or we , 
may be attra6led by fome.more agreeable embr.yo } th^ 
inagnetic ilar may draw us up to keavea» or the wide 
jaws of all-devouring Orcus may fwaUow gs down into 
the hungry paunch of hell» which God avert. 

Learned Hali» let not thou ai^d I be too folicitous a* 
bout thefe things» for all our timorous forecafts are i{i 
vain ; but confidering the fecret magnetifms difperfed 
throughout the univerfe, and that every thing attrads its 
like, let us take care to qualify ourfelves with celeftial 
Habits and difpofitions» aend then we cannot faS of being 
drawn up to paradife.

Im obedience to thy oommaadst I fliiU now proceed i« 
rdating the tnoft memorable tranfadioos of ^ former ages» 
during die four great monarchies, obferving thy inftruc- 
tions^ not to be pri^X} or over-curious in tracing dc^wn 
the particular fuccefiions of kings and princes, but rather 
-^ io relate the aéUons of famous meo^ the wife fayings of 
the ancients, with fiich ot&er remarks as may bf at once 
'delightful and inftruftive. 

* • It win be no breach of this, rule to begin where I left 
off in my former letter, with the death of Darius» and 
fucceifion of Xerxes, his younger fon, there hting fomc- 

^ thftig of nicety in the plea between him,aad his elder bro- 
' "ther Artabazanes ibr the cmwn ; for this laid claim, to it 
''t>n'^the account «f his primogeniture^ but in regard he 
' 'Was bom before Darius was made king» thp fucQ^ISon 
was d^ermined in £ivoiu: of;X^x$s, .^ho had «^.double 

• adVantàgt, in:beqag begot by » crowned JMnjf» ^d bora 
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«f ACbfli) t^ éttigbt^ ^ Oyra^ who &^ efti61^e4tlufl 

As fóòn a* Xerxes waè iiettké in the tht^ne^ h< kd sm 
attttf mtd Egypt, and itìppreffed tht MutttSkn» io that 
cotmtry 5 then he fined otrt a flt*et of 4200 (hips, on 
board df wtofch -i^rtcrc abtyte five hdndnsd thoofaivd Aen ; 
he had a land «fmy alfo conMing of two nations and fin 
hundred thoiifaftd Ibidicra, of feveral natk>tt$. With this 
▼àft multit»d« h» marched zffùttiì the Grecians ; a^ to 
facilitate the toyage of his, fleet, he caufed one paftrf 
hil arAy td dig a palTage through momrt Al^os^ whetehy 
the (ba was let in, and the fhips niight fafl two a-6re^ ;' 
whilft anotfaef part of the fdldiefs were employed iA budd- 
ing a bridge of boato over the Heltefpont. No ibener 
was this done, but there arofc a vehement tempeft, which 
fo dilcompofed thofit narrow f^iss» thai between the winds 
and waves, the boats which made this bridge virere a&.di^. 
perfed, brdcen, and caft «wafy. - 

TMsib hitnenfed Hertts, that he toinftiMfted ^ifeater 
he fcótnged with whips, and a chain to be direwn into 
it, as a mark of m future fobjui^ioii ; he tifo beheadtoà 
thofe wb>bililt dte bridge^ xné canfed «thers to noake a 
new one. 

Here one of Xerxes'é eunuths, and a partiodarfavdifiv 
ite of the king, fent for a Grecian -of the ife of OhioSi 
who had formerly deprived him of the evièénccs of -Ws 
vhrilfty ; and the old man comisg with his fons to wait 
on this great coortieri the eumich càuled htm firft to 
caftrate hfs own ions, and afterwards forced them to do 
the fame by their father, in revenge of his own lofeaod 
difgrace. 

From hence Xertes marchihg with his jirmy by tJie 
pkcK where once ftood thfc famotw town of Tmy, w^nt 
in pilgrinftige "to the tomb of King Friamus, where he 
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faerificéd ten hecatombs of oxen to the ghoft« of the an« , 
cient herqes, and to the divinity of the river Scamaoikf»., 
whidi hiB foldierd draak dry, and yet half of them had 
not quenched theitr thirlU 

After this, he came to the Hellefpont, where taking a 
furvcy of till his land and ££a forces, wLich covered the . 
Hellefpont afid alt the neighbouric^ (hores» and contem* 
I^attng the (hortBefs of man's life, and that of fo innitme-; 
rable a mulciènde 4ìot one fhould be alive at an hundred 
ycani end, he wept bitterly. 

Then having facri£ced te the fun, for the good fuc*; 
ceft of his eacpe dition^ he caufed all hia army to pafs over 
the Helle^oBt hiy his bridge of boats ; after which» they 
drank theip way through another river, which had not 
water enough to fatisfy half hi#» men and cattle ; for laa^ 
army increaied ali the way, by the acceffion of fiddiers " 
out of every nation through which he paffed. Yet Leo-^ 
, nidas. King of Sparta> with a foialt body of 4000 Lace- 
demofiiftf», gave battle to the whole amy of Xerxe» ; 
and in a fea-fight at Salamis» the Perfians loft foo (hips, 
with a conflderable part of theiir army, which, with other 
difaftenr, or ficknefei famhie^ Sec, fo terrified thit gitot 
monarch, that he poited back again as faft as he could, 
by the way of the Hdlefpont, which hecrofled in a poor 
fi(her-boat all alone, learing-Mardoaius to purfue the wars 
in Greece ; but an ill fate attended their arms ; for at 
Platea the Grecians fet upon them under F^mTaaias their 
general, and routed the whole army, killing above two 
hundred thoufand of them upon the fpot, and bumtog 
their c«mp and navy. 

Xerxes, hearing thcfc ill tidings, fled towards hk own 
country, and bv the way fet fire to. the templeè of the 
gods at Babylon and other parts of A&r^ fpariag nowe.

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tut that magnificent fene at Ephefus, which was renown- 
ed throughout the whole world. 

About this time died Pagapates, the faithful ♦eanuch 
of Darius, who had pafled fcven whole years mourning at 
the tomb of his mailer. 

I muft not omit the treachery of Paufanias the Lace- 
demonian general, who held a private correfpondence with 
Xerxes ; and having been twice accufed of treafonj and 
as often acquitted, was the third time difcovercd by a 
boy, whom he kept as his minion, and by the fentence of 
the cphori was ftarvcd to death. 

Thou haft forbidden me to augment the bulk of thefe 
hiftorical letters, with gloffes, or remarks of my own, or 
clfe it were a proper occafion to put thy hollnefs in mind, 
low great a value ought to be fet on a faithful roan ; and 
let nature itfelf plead my excufe for intrenching on thy 
orders, whiltl I vindicate myfelf from the calumnies of 
the envious, and beg of thee to reft affured, that no man 
on earth can be truer to his truft than the Arabian flave 
Mahmut. 

But to return to Xerxes : He was unfaithfully deak 
■with by the captain of his guaid, who by the affiftance of 
Spamitres, the king's chamberlain, and feven other con- 
fpirators, killed him in his bed, with his eldeft fon Darius, 
and crowned Artaxerxes in his ftead. 

To him fled Themiftocles the Athenian, who was fu- 
fpeéled a partner in the treafon.of Paufanias : The king 
received him into his favour, and made him governor of a 
province, adding the gift of five great cities, to fumifli 
him With money for the expences of his table and ward- 
robe ; and this the king did, not as a reward or entbu- 
ragement of treafon, (from which he knew Themiftocles 
was free, being Jalfely accufed by the Atttenians) but he 
heaped thofe honours on him, as a debt to the merits

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af that once ffluftrious ear my, now become a friead,. an4 
feekingflielterin the Perfian kingdom from the barbarous- 
ingratitude of his awn countrymen, who, for all his emi- 
nent fervlces to Greece, could think of no better ackno^y^ 
ledgment than to put to death as a traitor the braved and 
wifeft captain of that age. 

Not long after this» the Periians lod two hundred ftiips- 
ki a fea-.fight^ with the Grecians^ and were rputed at knd 
by a ftratagem of Cinion, the Grecian general, who, after 
the naval viftory, put his men on board the Perfian yefr 
(els which he had taken, and apparelling them in th^ gafr 
ments,of the Pedian captives, landed them near the ene- 
my's camp in Pamphylia, who taking them foF. friends, . 
fuffered them to enter their trenches without jealoufy, and^ 
£b wer£ all Oaughtered, except a few, who efcaped by the 
fwiftnefs of their horfes. ., ,. 

About this time, Pericles was made Prince of Athens, 
of whom I made mention in my^former letters; and The- 
miftoclps being made general of the Periian army, and 
ient againft the Grecians, rather than fight againft hi» 
country, or betray ^le caufc of his new matter, became 
a voluntary vldim to his own integrity and honour; for^ 
iacriiicing a bull in his march, he drank off a boVvl of the. 
blopd, and fell down dead at the foot pf the altar* 

The next war the Perfians were engaged in was w^'th^ 
Egypt, where, in a battle near Memphis, they, loft aar. 
hundred thoufantd men ; but fending, frefh recruits, thc|^.' 
dried up the river Nile, where the. Athenian fleet, confe* 
derate with the Egyptians, jay at anchor, which fo amaz* 
ed the Egyptians,, that they made their peace with them; 
and. the Athenians fet. their own (hips on fire, V number 
zoo, and returned home with difgrace, when they had 
been fix y^ars in Egypt; and after this, a peace wascon«^ 
clude4 bet^i^eea tbc Perfians fiad thofe of Greece; andiii» 
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the fifth year of the Stfa olympiad, which feon foQowcd^ 
there wa« an nsiverfal peace thcotigfaout theipnHrld, vfaicli 
coMtnued taUdie firft year of tU Bych olympiad» at which 
time hegsni the Pdopamicfiaii w»r. 

In the 4th year of the 88th olympiad Artaxerxes died, 
and his fon Xerxes was in veiled with the crown ;^ but at 
a y^r's end, being oTCvoome with wine», and Ming a- 
deep in a pkee where 00 foard was kept, hi» brother Set 
<»AdtaniiS| with the help <^ aa eamich, nMcrdered himV 
and took the goyemment en himfelf ; he alfo was foon 
gitet difpatched by his brother Darius. 

I over-run whole olympiads, without mentiomog aaf 
thing £ave the tradiaéUons which made moil jKxife in 
thoCe times ; but I am unwilling to flip the reign of doq 
king, thov^ I fpeak but two words of it, that fo thoa 
ihayeft have a perfeél idea of their focoelfion» 

Daring the whole feries of Darius^s reign, loaftaryttCB- 
tions nothing remarkable, but is takeir up in relating the 
yttk quarrels and reeoaciUatians of federal .provinces im 
G^fece, fome private treacies between the PeiiiaD govern 
nors of LefSer Afia, and tbofe of Pebponoefus, and the 
«vétt^ttB of peace between the Lacedemonians euà die 
Ferfkms, the end of the Peloporniefiaa war, with inch 
other parages as woUld be* too tedious for a letter» 
' I wffi òi>ly rehearfe a memorable faying of Dairiafl!» on 
Ì6s deàth<^hed, to his eldeft ibn Avtasfierxes, who was to 
fttccéed hfrti ih the throne : The prince beilkg affured by 
the royal phyficians that hi& fisitfaer's end dncfw near, tbas 
adéreffed Darius : << Mylather, imce it ib the will of the 
gods to take you firom earth into theil- own b}efied focxe* 
ty, and that you have betn pleakd, with the conient of 
the noble», to deebre me your fuceeilbr in the kingdom, 
tcfitne^ I hefeech yoU) by what mtethods of policy you 
hate govdraed this em^e lhe£t nineteea yeatv that So 1 
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may foQo\r your example.'^ To whom the img replied» 
** My fo tty be afiiiredy that if my rdga has h«ea bklTed 
with greater fuccefs and peace than thofe ^ my predeoeC- 
fon, it is becaufe m all things I have honoured the ijn<^ 
Aortal gods, and done juftiee to every man." 

As foon as Artaxemes was pofieffed of the crown » he 
lent for his brother Cyrus» . aod put him. in omnades o£ 
gold» with deiiga to make him privately awdy ; but at 
Uie interceffion of his mother, be releafed hlfja. again,. 
and redored him to his government of Lydia. 

About this time, PUto the philofophcr being vcrf 
young» gave an tariy fpecimen of a ripe wit, in comfort- 
ing Antimadius the poet, who loft the gaiiand in a coi^-^ 
tcft with Nkeratus, at the Lyfandrian fcafl ; for when he 
hehdd the poet extremely vexed at the ignorance and 
partiality of Lyfl^nder, who knew not bow to diilinguilh. 
betw^n his lofty meaCurcs and the flat rhimes of his an- 
tagooift, Plato bid him be of good couragr ; '< For (faid 
be) his ignorahoe no more diminifhes thy knowledge,. 
than a bhnd matins miilaklng thee for another wouki de-^ 
pnve^tbee of thy fight.'' 

Wlien Cyrus was returned to bis government he plotted 
to dtpofc his brother; and to win Lyfander to his party^ 
he preiented him with a fliip built all of gpW aod ivory. 
Alcibiades, the famoits Atiituian captain,, perceiving this,. 
defigned to give Artaxerxee notice of \ùb brother's trea* 
foil, but by the v/ay he v^as murdeied himfelf by fome 
foidiers hired for that purpoie by Lyfander, who yet 
durd not let upon him iu the day time, when he was 
armed iu iii» «nvit defence, but in the night fct his houfe 
Oil tire, ai.d a^ i:c was cicaping tia^ugh tilt- flames and 
iinokc, thr, , i3/r>v; i:». j.-rbdlli, Ihot !»«' n dead with arrows. 

flon- It., A.r:::>:c. »'-, ^j-' -7 Ltcaouj^ fenfible of his. 
brotUer's wKÙì^ì'ò, ..na làiUi^g *?•> drmyof nine i.undred' 
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thoufand men, gave him battle not far from Babylon ; in 
the fight he was wounded by Cyrus ; but after a hot dif- 
pute, Cyrus was kiiledy and Artaxerxes got the victory. 

Parifatifi» the mother of Cyrus, to revenge the death of 
her fon, caufed thofe that wounded him to be killed with 
lingering torments ; and inviting Queen Statira, the wife 
of Artaxerxes, to a feaft, fhe divided the bird rhindaces 
afunder with a knife poifoned on one fide, and gave the 
venomed part to Statira, eating the other bcrfelf ; upop 
which the queen died in horrible anguifh and tocture. 

The famous deeds of. many heroes are alfp recorded, 
during the reign of this Artaxerxes; asof Agefdaus King 
of the Spartans ; Iphicrates, Phamabazus, TiffaphemeSi 
and Tiribazus, Peifians, with Conon the Athenian ; but 
fearing to intrench on thy patience, I content myfelf with 
only rnentioning tht^ir names, and fo fini/ii my letter with 
the conclufion of Artaxerxes's life, who di^d of grief for 
the death of his fon Arfames, whom OcUus. his brother 
had caufcd to be murdered out of envy ajad jealoufy, ht** 
caufe his father doated on him, ^ 

If I have not anfwered thy expectation ia this letter, 
blame not me, but the hillorians from whom I have col- 
lefted thefe paffages, or accuic the men of that age that 
tbey did not pei^orm greater adlions. However, iq^ the 
next thou flialt hear of the birth and life of a great pro- 
phet, even Alexander, the conqueror of all Afia. In the 
mean time, I plunge myfelf in the ideas of the duft tboii 
treaded on, and (hrinking into an abftraét of humility, I 
bid thee adieu.

1 KNOW pot well whether it is my part to be forry or 
glad when I hear tliy fon is wild and prodigal ; that he 
18 amorous, and very much addiAèd to frolic with wo- 
men> wine, and mufic ; that he frequents the baths and 
playhoufes, on purpofe to make fome intcreft for his love, 
that he may fometimes get a fight of beautifal ladies, and 
have the pleafure of being admitted into their company ; 
that he haunts the fociety of foreign merchants, the 
houfcs of Chriftian ambaffadors, and infinuates himfelf 
into the acquaintance and familiarity of all travt^ers who 
make any figure in the imperial dty. 

I proteft it feems difficult in my opinion to determine 
whether thou thyfelf haft reafon to be grieved at all this, 
or not rather to rejoice, as at a prefage of his future good 
fortune, fince it is a manifeft argument of the g^eatnefs of 
llts foul ; and let that alone to work out its own way to 
happinefs. Never check a generous fpirit, for fuch «re 
full of the Divinity ; they are the eagles, the lions, the 
kings and princes of the earth ;' their veins flow with la- 
cred blood ; their nerves ftriit with the milk of paradife ; a 
thoufand excellencies poflefs their hearts, and ten thou- 
fand perfeélions take ' root in their brains*; whatever of 
precious is fcattered up and down in Xkaé elements meet» 
in their accomplifhcd nature, as in an epitomjs or rich 
compendium of the brightell cftences, an extraél of a& 
that i« valuable, good, axul lovely in the univerfe. 
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Be not difcouraged to fee thy fon amorous of women ; 
i£ is a ilgn of a good nature ; and ke is looked upon as a 
moniler» or degenerate perfon, who feels no warmths or 
«^ pafllons for that lovely fex. Women are fent into the 
world on purpofe to hlow up thofe gently Garnet within 
our breads which fublimate our grofler mould» and make 
us more refined ; lovt is a facred frenzy of the foul, a 
divine madnefs, ele^rating a man up to the pitch of a faii- 
tone» and rendering Jiim the care of the bcDÌgaer d^' 
mons ; he is every where fafe, having the favoui^ of gods 
and men, as the Roman poet exprefies it : 

Quifquis amore tenetur, eat tatusquc faccfque. 

And had it not been for thy own experience of this 
^ »oble paflion, tbou had ft not had a fon to complain of. 
Perhaps it mak^s him e«penfive and coftly in his man- 
ner of living ; he would no doubt appear gay and pòHte 
in the eyes of his miftreffes ; he would be gcncroiis and 
magnificent in his entertainments, liberal- to his friends 
and acquaintance, charitable to aU perfons in diftrefsf 
and canft thou really blam« him for putting in pra^ice 
fo many amiable virtues ? Is not this better than to (tt 
him of a fneaking fordid temj>cr, adJi^ed to avarice and- 
other ignoble vices ? Remember thy own genius v^ien- 
thou wert young ; what a paffionate delight thou tOokeft 
in travelling ; yet this could not be maintained without 
grtat charges : Confider therefore that it is thy own- 
blood running in the veins of thy fon, which prompt» 
him tc a noble way of living 5 and do not thou imitatfr 
thofe fathers Who, by their feverity, teach th^ir children 
to degenerate, iiiftead of makiirg them better" oi* more re- 
formed ; they frighten them from the paths of innate 
f ittuc for the lucre of their gold, and take abundance of 
pains to iaftroéitheiii in the ifitfthodb of covétouàidb, «B 
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ì£ that alone were the zenith of wifdom and virtue, 
whereas it is in truth the verj ikik and feounary of all 
vice. 

I will relate to thee a ftory which I have heard In Pa^ 
m» which has fomethiag in it very fingular and remark- 
ahle» concerning the affe^on and care of a father tov^rd 
his extravagant and {>radigal fon : This old gentleman 
had a fair £eat» about ten leagues from this city, which 
had helooged to hi» familj for the fpace of £ve hundred 
years ; his yearly revenue was very coniidèrable» and 
having only one fon, he gave him the h'berty of mana- 
ging half his eftate when he came to the age of one and- 
twenty years. 

. This young fpark being of a high fpirit, was fo far 
from harbouring any thoughts of frugality, that he 
could hardly brook the neceility of living within the 
connpafs of his allowance ; he addióled himfelf to gam- 
ing, drinking, and other lewd courfcs, which in a /hott 
time confumed his means, and reduced him to great 
traits. 

About the fame time his fattier died, and left him the 
unkainder of his citate, giving him all the ii»ftru£Uoni 
that arie nfual in fuch cafes ; and among the reft of his 
&ge counfels, he charged him, if it (hould be his mi& 
foTtnne to become a bankrupt again, fo as to be forced to 
£rU his eftate, that he would at leaiift not part with that 
houle, %i^ich had been fo long in the polTelfion of their 
&mily ;. efpeciaUy be conJMred him to. reCervc one. parti*-, 
^dbr chamber- for binrrfelf as long as he lived, which was 
the. fame where he then lay a*dybg ; " for this (faid 
he) will be a faaétuary for you when you have no other 
J)lace «f refuge in the world.'* . 

After the old man's deceaJe, his fon fell to his former 
OKHU& oC life; aadj to inaàe ftort of it^ in a.&w yean» 
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fpent all iiis patrimony, evca that Tcry houfe it£elf, which 
ììc was forced to lellat laft for an under-price, to fupply 
faia prefent ncceffitiee. However, he obeyed his fathar*s 
lad ir^^ùiottt attd in ihe fale of the houfe made articles 
for the perpetuai claim and ufe of that- chamber to him- 
foif. 

It was not long before he had confumed the moaey 
whidi he- had received for the houfe» io that now hi$ laft 
lupport was gone j he tried to borrow of' fome of his 
friends and aequaiatancey and in charity they fupiplfed 
him at érià. wkh fmall fums $ but when he often preffed 
them» they gfew weary of him, and desued to part m^ 
any more. 

The idifeoniblate gentleman^ overwhelmed with grief 
and metanckoiy» returns to his chamber, hoping to find 
/fome eafe io that pviv^te r^cefs, wli«re he itiight at leà& 
kUve tbe privHe^ of venting his forrow in (Ighsi aod: 
^rsi.^ •■ • 

He paffcd away fome time. 4a tkis dcj^^ed condkiosii 
when at length he caà his eyes ,oa aa oid trunkrwiiioh 
ftood in a' corner of the chamber, and whidi herhad 
fcarceevter regarded before ; an odd cunofky pr^aapted 
bka to rife and look into this .trunk, perhaps opt £0 muck 
in hopes of fìodiiig any relief ^ere, as to di?ert himfeif 
and pafs away the tedious minutes ; and yet it i» natu^ 
tdl for people in great calanuties and misfortuaes to Batter 
tfaemfekes wjthtbe jiA^giQaitton of uoexpe£bed reliefs^aod 
to ^tch at every the leaft glimpfe or (hadow that feeoia 
tQ;pre&ge atiy good, Be it how it w31( he fell to rifling 
the trunk, but found noising fave a parcel, of old rags 
Slid ^paperSf iwith ifAhes )res(iQaiu&,an4r&agiiie2its of $lk, 
lineup and< velvqt» :. the relics -and fpoils of his father^ 
wardrobe. This, was» ino booty, for rhim ; however» he 
ceafipd n«t his fcrutiny tiU be had quite emptied the tniàloi 
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when, to his no fmall aftoniihment, he found thefé words 
on the bottom : " Ah prodigal ! hàft thou (pent all, and 
fold thy houfc ? Now go and han^ thyfclf^ there is a rop« 
ready provided for thee in the beam of the Kibamber**^ 

The ybung gentleman looking to the ceiling, and 
feeing 4 halter hang there, being faftened to an irOn 
ring, was ftruck with fuch a damrp, that concluding it 
waa the will of fate that he fliouM fulfil thic words he 
found on the bottom of the trunk, he immediately took 
a'chafi^ or ftool, and placing it jwft under the tope, got 
up and raifed himfelf upon it, that fo he might' tbe.beC*^ 
ter reach the dtfigncd inftrument of 4»Ì8 death* 

He flood not long mi^^ng, for life . appeared now in* 
fupportable to him 5 wherefore, putting the halter about 
his neck, in the height of defpair he kicked the ^ool a* 
way^ when behold, inftead of hanging there, ht 'itll to 
the ground,, the weighty fwing of his body iiavii^ p^yi* 
ed out a piece of fquare timber from the beam, being 
ttiM part to which the ring was faftekied* Imttodaately 
he was like to be oterwhehned and buiied alive in a 
great heap of gold, which came fhowering down upofl 
him out of the hollow place, which his foher had coiv<^ 
trived on purpofe in the beam^ to put this kind ù»» 
cafm on his fon, now fufficieatly mortified by fo many 
forrows. 

In a word, this made fo deep an imprefilon on him» that 
he grew reformed, buying all his eftate back agam widl 
part of the money, and, employing the ,r«ft in-merdian- 
diHng, grew to be a richer man than his father or any 
of his progenitors. 

Dear Pefteli, thy fon is generous and witty : It is thy 

part to reclaim him by methods agreeable to his «nature ; 

for niggednefs and aufterity ^ill make him but ^ 

worfe. . . »

xleRK. bai$ happened au accideat of late» which te&ifies 
the seal of the French fbr. thtir religion, a& well as it. 
difcoyeis the .raih and uqwarrantahlc futy of a higotted 
ddperado : This perfon was one uf that feel they call 
kugucnptft, of whom there are. great midtitudes in 
France ; and they are diametrically oppoUte to thole of 
the RoKisn faith ia their principles, and the manner of 
worfhippiog CUmI, yet are tolerated by the ftatc, to pre* 
TOit the iacQf»vciueacieB of a civil war, and the effiiiioD 
of human hh>od; the kiogchoofing rather by demeocj 
to mtk them to his party, than by a fevere execution of 
the laws in force againft them, to compel tbeir confcien- 
CM IB mattcn relating to God* 

Yet niaoy men are of opimoo that this royal condefcen- 
fioD witt Bothave its defired effiedt upon a ftubbom and on* 
grateful fort of peopte, who^ ioftead of being obliged to 
iàékf and obedience by fuch iaddge&t favours, ate apt 
to* interpret them as arguments of the king's impotence 
•nd difability to puniih thofe that reM his authority, and 
Co harden themfdves the more in their fadious infolcnce, 
m it will ^pear by what I am going to relate of a cer- 
tain religions furiofo, a huguenot by profeiikin ; Tliis 
fellow coining one day into the great temple in Paris 
which they call Notre Dame, makes up dire^y toward 
the prieii who was celebmting mafs, and waiting a eoa* 
renient £eafon to execute his purpoiis, jiift a&.the prieft 
was ekvating that which they efteem the facramental bo* 
dy of Jefus the Meflias above his head, according to 
coftom, that it might be adored by all the congregation, 
this ruffian ftej^d^to him, and ftriking the wafer out ox 
his hand, trampled it ufider foot, and thea aflàfiinated 
the pneft. with his dagger. 

The whole afleaibly were allonifhed at fuch an uncx-

ampfed attctnpt ; tbey flood il9L4tke ftatucs for a whife, 
and fuifered the villain to pafs through the throng, till 
he came to Ae very gite of the temple, when bfcgmning 
to roufe òtit of their itupefaóìfion» fome ran after him, 
and fo he was feized, and carried before the next cadi 
or judge of crimimd caufes, who condemned hira to have 
his right hand firft cat off before the gate of the fame 
temple where he had been guihj of this affaffin and pro- 
fanation, and his body pne&iitly aften^rda to be hvnmt 
alive, whidh' was accor&gly ' executed. 

But not thnkkhig this a fufficienfc expiation of the <S£- 
hdntnxt* done to God, the Archbifho^ «f Pant command* 
ed prayers to be made, winch they caK the orifens of 
£cnty faoam ; he appointed éSo a iòfema* ptoòeJBIon of all 
the clergy to the Temple of Ntrttie Damr, to ckanile it ' 
from the defilement which, according ter thetr belief, it 
had conthedéd by this impfout aélsdfi. The fovcreigjo) 
companies of the city Hkewiic attended t&efe etrc* 
monkSi in tiieir robes of honour^ to tcftify their devo» 
tioA; 

Thou wihnot conclude me an infidel, or fay that I 
undertake the patronage of the Roman religion, if I con- 
demn this fellow as a martyr to his own prciumption and 
arrogance; the Romans and hugnenots afreiall afike to me, 
fo long as they are equally enemies to the meffenger of 
God ; but it is not decent or wife, neither good manners 
nor policy, to affront the elh^lifhcd religion of the 
country where a man Kves ; it was fufficient that this ruf* 
6an and vài his brethisen had the liberty of ftrving God 
after their own way ; it was an unpardonable immoratity 
to dfftnrb the kvt'fol priefts of the nation, specially in fo 
barbarous a wanner, in the very height of their myfte- 
fies, the fnidft of their daily facrifice, àt the alt» of 
theb* God, where they profefe to imnciolate, aft^er a tran- 
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fcendent manner, no lefs than the hody add blood of the 
Mtffias. 

Doubtlefs all nations are zealous for their religion, 
ftnd we muifohnan» fhould not fcruple to put to death a 
lieadftrong giafre, who would prtfume but to pollute our 
facred mofques by hi» uncircumcifcd pvefence, much lcf« 
fiiould we fpave him ifhe attempted to' offer any YJolence 
to a true believer as he vifas adoring thd Eternal Unity 
after the way obferved by our fathers, and commanded 
by the prophet. And though thefc Na^areuea are wor- 
dippers of images and piQures, though they adore that 
whieh to all outward appearance is but a piece of bread, 
yet the precept of Mofes. ought to be regarded, which. 
&ys, *< Ye (hall not bhtfpheme the gods of the natio&i 
whither ye go to dwdl.** 

Veuerabk facccflbr of Mofes and the prophets, ▼oocS* 
life tt^ pray for Mahmut, that whilft he dw^ amdiig 
theie iufidds,' he may neither make fhipwreck <^ Ut 
hkìkf by embracing their Tattitités, nor yet fórfek hisvdif* 
cretiou by any rede, unfeemly, or violent carri^g^ agtÉit 
lihem«'

Jl HftRE are a fort of men among the Naaarene ««clcfi- 
«Uci whomthSy caflcafuifts; thèfe areprolsiiiidly ver&d 
kk the leandng of the Ichodis, wh^eh (if thou remember- 
ed) hbneft'Father Aftfomo^ the old Sktiiaa fMriefi* onr 
friend, ukà to term the fcienèe of huflc»; a dry chafiy 
jott of luiowledge, confining only of einpty vaptd>«h 
tiati% wicidy ideas, diftin^^ions made in fand^ which tatj 
be effaced, altered, or formed at pleafcik-ew »TttcTery 
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cóntjcmplatlos of xhcfe metaphyfical trifles is enough to 
put one in a fever, fo fubtle is the potfon they contain ; 
a fpintual venom, which darts like lightning through 
one's thoughts, and foon ferments the foul, bcnling our 
reafoB up to fcum, and froth itfelf away in divine jargon 
fmd religious nonfenfe. ' 

TheCe men will ijlKt a hair in divinity, to make a 
fcruple, or to diiannul it ; they raife a dud in the -eyes of 
thofe that give heed to them, and play fail and looCe 
with human reafon as it ferves a turn { they will make a 
hog of a cufhion, and turn an elephant into a fCoffee-diAr» 
with their inchanting haecceities, identities, • quateoufc% 
and the reft of their learned legerdemain, the perfe^ ho- 
pus pocus of the Sorbonne* »by which th^ jiggle mei 
out of their fenfes, and frame chimeras far more moa- 
ftrous'than thofe in the fiftioQS of Ovid, or the noore 
early and myfterious poems of Muf«us, Orpheua> and 
JEiefiod ; they teach men to ftumble at a feather in the 
way of a religious life, yet not to boggle at a miUftone €ft 
« mountain, where intereft calls for refblution and fpeed-4 
they^ftart more difficulties than themfiQtlves can anfwev, 
in the cafes of the poor ; but where plenty of gold ap- 
pears, every thing is made eafy and plain ; mere higglers 
IB r^gion,.qaacks and empirtcs nr matters of coiifden<5e; 
murdering a thoufand diftempered fouls for one they 
cure ; pretending to be guides to paradife, they lead men 
through Uncouth paths «ind intricate windiags, titt tliey 
ane loft in labyrinths of -error, bordering on the confines 
of hell, and then they leave them .to themfdves, where. 
If th*y Bsake one falfe ftep, they go out of their bounds, 
trefpafs on the deviPs frontiers, and fo are either in dan- 
ger of t precipice, or at leaft of being taken captives iiy 
.the outlying fcouts of the infernal kingdom, irom whom 
it IS difficult to efcape» > 
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There were fuch as tkefe tifo among tbe Jewsatid 
Geol&8 df cid» and fo there 9re at thk day, in aA vdi- 
gtM% naen who are icvere in punAflios, and ocgled the 
mòre Importaikt precepts of the lavr ; aor can the muffalr 
nam theofifeltcs be* free from thw cmbarraflhrént of the 
faith and truth brought down from liearcn. 

If thou obierveft the grave asd faperdlioivs koàs of 
our imauma, mollahs, cadi», 9cc* thou wilt take them for 
the jiiftcft men, the hòlieft faitits on earth ; mark but 
their difcourfe» it if an abridgment of the Alcoran ; Ùtj 
are feen each morning at the firft hour of public prayer, 
walking before the mofques» or fitting ht the royal cene- 
tenes under fome melancholy cyprefs» reading the book 
of Affonah, or fome other fpiritual trcatifej with cyet caft 
up lo heav<rn» or humbly fixed upon the ground; and mimic 
poftures of their bands, they a6k devotion &o tbt Ufe» j€ 
in their hearts pcn^haps are ftudying how to ck^mvent 
their neighbours. 

Go to tbc£e perfona for inftrudion Ih any doubt^ 
cade* they will hamper thee with far-fetched terms and 
crabbed proUemsy wkh formal afpefts» aad tedious cìn 
cumlocntions ; ftroaking their beards, ^d fighing from 
deceitful hrealls, they will indufinoufly amufe thy fool 
.with dark enigmas and trepan thy lenfe ki fnarefl oi oh 
iignifkaat and unintdltgiye words, ftnrmg to make thise 
heliere they are the picklocks of the eternal cabinet» if 
AOt tlifi pmy <»im£dik>r8 of liea\«n ; ^hcMM the way d 
piety <Ì8 plain, and ctrcumfcribed w4th certain note! 
.boundaries-; it is hard indeed for a bewSdered txB^cBtr 
,to find iàx narrow gate and iM anemie of this bcM 
paxhi amoHgft fo many gorgeous gHtterittg portak evd* 
Aftodtog open* and ìxméa^ men into the {paei«ua 6fUi 
of vice ; bnt when he has once entened the obfcarer p^h^ 
he has nothing* dfe to do but go diredly on, without 
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torniiig ta the right hand or the lefti oflj rcgardiilg the 
fisted Ismd-mariks of eternal truth, invariabile reafo»» . and 
iouod morality. To i^ak plainly, a raa.a'« duty ù <;oai. 
pTsehended ia a few eafy rules, and be that goea to render 
then) difficult, by knotty thorny gloffe^ throws ilumbliag* 
blocks before the feet of true believers, and interrupts 
their pi^image to heaven. 

My friend, if any pious fcruples trouble thee or me» 
let us hencefoith be our own cafuiUs, and not by blind 
«mplicit &ith enflave our fouls to men perhaps nK>re ig» 
" noraot than ousfelves. The law is plain and positive, in ne* 
ceflary matters ; what need we feek to eiltai^le ourfelves 
with i&ore ? 

If we perform our orifons «at the appointed hours, 
"what matter is it whether we obfervc the £x traditioaary 
fnoiluws or no, we that are illuminated ? I only ^ak of 
fuch ; as for the phlegrroatk d^U oiultitude, it is fo they 
fhould be curbed with difcipline, and made to obCsrve 
the nice pun^ios of obedienoe. What figoifies the old 
5erf£Vtik Uirfi of the head from one fide to the other, as 
if we thought to catch the prophet peeping over our 
jbovlders ì or where is the fenfe of the profounder mjftery 
of poring on our fingers with extended palms» as if we were 
at fchool and learning our alphabet, oi- imitated the down- 
ifi>i ruftics of iVri;neQÌa, whp, as .they work in the fields 
^d iplneyaiids, will make a dial of their hands» a gaomoa 
«f « ibraw, and lofe an hour in ft^dfaft gating on thsir 
dirty httsy to know what time of daj it is f Theo the 
injfierious refting of our hands upon owr knees, with 
other formal ceremonies, what are they ^Lhut.an esUenial 
di£dipltne, . confirmed by ancient cuftom, aad ohferved for 
oarder's lake ? This need not trouble thee or me when* 
cuer we have occafion U> retrench fuch indifierexit niceties* 

Nay, to go fiuther, if vfe Ihould negle& the flated 
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period» of foletMii adoratbuy compelled thel:etQrb7Jck- 
hehf travelling, or any other nceefliliy, be not difcoaCo* 
late, as if thou hadft been guilty of a indfUl^an^ : 8oae 
fupererogatifig tmrk * of charity will CAncci >t«a. >Cbch 
fauhft A8 that, or at leaii tbou. mayeift look boMly in the 
face of God, when, at another feafon, on thy k&e^ 
thou makeft ample compenfation, or by fac^ed afcftineaoe 
and failing difperfcft all the mifh and «lobds-of guilt 
that fat fo heavy^ on thy A)uL The times are aU alike 
to him who is eternal ; there is no dillniéb'on of day 
or night with that Immortal £iSeQce who made the fon 
tind ilars^ and is himfelf the unchangeable .founce «f 
light. 

So, if wc (houM addreis ourfelves to Heaven without 
the ufaal forms of prayer, or any word* at all, we have 
no reafon to be fad, as if our orilbns were ineSe^oalaod 
uitheard. In the eternal high recefs, our fììient vovre aad 
fofteft whifpers of the foul echo as loud a« the laoft boki 
and noify clamour o( the tongue. There is a ra»k oi 
fpirits among the red above, on purpofe made to waft the 
fecret thoughts of mortal men to heaven. We cannot 
fail of audience there, whenever we fend the'leaft cjaenb- 
tlon up with ^vm credentials from the heart. 

In a word, believe, my Dgnet, that the Supremel^riii. 
telligent and Wife chiefly regards the tntcfitioii andft^rroar 
of our minds, the habitual bent of our fools^, with the 
innocent and pious aélions of our hves ; he is not to be 
moved (unlefs to [ndignatk>n) by thet&in tautek>gi4ef 4>f 
our verbal orifons, the naufeating crambo of devooti^ 
word*, cofnmon to hypocrites and perfons of finoerityt to 
the mofl incorrigible fmners and the greateft faials ; tile 
humble filencc of a heart refigned to defHoy k a pacific 
faCrifìce, atoning for the greateft fìns, attradmgcltoiceft 
favours, fmiles, and benèdiéUons fifom the EternaL This 
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id the difclplk^ of facred lore, the ridle of perfc^iife» 
the (eccci chart of the clc£l, u4iereby they ftecr thek 
c0Vffe to paradiCob 

Which of the prophets was a formal beadfimn, to 
strmber out his onCons at fìngerà cod, aod offer up to 
God a ikort and vaia reUil of words» in recompenfe of 
infinite bounties pad, and in hopes of more to come ? 

When Mahomet wa« purfued by cruel infidels, and 
forced to make the wildemefs his faoéikuary, and hide 
himfelf within the hollow of an aged oak, he did not 
ieek to amufe the Eternal with dudied forms of fpcech, 
and human eloquence, or tire the inunoital ears with m 
religious long harangue, as if he thought to enfnai-c the 
general nnercy of the Holy One in trains of artificial and 
elaiborate -language, òr catch his more particular indul- 
gence in a trap of fubtle rhetoric. The harmlefs foint, 
with heart and face compofed with felf-denying thoughts 
aad boks) ftood like a ftatue in the blelTed afy- 
kim» whiUl gentle rivulets of compaffionaie tears trilled 
down his cheeks; his foul was pierced with facred pit/ to 
his enemies ; he fighcdand wilhed, in (hort, whatc^r 
blamelefs piety could fuggefl for him and them $ angtis 
immediately carried the prophetic vows to heaven $ his 
filent paffionate prayer was heard.; the cruel perfecu^ra, • 
blinded with un^àouf -fury^ rufhed into the dt^fart ; they 
'fpread themfdves abroad^ and rode at livrge ; one traÌ£or 
fpurréd his horTe through thickeil webs of low-entangled 
thorns and underwoods, greedy of the royal and nuijeiiic 
prey, wliM others took the open paths, hoping to over- 
take the prophet on the flight ; they feemed to fwim or 
fly rather than ride, fuch was the fwiftnefs of iheir 
cottrfe ; fierce was the cry, re-echoed from the hollows 
of the rocks and valleys, ** Mecca for the head of Ma- 
homet i'' Some ftumbled at the <»it-creeping roots of 
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trees» and broke a leg or an arm by. a precipitate fall 
from off their beafls, whilft others had their eyes ftruck 
blind by interfering twigs ; one had his turban rudely 
brufhed off, and fcalp feverely fhaved, by broken dumps 
of boughs, and rows of. knotty branches, placed and 
bent down by fate, on purpofe to avenge the apoftlc's 
caufe on fuch a mifcreant as this ; another could not curÌ> 
his horfc from jumping down into a deep quarry, digged 
in the midft of the wood, where the proud heretic dafhed 
bis ikuU and brains upon the marble pavement at the bot- 
tom. So fenfible and vindidive are inanimate >creature^ 
when a good man, a faint, a friend of God, is wrong- 
ed ; the very docks and ftones, and all the elements,^ are 
touched with facred fympathies at fuch a time ; 'the 
frame of nature feels flrange tender paifions, fits, and 
qualms of amorous regard ; and God himfclf, if I 
may fo exprefs myfelf, is roufed as from a trance» 
and fnatching up the weapons of his power and wral^ 
runs like a champion to defend the caufe of injured, in- 
nocence. 

But I forget that I am writing a letter, and therefore 
ought to be brief ; beCdes, what I have faid is fuffident 
to convince thee that I have an idea of religion far dif- 
ferent from that which the cafuifts, whether muflulmaos 
or Chriftians, would imprint in men's minds. 

If thou canft not think as I do, t condemn thee not; 
ufe thy native freedom, but remember, that though men's 
reafons and opinions vary as do their faces, yet truth is 
homogeneous, uniform, and ever of the fame complexioB, 
IB all ages and nations.

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IV. — Tó/i^ Kaimacham. 

X Hfi King of France hasiately made a league with the 
King of England ; whereupon the people, by way of 
proverb, lay, that Mars and Jupiter arc now in conjunc- 
tion, refle6ling thereby on the different tempers of thefc 
two princes ; the one debonair and jovial, cxceffively ad- 
diftcd to women and wine, yet not forgetting or decline 
Ing martial affairs, when his honour or intereft invites him 
to take up arms ; the other fceming wnoUy taken up with 
the thoughts of conqueft, and enlarging his dominions, 
yét fparing fome time for the enjoyment of himfelf, and 
profecution of his amours. 

However, both of them now have proclaimed open 
war againll the Hollanders by fea and land. The King 
of Sweden, who was before an ally of the Dutch, has 
of iate declared himfelf a neuter ; and the Bi(hop of 
Munfter, who is one of the ele^ors of the German eni- 
prre, is engaged in the French intereft. 

Thus arc fome of the princes and dates in Europe di- 
vided alreiidy, .and God knows how far the breach may 
cxifend in time. ' , 

It is not altogether unworthy of remark, what dif- 
ferent faftjons there were of late amongft the HoUanderjj 
themfelves, though a republic, pretending to greater and 
faftér untoti of intèrefts than what can be found in any 
monandiy ; yet thiff comtnonwealth wa« rent into threp 
ftveràl parties,' whereof one was headed by the Prince of 
Orange, the other by John dc Wit, and the third was 
compofed of the commons, without any chief of note. 

I will not trouble thee with a charaékr of the Prince 
of Orange, he is already known by fame at the Sublime 
Porte ; as to John de Wit, I can give no other aceount 
at prcfent, but that he was a perfon whom fortune h«d 
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raifcd to fuch aa eminence in the commonwealth, as made 
him the Prince of Orange's rival, and competitor for 
the fupremacy ; therefore he foug-ht to exckide him from 
all employments and offices of truft, that he might efta- 
-blifh himfelf in his place. 

The third party» whom we may call republicans, were 
of opinion, that it was not for the honour of the com- 
monwealth to acknowledge any head, judging that the 
.eftablifhment or exclufion, the rife or fall of the prince, 
.or De Wit, ought to be a thing indifferent to the ftates, 
in regard the^ commonwealth appeared in their fight fuffi- 
cient to flourifh, under the proteftion of her own afim 
and riches, without having any need of cither the Prince 
of Orange's afllftance or De Wit's. 

However, notvvithftaiiding thefe animofitles- of the 
Hollanders among themfelves, as foon a3 they #OQnd 
themfelves engaged in a war with two fuch potent nttì- 
narchs, they all unànimoufly chofe the Prince of Orangt 
as general of their army ; remembering the famous «d- 
tions of his fathers, the Princes of the Houfe of Naflau, 
by whofe valour and condu^ they h^d gamed atad con- 
ierved their liberties ; on the other Mcy Dc Wit, hayiitg 
rendered himfelf odious to the vulgar, was by thdin tors 
in pieces, fuch a deillny often happemng to thofe whb 
afpire to raife themfelves by unlawful methods, andwfafo 
are ambitious to be the ringleaders of a fazioni - • 

The French caU the Prince of Orange a geircfel' with- 
out an army, iti regard the Hollanders being as yet only 
upon the defenfive, aftd their toMms wanting ilroBg gar- 
rifons, their foldiers are all difpofcd of tWs way^ fa that 
there is little ,or no appearance of a fidd army. , - 

This is cerl-aujij, the King of France Is ;thè moft gallant 
prince in Europe; he paffcs from divertifemcBts to the 
toils of war, and from the campaign returns to his plea- 
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fares again. Thus it is dIjScult to diftinguifli between 
his labours and recreations, his pleafures and his bufinefs ; 
they few to be fo near of kin, that he takes equal plea- 
fure in both. 

It was but a little before tlie iird appearances of this 
•war, that he and his queen were .revelling in the gardens 
of Chantilly, where a royal entertainment was prepared, 
for them by night ; the court attended them thither, and 
there the Roman luxury was fcen in royal miniature. As 
foon as the gates were opened, there appe^^red ^n artifi» 
0f^ day, (b light was the place made with flambeaux and 
J^Ukps, which being well placed among the tre^s, with o- 
tber re&icd illuminations, adorned with chaplets of flow- 

* ers, which prefented the eye with a plcafing^ medley of 
polonrs, iater^rfed with oranges, citrons, and other a- 
gr^cable fruks, tranfported iJie company with exquifitc 

.deliglskts; all together pretty well rcfemtled a for«ft in a 
ch^MlifbeT, for the walls not being far from the place where 
the king fat, were huug with arras, with a multitude of 
ligkts burniflg near the hangings, and there was .a fpring 
of ,^vat€r in the middle of the garden, raifing itfelf after 
^ yroad«r(ul np?nner into .the form of a high pyramid, and 
f^tng again into three bafons of marble fuccefiively, from, 

4<me to. the otb^r,. ma^e a pjeafant fpcftacle to the cour- 

Then a ipoft magnificent collation was ferved up, with, 
vocal and iiillrument^l mufic, fo foft and fuie» with a 
fttddcn dtw cooling the air, wljch had a fmell like fwcet 
briars» as rendered tl^e place. a peifed paiadife ; after 
which foJlpwcd the ki^g'^a.fuppcr, far furpaffing^ic o- 
thcr 'banquet, in aU mann.cr of delicacy and politencfs, as 
well a» the ftupendous abtindancj? of diflies. When fup- 
per was ejidcd, tac) w :- entertained with a (how of 
foqfie thing admirable and new jn firc-w^rks ; but though 
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it be ib to them, I will not trouble tbee with a 4efGnp^ 
tion of it, fince- thou had ken far fiiker and more coMy 
at Conftantinople, or wherever the rgreat kàtan kept hxa 
tefidence at the time of a donalma. 

After this, the kiog weoi; io (h the new Ibnifieitioai 
of Donkifk» which be« bad ordered not long befo«»i 
aad in a little time followed duftdeclsuratioo of war a^Msft 
Holland. 

So things go in a circle from war to peace^ from^^peaoe 
to war again. Howeref , ihou w9t the b^ter know bjj 
what X have faid» how to comport ihyfdf, «m^ .gaie oii 
any- diifercBce between the £ngl^^ Frcaeh*'f aiid.iHoJ^ 
lander« at the Sublime Forte..

By phyfic 
tk«y meant the gettend feience of native» otherwife term* 
' edml^d, which comprehended tmder it the knowledge 
of the beavensi the elements, and every being within their 
vdft <9n:amferttnce | the motions of (Un^ tnoon, and 
fUr^y thdr -various afpeéb, infiuenlzes, and dominions in 
this krwer^ worM $ f he nature of the wtndsi and meteor?, 
wà^ ihdr effe^» ; the firtues of alt plants, and living 
cfècitureé; as alfd <^ infenfible things, the metals, mine<* 
raisv and other fubftances feund both on the fmface of 
the earth, within its concave, and in the fea. 

Such as thofe of cdd were ApoHonius Tyanseus, with 
the magi of Perfia and Chaldea, fuch as Hierarchus a- 
«nong' the bramlns, Tefpion the gymnofophift, 'Bttdda 
the Sabylonian, Kuma Pompihas at Rome, Zamolxideir 
of Thrace, Abbaris the hyperborean, Hermes Trifmc* 
g^a. of Egyplf Zoroaffeer the fon of Oromafes Sing oi 
Badba, Evantes an Ax^ian king, Zacfaarn's a Baby* 
Idnkn,; Jofepb a Hebrew ; with many others of diierent 
aàti^M^ as'Zenotenlia, Kirannìdes^ Almadal, Thetd,.AI« 
cl^d,' Abel, Ptolemy, Geber, Zabe^ Nazahamb» Tebiti» 
Aerith, Salomon, Aftrophon, Hipparchi», Alcmcon». 
Bóc; and of latea: date, Albereua, fumamed the Great,. 
AmoldiM de Villa Nova, Cardan, Raymund Lulliils, with 
a few more not worth the namii^« 

Thcfc contemplated the fecret force and^ virtue* of cc- . 
leiUal and fublunary things, the<hidden fympnthy between ^ 
them and the myfterious powsers^of - nature ; then «having > 
by a cUrioua and painful fcrutmy traced, out the Urue ge^ > 
nealogies of things, cafl their nativities, and: difcovered 
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all ttreir kindred, aHics, frienfls, and cticmies^ knew, by 
applying in doe feafon aélivcs to proper paiBves, how to 
produce effeéks appearing dupcndous prodigies to the vul- 
gar, and no Icfs than mii-acles ; whereas, tdlthls khttt a 
pure refiik of nature, helped by humaa arf ; fa watches, 
dials, clocks, and mirrors, appeared at firft ta the igno- 
rant world the effefts ol magic ; efpectally, the fimple na- 
tives, of America, fhowed little more wit than apes or 
cats, which look behind the glafs, to find the*aéifve fi- 
gure of themfelves that they faw in it. 
• And now I am got amongft thofc poor batisarians, I 
cannot forget a pafTage of a poor Peruvian (kve, who 
being fent by his Spantfh nuifter with a baficet of choice 
fruit, and a letter to his friend, the fiSy ignoramas.being 
faint by reafon of the exceffive heat, his journey hdtx^ 
adlb tedious, fwm tlie town of Lima to a Tillage near 
the mountains of Potofi, eat up Ae fruit by the way, ti> 
allay his hungry thirft ; however, not hiàVing fò good a 
ftomach to the letter, he delivered it fafe to the par£ra to 
whom it was addreffed, never once dreaming that an in- 
fenfible piece of paper cotdd tell tales ; but that difcovtr- 
tng his crime, when he came home his mailer ordered him 
to the bafttnado, to make him fenfibk of it ; then he was 
fent again on the fame errand with oranges and a letter, 
and meeting with the fame temptation, he knew not what 
to dò ; at laft, he hid the letter under a heap of fand, 
wifely concluding, that if it faw him not, it could acver 
betray his faft j however, to fècure it from all means of 
peeping, he fpread his mantle over the place, and then 
fell roundly to his banquet, thinking he ftould now have 
no accufer ; in fine-, he èat iip all the orangeis, ai>d was 
worfe banged for his pains than the time before. 
. Generous' Hah\ thou feeft -L am fallen into the fenac 
erroj for which I made apology at the beginning of this. 
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lette^, but thou canft eafily forgive fucli ci^ncg as thefe.; 
iiifFer me only to relapfe thus far, that J may xnei|tion the 
mathematical magicians, fuch as Archytas» who made a 
wapden pigeon to fly; and Albert the Great, who 
taught a brai^en head to fpeak ; not forgetting him, uu- » 
known by name, who gave to the ilatues of lyierqury yo- 
hible toagujes and elegant language, by whofe meclianic 
ajrt a brazen ferpent learned to hifs, and birds of the fame 
metal, with otber helps, out- vy ed the nightingales and 
tliruihes in their melody. 

I will not omit the execrable practices of neerpmancers,. 
or fuch as invocate the dead, and with nefaudous. ceremo- 
niesi rites, and facritices, call to aid. infermai (pirits, bifid 
them in cryftals, or fome other vehicle, and then ador£. 
them as the ancient Romfu** did their lares and pcnates ; 
thefcare their oracles, which thcYconfult in all emergie^- 
.4^es, and by their help work wonders iu the world» fore* 
td things future,^ an^d reveal the moft re^iiote and hiddien. 
fecrets, whether paft or prefent ; boc is this a fable, or ^n 
old wife's tak, for unlefs the experienced nations of the 
earth had fouud fome real evils from wizards, aaagicians, 
and witches, they would not have made fo fevere laws 
.againil them,, as to aim at their extermioation from the 
earth. 

Neither needweadmMr^r tliat iwosneirare as much ad- 
dl6bed to thefe curfed vanities as meja, iince they are na^ 
tundly more inquifitive into fécret*, and lefs cautious of 
being impofed upon ; they are prone torfuperfUtion, and 
fpom t^heir infancy bred up to obferve their dreantis, their 
moles, and other marks upon. their bodies ^ they covet all 
^be depth of palmiflry and phyfiog^omy, befides a thou- 
iand other little iblUes». 

If they meet a man in t^eftreet at. firfl: going out^ 
th^ are encouraged, and tai&e it ibra iign of their good

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fortutie; but if one of their own fex encounters. them, 
they cutfe the undcfigning female, and return home *a- 
gam ; they ob ferve fatal days and nights, and certain 
critical hours, wherein they try experiments to know their 
future hulbandq ; they brew enchanting philters for their 
lovers, and intoxicate them with liquors, wherein young 
human Cupids have been boiled with herbs as powerful 
to cffeél their wifh as thofe that Circe of Medea knew ; 
irr (hort, there is no fpecies of fortilegy, or divination, 
which vain and young maidens airejiot ^Yaftifed in, which 
has a fair difpofxtion orintroduàìon to the blackeft kind 
of magic. 

But blcfled are they, O pious and moft learned HaJi, 
who being profoundly (killed, an J daily converfant in the 
fcience of nature, have never tainted thcmfelves by any 
unlawful commerce with fpirits unclean, infernal, and e- 
nemies to God ; they are divine magicians, having celef- 
tial charaAers, • the hidden name of God imprinted oii * 
their fouls, whereby they are able to attraft the' angels, 
and make the higheft fpirits obey him.

It has heen a long time fmce the Chfiftians have openljr 
publifheà libels againft our holy lawgiver, and the* book 
which he received from the hands of Gabriel, ont df the 
chief princes of heaven ; they- affirm for an undoubted* 
truth, that 'Mahomet himfelf compofed that folunfé^ of 
Kght,by the hi^ of Neftoriua a Chrlftiari mofiti Jttid'JIlH 
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dalla a Jew* and that It is but an artificial medley» a- 
hodge-podge, or gaUlmaufry of Pagan, Jewifh, and Chri- 
ftian principles, cunningly fuited and blended together» 
in order té gain profelytes of all religions. 

I prot€ft,by the veneration I owe to the Etemd God 
of heaven, that I really believe the Alcoran to be of 
divine origiilal ; fuch is the inimitable elegance of the 
ftyle, the brightnefs and force of its reafbns aod argu-, 
mente» the wonderful and charming contexture of thii^s 
hiftorical, moral, and divine, that all the viritings in the 
world befide feem to be fiat and inflpid» compared with- 
this facred and ftupendous pandeA of wifdom 5 yet I 
fbttfl: confcfs I know not how to anfwer th^ accu&tion of 
th& Nazarencs, becaufe I have never read any mufiuhnaa

thority». who Jived in Mal)omety*s time, awl Jo could giyef 
a nupve exad account of hi^ hit than thofe that came af-^^

Howisver, if we conftilt ccunmon reafon» .we IhaB fin<Ì 
, it. wy wpmhthU^ fehàl-ihree jKien rf (ijch c^ntpry.ppwi 
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dpksf as a Je«y, a Chriftian, and a Pagan, ihoold all v». 
luDUrily agrte and Jamp ia one deiign of brewing ^ir 
feTeral religions together, and drawing fach an extrad . 
from them as could fuit with neither <rf their parties fing- 
ly, and wa» like to bame ail of them together for its ene- 
mies and perfccutors ; there was no ground for than ta 
ttpeé^ the converfion of any Jews,, fo long as the Aleoran 

•afferts Jefas the 8oa of Mary to be the true Mcffias, 
the Word and Breath of God, wo|:ker of miracles, 
healer of difeàfes, preacher of heàrenl/ do6^rine, wd 
exemplary pattern of a perfeél life, denying that he was 
crucified, hut affirming that he afcended into pamdtfe f 
whereas the Jews call him an execrable impoftor, magi- 
cian, fctlucer of the nations ; and finally, by way of ex» 
treme derifion, they temi him <^ The maa that was hang- 
ed on a tree," 

Neither was the Alcoran like to fi^d any better en- 
tertainment among the Chriilians, for this laft reafon, in 
that it denies the crucifixion of the Meffias, which 5 the 
bafis whereon all the fupeiyftrudure of their r^ljgkiit is 
built ; it is the angular llone of Chxlftianity 5 befìdes, they, 
could never be reconciled to polygamy, cireumcifion, a- 
bc^ilhiag of images^ and piflures, nor. to a great mai^iò* 
^r . thing» ilrhich the nmflulmai^ law ei^otns ; «fpcdidly

. And for theiame^roi^G», this fap^okà. patched ferm 
of religion would have beta as little wdcome tp theGen- 
tfle^'in tbat it to#k from .the» the midtitiidcof 'thdf 
gods^ aQd.aiferted the unity of the .

, . not be forged by th^fe three, nor compqfed . b^ «a^. hi^

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ca, and .other mortal enemies of Mahomet and bis 4qc« 
trioe> would not have fparcd to upbraid> him with.it ;

formed of this private cabal, who were altogether ftrangers 
to Mahomet at that time ? 

Coniider well thefe things, and thou wilt have no rea- 
foa to give credit to the calumnies and lying afperfion» 
caft on the apoHle of God by unbelievers, but being more 
and more confirmed in the undefiled faith, wilt glorify 
God, who has guided thee in the right way, and not 
into the way of ioiidels, and thole with whom he is 
diff^eaiied» 

Orchan, as thou art endowed with great learning, I 
^no&l thee to employ it in defending the caufe of the 
prophet who could neither write nor read.

* The death of this prince is mtich lamented, sot only 
by thofe of his family, but by the whole court and. city, 
as being in the dower of his time» having fignalifed his 
valour at the fiege of Candy, the conqiieft of the Franche 
Compte, and other warlike expeditions $ and they dif* 
courfe as if he had been defigned to (land candidate for 
the P(^(h- crown. 

I an> the more particular in this relation, becaufe the 
enterprife of the French king in paiiing the Rhine i^ 
looked upon as one of the moil hardy and b^d that ever 
was taken b hand* In all the hiftories of thefe paits, 
there is not one example of fo furpriiing an expedition i 
and the fuccef8>anfwered their expe£Utions > for the Hel- 
landera were extremely daunted and diihcart^ned by the 
news -of thefe exploits.

without an occaficn of hypcrbolea ; which made one of 
the Roman muftis, in a lettref to the King of France, tkus 
expfefs himfelF ; *• By ho^ much the royal dignity ti-an- 
fcends the fiate of other men, fo fat is the monarchy of 
France exalted above a^l the kingdoms in the workl." 
Pope Urban IV. faid, that the King of France was as 
the morning ftar in the firmament of princes, bri^ter than 
all other kings, a perfeé^ god on earth. It is affertcd by 
another author, -that by the King of Francc'i Shadow the 
whole world i» ruled; and fuch was the eiteem which 
Pope Clement had for this monarch, that he granted a» 
hundred days indulgence to every one that pi^yed for 
the King of France 5 to which Pope Innocent IV. added 
ten dajrfr mone. 

It is a maxim in the Saliqae law, that the King tii 
Fratuse- never dies ; but this indeed is sdtogether as true 
in Spain, Great Britain, and other hereditary kingdoms^ 
till the fucceifion fails ^ for then -it degenerates to an elec- 
tive monai^hy, or otherwifc into ariftocfstcy, er lad of all 
intb- di?mòeracy, -or a repablk. 

B\it Fmnce is yet free fnom thefe pdnted fonna of 
ilavery ; her kings are mafculine and vigorous, ber<vqueeaé 
chafte' and fruitfuV $ there- newr ttrants an htiraf^pateitt to 
tht! etWn, and th» féeo^es the nation 'fffSMb « thmi&ad 
ealamities which attend eleóVfrft ^acunmchm^. andimon

I have rcfolved in my mind the agcg thafare paft, and 
the years of untraceable origin ; I have e)camincd the 
times and feafons of tfie world recorded in hiitory, froaoi 
Adam to Mofes, from Mofes to Jefus, and from Jefuato 
thefe prefent days wherein we live ; after ,all, I find that 
die memoirs of former tranfaéUons are covered with great 
darimefs ; yet there are not wanting feme gUmmciiaga of 
light, to direct a diligent mind, an imparttal lover q£ 
truth. 

Jefofl, the Son of Mary, was of the flock of Abra* 
ham, Ifaac, and Jacob ; he was educated in the law of 
MoTcs, which he obferved in all things to a tittle ; and in 
his lifetime he faid, << Think not that I am come to deftfOf;, 
the kw, but to perfeék it :" His apoftlee obferved the 
fame rule, and in all things were flriél obfervers of the 
ft«ted^ precepts ; fo were the primitive Chrlftiahs, even t» 
the keeping of the Jewifli Sabbath, bcfides the firft day 
of the week, appointed for the public c^bration of their 
own myderies ; they abftained from blood, and from 
things flrangledi^ and from all unclean meats, and fuch as 
were facrifieed to. idols ; they had hq ioiages o& p}6lunes 
ÌA their churches, chapels, or oratories ; in fine, they ob- 
lèrvèd all the necdTary puridcatiòns, and adored one God 
with unity of heart, and lively feifch and good wofkt ; 
vhereas, thou iceft the prefent R^ma» churefe foUoM» 
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quite contiraiy maxlmi ; thtj'ghe the Ik to olir Lordai 
own dcelaniti«i>, atnd peBid^ìfùìj that lit ^tAfotìpm^' 
pofe to abolifh the law, and introduce an univetfai Mber- 
ty I tlist we may no# art fre^ banquet- ^a the bl(>òd of 
ùrnhctàuf m on the milk of the ikmgf and -eat. of- 
fwtBe*t fleib, and otlier aibemiiiaUe food» witb-^ little 
detriment to our foals^ as on the flefh of laiftlw^ of other 
clean creatnrea allowed by the law of God. How cflfi' 
tU« hang together, or be credited by any ratiotstl'iiriaii'l 
It k no wonder there are fo nuKiy libertines ààd- eulMiiib • 
in the woiid, when they fiad Chriftianify to ht- ii mm ^ 
heap of palpable con tradiélìons.

them to Ikake off Chriftianity itfelfy ratàer thair fuboit • 
to lo intokn^le a burden ; therefore the chwrch, to faci^ 
Ikate as much as in her ky the converfion of the Ronaa * 
empire, which then extended itfelf over the ^tcateft part 
of the earth, acconlmodated her injunétions, precepts, 
manners, atid ceremonies of reh'gion, to the prefent hn* 
mour and mode ' of thofe times ; and whereas the Gen* 
tSes eat of all meats. indifiPerent^ fo they were taught» that

By the vety fame mie they kitroduced the ufisage of 
xmagea andpiéittreft in their churches | and the veftmests .

lamp% inceofe, flower-pot% and other reHgiona gaietkiy 
ware &ihioncd actording to the patterns they reeeii«d 
fn>ai the prteft» of Jupiter» Apolb, VenuSy Diana^ and . 
the reft 'of the Heathen deities. Hence the feflivals of 
thogods and goddefies wcare turned to hdidays of bints, 
and temples before confecrated to the £uo, raoeoi and 
flars» were afrefli^ dedicated to the apoftks and martyrs ) 
thus the very Paocbeon itfeU in Rome, or temple of all 
the j^ods, 10 p^oceis of time, by an eodefiaftkal deste* 
rity, was converted to the chtarch of All-Sanitf ;^ i» a- 
word, Chriftiattrty in all things feemed no other than ; 
GcfitSilin ia difgutfe ; and it muft be thought a pioua 
frand thus: to wheedle fo many millions of finners into the 
bofoftpof the church, whether they wouhi or no. 

Oh, father WilHam J doft thou not blaih at thefe tri- 
vialr exGufes for the maaifeii violation of the laws of Ood^ 
Csu man be wifer than the Omnipotent, or wiU he pro» 
foaae tlo covre6^ the ways of him that is perfeél: in know- 
ledge? Is ihe crue religion to be propagated by imitating 
thfe idolatrous rites of infidels, or by proftituting the fa^ 
cred injumftions of Heaven to the caprices of human po« 
h'cy Ì Did ever any wife lawgiver condeicend to alter and ' 
new-model hn laws, to humour a peevifh captious fubjeéi?

1 HATS a. kinfinaii by blood, refiding at Aftracan, lo 
the parts of Mufcovy ; his name is Ifottf« a man of an 
ardfiat fpirity and aétive wit ; a great traveller^ and one 
who make» good that character, by the {olid remarks he 
has aade on the moft important things in his way thm'ctgh 
Afia« Africa, and Europe; for he is not in UieniiBiber 
of thofe who come home from foreign conntneB» only b- 
ideo with vanities and trifles. 

From him I receive frefquent difpatches, finee his be» 
ing fettled- at Aftracan» in qoality of a merchant, where 
he improves his eflate to great advantage, enjoys the in- 
nocent pleafures of human life, wkKoift fnfFering himfelf 
to be tainted with the vices which are unprofitable^' Uree» 
j^lefome, and bring fcandal toaman^s repc^atibuf for 
fome vices» thou knoweft, pals into the predi ca me n t s of 
virtues, when intereft or neceifity giv<s an inddtgenòe.* 

There is a mutual itttercoi»r£e between tny -c6ufin and

Th^rc^is n gr^at eoofiuK o^ pe^defromi 'àfivtfaiiohs, «od* 
of all t^\gY&fi$^ to.tbnt x:ity ; hexalVieaUmfelf with an e^ 
qual iodifiSmu^e to e^rery s&rion» fè^ and they aB ftem 
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migbtily takea with fata dpSirii>e8 s %hc, ch««sf thing be 
aims at in all his difcourfes is, diat there wiU b^» cr« loQgt 
an univerfal chaiige of religion over all the earth, and that 
every nation on the globe (hall worfhip one God, obey 
A^hm^oi^Jeèa» the £ra of Mmy, afid embrace onefaith. 
When be infills on this, he feems to be void of all doubts 
andhefitations, fpeaks magiilerially, like a prophet, who 
bas received a fore .and certain revelation of the thing he 
foretels i b|it wbc|i «ny* difpute with bioi, not in a fpirit 
of captioufnefe, bu% to fift the truth, he fireely condefcends 
to .ip^fwer all their obje^ons with folid reafons, and to 
«oavinpe thietsk by their own pnnnnples that it muft be fo« 
He fays, that isb^ut the year 17Ò0 of the Chriftian* 
hegira* the invinable Ofoiaaft fliall break down the fences 
of Europe, and fliall overflow all Ghriftendom like a 
znighty torrent that has or^topped its banks ; in thofe 
days there^ fhall be great defolation in Hungary, Poland^ 
Gen;&any, Frajiee, and other regions^ of the Weft $ only 
Denfnark, Sweden^ Mufcovy, and other countries of the 
Northjf fbaU remain untouched ; but above all other na- 
tigins, faefiiyjs Italy will be made a perfeéi wildernefs, her 
<;ities lai|d in a/hes, her icnmeiife wealth plundered and 
carried awayby the greedy Tartars, Arabians, and Turks, 
who will fpare neither age norfex, putting all to the fword, 
ei^ecially the eccle/laftics^ none of which fhaij^ efeape the 
p^bHc v;eag^ance^ fave three cardittdB> 6àcere and holy 
perfoASr who ihskll By isto England fot fan£kuary by the 
way of the fea>. 

. That iHand, he fays, (hafi« become the relsge of all fnch 
who can efeapet the cahmùUes involving theiadjaceiii coun« 
tries ; thither they fhatt flock with fheir wi«res and ehiU 
dren, aadéU tbeir l^eal^h,^ when they fliallrkear of the 
approaching terror^ the psefen^devalkatioaft of Itsdy, and 
the univerliEd coQquefts of the Ofmans ; th^ king of the 
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ccmetry (Hall receWc thofc diftrciTed fugitivea vhh open 
àtim, and (haU affign them certaiu portions*!^ land» where 
they may bufld houfe» and habitations for themfelves and 
their famflica, there being abundaace of waile ground in 
that ifland, which they may manure and improve to their 
own and the pubh'c advantage. 

After this» (ays he, ihallarife a certain man in' England 
from his obfcurc centre, a perfon filled with aH manner of 
divine knowledge and wifdom, endowed with the (jpirit of 
prophecy» of a graceful afpeék and elegant fpeech» of a 
compofed gravity, and calm adcSlifs, a man mild, inno- 
cent, temperate, chaile, and merciful fd>ojre th^ refL of 
human race; people (hall let their eyes faU on the ground 
when they meet him in the (Ireets, even before they know 
what he is, overcome by the luftre of modefty, grace, and 
•virtue which fliines in his countenance ; a perfon highly 
beloved of God and man. 

This man (hall meet the three fugitive cardinals in ao 
hour of de(l:iny ; then that which lay long fmothering 
fhall fuddenly burft forth into a flame ; the light of God 
diali be difFufed through his foul 4 his heart ihaM be like a 
lamp, and his tongue (hall utter marvellout things; when 
he opens his mouth in divulgiug the my iSeries of God,

liberation, with unanimous confent, they fliall call for the 
holy oil of confecration, and (hall anoint him ; they (hall 
procktm him the. great father a^d patriarch of the faith- 
ful, the diredor of fuch as would go to paradifc.

The world itfelf is no better, and 
I that write this, am but metliinks the (hadow'of a rilion 
or trance ; I hardly know whether I am afleep or awake 
whilft my pen feems to move ; therefore, it being very 
late, I lay it afide, and bid thee adieu, praying that thoa 
and I may have the happinefs, even in this life^ to taftc

1 THINK all the fenfible world are inquifitivc into the life . 
of Cardinal Richlieu ; he was the pole-ftar of ilatefmen, 
whilfl living, and now he is dead» his n)emoirs and niax« 
ims: ferve as a chart and compafs, by which the politicians 
fteer their courfe to avoid the rocks aiid (helves which 
threaten a kingdom or commonwealth, both in the tem- 
pefts of war and the ferene calms of peace. 

Thou haft formerly received fome remarks from n?e on 
the life of this, great minifter, yet I am not furprifed at 
the contents of thy laft difpatch, which requii'e a 'farther 
account of him ; nobody can know too much. of a man 
who was the miracle of his ti^ie, and not pjjiy flart;led 
the wjfeft of contemporaries by his prodigious a^lions, , 
but has puzzled all that furvive him to trace his footfteps. 

Undoubtedly France owes to his conduct all her pre- 
fcnt grandeur, with the hopes (he has of increafingjt; to 
him Hie. is indebted for her conquefts in Flanders, Sicily, 
Catalonia^ Piedmont, and the German frontiers ; it was 
he firfl: taught her the complete way to humbl? her info- 
lent neighbours, and to fupprefs her rebellious, domeilics; 
he much abated the troublefome weight of a^fcrown, and 
ma^e it fit lighter on the head of Lewis XIII ; whilft 
Cardinal Mazarini, his fuccelTor in tlie prime miniftry, 
tóing by the fame principles, rendered it as foft and eafy 
to the prefent king as the Grand Slgnior^s turban. In a 
word, throughthe efficacy of Richlieu'spolitic8,LewisXIV. 
is become the moft abfolute monarch inChriftendom; for he 
either undermines or over-reaches hisf enemies, by^ fpecious 
treaties of peace, where he is fure to have the better of 
it, or he runs them down with the force of war; to con- 
clude, he has a long head, and a long fword, which all 
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y*nJl confefs that have to do wkb him ; and this is the 
pure refult of RichUcu's meq^QHS* 

Yet after all, that minifter had his blind fide too, as 
well as other ftaoitaJs ; public virtues, atìd privatte tribes, 
ftiitc perfedions, and perfonial frailties; he f4Èrved his 
mafler with a zeal and" fidelity, with a wifdom and* coù- 
' rage difficult to be mat-chcd ; but he ferved hitnldtf' aftef 
the common manner of men ; he indulged his fe^ourrte 
. paffions, which were love, jealoufy, and revenge. 

There is a letter of mine fègiftered in the archives of 
the facred Porte, \<rhercin I mentioned a particular amour 
oi'^this great prelate ; befides that, he had feveral ttltrfgucs 
with the D-uchef^of Elbeuf, the Countcfs of Sòiffons, and 
other ladies of prime quality ; nay, there are not want- 
ing fuch as confidently report, that he had two cfcdldren 
by one of his own nieces ; and vef fes were fpread about 
on that fubjedl. 

A« he cherifhed this foft inclination to \)^nnen, fo fcc 
was naturally jealous of all rivak, whether of hià Idve or 
intcreft ; he would never ftiffer any man to live, v^hotn he 
once fufpeded to be in a capacity, and to make the fmall- 
cft advances to thwart his dcfigns. • ' 

For this rcafon, he gave the mo^ confiderable militaxy ' 
oScef f bcAk l»y fea and l|^d, to ecclefiaftics, who depend- 
ed' on him, which occafioned a certain waggifh^ poet to 
pa6 this jeft on.the public adminiftration : ' 

Un archeyéque eft admiral, . 
Un Grds eveqne eft corporal, 
Un prelat preiident aiu frontieres,' 
Un autre a dcs troupe» guerrieres, 
Un cà^diin peafe au combat, 
U n cardinal a desfold^t, .

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Ton "Egfìft ù m^gnaQÌnie, 
MiJite et ne triomphe pas. 

Rcflcéling hereby on the Archhlftiop of Bourdeaux, the 
Bifhqp of^Cliartres, th^ Bi&pp. of N*nte«, the Biihop of 
^^[andey Father Jofeph a friar. Cardinal de Valette, and 
•Cardinal Rìchlieu ; thefe being the chief commajrfcrs of 
the land and fea forces. 

it will ofiake tlice fmile, perhaps, to read an epitaph 
that was made on that Father Jofeph above named; who 
being efteemed a very in^mous man, and lying interred 
in the fame tomb with another friar hamed Father Angel, 
prgvoked fome fatirical wit to put this farcafm on him :

I blelicve Father Jofeph was the worfe beloved for be- 
ing Cardinal Richlieu'^s confefTor j it w^s obferved that 
he died fuddenly, without confeffinghimfelf, which occa- 
fioaed another epitaph to be made on him ;

Every body fufpt^s the cardinal had a hand in his 
pi-ccipitate death, to prevent his telling of tales | fpr he 
knew all his fecrtts, and the cardinal was known to be 
wkh him when he died. It was during the fiege of 9n-> 
lac, a dty on the Rhine, which was then upon the point 
of furren4enng to the Fcench ; alxd the oew^^ cpmiog to 
the cardinal, jiift as Father Jo&ph wu in hi» laft. agonies, 
he came to his bedfide, and laying h&s moulh dofe to the 
•poor friar's ear, cried out as lend as he could, Cwré^ff 
^oure^Cf wwnferty nws avotufrlt Sri/hc. A'ftràngecDr- 
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àìzà for a dying man ; and fomcbody made thcfc vcrfet 
•n it ;

There is another inftance of this cardinal's revengeful 
temper and his cruelty. One daj the Duke of OrleaDS, 
Vfho hated him mortally, went to his palace, under pre- 
tence of giving him a vifit, but really with a defign to 
flab him ; however, as foon as he came into the cardi- 
nal's prefence, his nofe fell a-bleeding, which appearing 
to hinS as an ominotia prefage of what he was going about, 
he was ftruck with fomc remorfe, and frankly confeffing 
his defign to the cardittdl, begged his pardon : That can- 
ning mlniftcr dilfembling his refenttnentsj knowing the 
duke was not a man of refolution enough to undertake fo 

•bold an aéìcion, unlf fs he had been extremely animated by 
fomcbody near him, he prefently rcfleéked on Monfieur 
Piiylaurent, tke duke's chief favourite. Immediately h^ 
decreed his ruin, and to effcA it with more eafe, he pre- 
tended an extraordinary friendfliip to kim^^flèring him 
one of his niejces in marriage. Monfieur PuykuTent, who 
fufpeéled not the train which was laid for him, embraced 
the propofal with much joy, as hoping thereby to raife . 
and'eilablMi his f<^rtune under the protefkion of his po- 
tent uncle ; in fme, he inartied the cardinal's niece, but 

' fived not toecjoy her ; for on the very nuptial day, the 
cardinal caufed him to be arrefted and fent prifoner to 
the Ballile, where he was poifoned by a friar in a-glafsof 
t^ne. As foon as he had fwaHowedthe fatal {k>tioo, tlie 
friait told him; ** It was neoefiary forjikn to confefs his 
fins that very moment, in regard he had but a few. mi- 
notes to Uve." Monfieur Puylauient threw the glaft at 
the friar's head, giving him two or tluree fwinging ciufes, 
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and then felton his knees to cpnfeffion, which heingper* 
formed, he expired. ' ^ 

Sometimes the cardinal was very fìngular and ingenious 
in the execution ofhis revenge, as if he endeavoured to 
perfuade.the world that he fidfilkd the law of th? talio, 
which requires an eye for an eye, and punifhes by an ex- 
aft kind of proportion^ as it happened in the cafe of the 
Dukes of Guife» Montmorency, and Monfieur de Bafibnpi- 
picrre. Thefe.werc the heads of a faàiod, which diame- 
trically oppofed the cardinal and his party ; he was the 
grand eyc-fbre, the chief obftacle of their defigned preva- 
lence at the court 5 virherefore, if they could but once re» 
move him out of thcTvay, they thought themfelves fure 
of the king's ear in all things. To eflPeél this, they con- 
fuhed together how to difpofe of him : The Duke of 
Guife was of opinion, he (hould not be killed, in regard 
he was a prince of the holy chorch, but that he (hould 
be fent to Rome, there to attend the proper afeirs of his 
ecclefiafticar function, among the reft, of his purpled brc. 
thren ; the Duke of Montmorency was clearly for taking 
off hh head ; bnt Monfieuc de BaiTómpierve was againft 
both thefe meéiods ; ** for», (faid he) if he be fent to 
Rome> he wiU be always plotting of mifchief againit us ; 
and it would be an eternal blenxiih to .France,- if the pur- 
ple of the holy church ihoidd be ftaiaed with blood. Let 
ua fend him clofe prifoner to the Baftile» where, he may 
fpend the remainder of his days in writing learned books.** 

The cardinal, who had his agents bufy about in all 
parts, £oon -was informed of this ^oofolt f and he reta-^ 
liated every man^i fentence Uftdn ita own author ; fo^ he 
banifhed the Duke of Ooifej confining htm to Home; he 
beheaded the Dtike of Montmorency, and imprifpned 
MonfKur dc Baffompierre in the Baftile, .where he lay till 
the cardiiiaPs death,

In fine, I. am moved with.fuperlative devotion and joy,^ 
when I peruffe thy accurate defcripuon of the pnincipaf: 
naofque.at Fies;; methin^^s J fee thefiupendpus fabric ma- 
king its lofty advances to^va^ds heaven j my eyes revere 
^e holy andtmagpificemt firuélure^ jon the outfide adorn- 
ed witjb ilatcly towers. and minarets, and covering fifty 
hundred, faces in ita circuit ; but when my fancv enters 
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m by any of the one-and-thirty gates by night, I am daz- 
zled with the in fiippor table iplendour of .fo many thou- 
fand lamps as bum within that moft illuflrious teropk ; I 
admire with proportionate veneration the charadicr thou 
girelb of all the other magnificences Àa that ancient and 
noble city, with whatfoever elfe thou fayeft of the whole 
kingdom; and the adjacent regions. 

In anfwer to thy requeft, I will in another letter fend 
thee a ihort portraiture and hiftory of Conilantinople, 
but now I ani interrupted by cwnpany ; befides, my let- 
ter .would be too lon^« 

I befcech thee to cherifh that friendfliip which thou 
haft hitherto fliowcd me ; and let me have the honour of 
thy frequent converfation by letters ; for though I live in 
a populous city, yet my life feeras lijtie that of «m owl or 
a pelican of the defart, extremely folilary and d^eéted,

toucH Is the seal I have to demonftrate Jiow highly I 
value thy friendftiip, that I would not lutfer this poll to 
efcape without gratifying thy expectations/; Ijuft now 
difmifled my company, and having time enough, will en- 
tcrtaui thee with an abitra£l of what I knpw to be moft 
remarkable in the ftate of Conftantioople, bothat prefcnt 
and in ancient tknes. 

In the firft place, it will be convenient for. thee to 
know, that this city was formerly called Byzantium, from 
one Byzas, a^miial qf the 'Spartan fleet, under Paufanias 
the ki.ig ol Sparta,, who laid the firft foundations, of it. 
Theftory is this:. . , 
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In old time the Grecians having a mmd to build a new 
city in fome part of Thrace, and being at odds about the 
choice of a (pot of ground fuitable to fo great and im- 
portant an undertaking, they at laft agreed to confult the 
oracle of ApoUo; they did fo, and were anfwered, "That 
they (hould lay the foundation of the city right over-a- 
gainft the blind men ;" for fo the inhabitants of Chalce*- 
don were called, becaufe when they were upon the fame 
defign of founding a new dty, they* could not difcem be» 
tween the fertility of the foil on that fide the Propontis 
where Conftantinople now (lands, and the barrenncfs and 
defart ftate of the ground where they built on the other 
£de. 

Paufanias therefore bufying his mind about thefe things, 
and pit)ching right upon the fenfe of the oracle, caufed 
the foundations of the city to be laid exadly over-againft 
Chalcedon ; and when it was finifhed, it was called By- 
zantium, as I have iaid, from Byzas,. who had the over*- 
fight of the work». , 

It retained thi» name many years and ages, fl^ourifh- ' 
ing in a high degree among the other cities of Greece 
and Thrace, being efteemed the gate of Europe and A- 
fia, by which the mutual commerce of both thqfe quar- 
ters of the earth was interchangeably held up. 

But after the days of the Meffias there arofe an Em- 
peror of Rome, whofe name was Conftantine. This 
^riqce, as k is recorded in Roman hiftories, faw a vifion 
in the air, when he was at the head of his army marching 
a^fnil Liciuius, and preparing to give battle ; he and 
all his foldiers beheld the figure of a crofs, with thefe 
words plainly engraven in the firmament, " In hoc figna 
vmces." Conftantine took • this for a good omen, and 
caufed a ftandard of filver to be made exaftly after the 
fkmc form, to which he appointed fifty ftandard-beareri, , 
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to oarr^ itiyytunis» and togaard it ; for k'wasteacceee* 
mg liohy beiog «rajbofiedail «ver «mtii rabies^ -diaiiioaés» 
peada» aad ^vthaar procaaas jewek «f i^fil^ jOaohc. He 
Wilt a fMvilloa sàio for «be gtorifBis idol, «aad èch^ ia* 
ftru^ed in tbe Chnih'aa law. by Eu^sbius» PampliiìiiMr, 
fDid other Jearaad mollaè», he was att isdt baptiled 4>y 
fipflvcftcr like pope. 

Thia gaeat lDenafcl^ as the ftoiy goes, • beiog vo^ 
fw^us, and Iwruig Qonioeived a pri>£E>Qii4^9eneFatioQ £or 
Pbpe Sflveftery iéft :hkn «he dommioii of Rooie» and a 
gaeat part c^ ^tafy» <whilil be removed «àie impexialjciMiit 
t» the £aft, and took >up his fefideoce attB^^aotioBi, 
which he augmented with ifinamerabk ftatel;f edifices»

hated fotjcreign any i«lkf« j 
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Thus fi^ that qoeea of cides, the glory of aH the 
£afbt under the power of our puifiant emperors, in^hofe 
po£ki&>n it remains to this day ; and may it'fo remain 
till the moon fhall ht in her laft wane» and the fun fhall 
ceafe to fhlne on the world* 

In the mean time I will entertain thee en faffant^ as the 
French call it, with a {hort view of the chief tnagnifi- 
cences in Conilantinople. 

• That which firft draws dse admiration of tfavellers is 
the glorious ftruélure of Sanala Sophia, a temple c<Mife- 
crated to the Eternal Wifdom by which the woiids'wcre 
made, built by the Emperor Juftiniaa with inifnitaMe 
magnificence, though .afterwards fpoiled and plund^ed 
of its chicfeft ornaments by the greedy fc^diers of Ma- 
homet II. whom I have fo often mentioned, and fix paits 
of it entirelyfubvcrtedby fucceedaig emperors^ 

Pity it was if furious and ill-gix3unded fnperftitjen was 
the caufe of fuch de|^orabk ruins* What can be Éód 
pf thoiie whQ demoliihed the fub-faaa of the third tem- 
ple, celebrated in the univerfal hiftoary of the world? That 
of Diana at Ephefus, it is true, was the pattern, yet it 
was not much beyond it. . Solomon's boafted.fiane at Je- 
ruialera, without iron, pins, or naik, or other work of 
the hammer, excelled but a litstle xel the artifice and fym- 
metry ;' indeed, the luilre of Sion's mofque was more ra- 
diant and glorious in workmanfhip of gold, the waUs add 
fioor being overlaid with that meta}, àndythe roof on the 
otttfide was,, as it were, itudded with 'fpikes of beaten 
^^old fo thick that there was not room fora bird to pereh 
betweett tbem \ aiid this was done> to prevent the profa- 
nation of the temple by their muting on it* 

Whcnthe-fun fhone in his full ftrength, the covering 
o£ the templi thus adorned, lool^ed like a firmameat. 
glittering with innumerable fbur&. . *"

But to rctUT» to the mofque of Sanfta Sopliia, let us 
' confider it in its primitive ftate, aod we ftall find focie 
excdlent cunoTities : Among the reft there was a caodie- 
ftick or fconce of beaten gold, fo admirably contrived, 
that it fpontaneoufly fed the bowls of feven branches 
widi. a cooftant ftream^ of oil, wjhich by equal meafures 
£owed into thcni from the hc^ow of the fhaft; fo that 
if the flame but of one fingle one had wanted altmcat, 
all. the reft nmft have been extinguifhed at the fame 
time. '• 

The walk of thi« glorious mofque, within and with- 
out, prefent the eye with nothing but white marble, por- 
phyry, and other precious ftoncs ; the roof is of a pro- 
digious height, covered with lead without, but proudly 
oftentous of its inward ceiling, which is ditkied into 
vaults and arches richly adorned with golden frct-work, 
afld fupported by pillars of Cyprian jafper, pureft white 
nmrble and porphyry. There is a marble ftone in the 
mofque had,- in great reverence by the true faithful, be- 
caufe the tradition ^oes, •* That on it Mary, the mother 
of Jeiiis, wafhed the infant prophet's linen.''' 

There are alfe under the mofque innumtrabie vaults 'Or 
iOratoric85 foil of altars and fepulcbres, but there is rto 
acceffi to them, in regard the. doors are walled up. 

In a pkce not far from * thefe, you find ten huge vef- 
fcls full of oil, referved there ever fince the days of Con- 
ftantinc the Great, yet remain uncorrupted, being of ck»- 
. knir white like milk. It is an inexpiable crime for asy 
but the Grand iunior' gphyiicians and furgeons to ule 
or touch it ; and they compound certain mtdicàmentB 
with it for the-fervice of him and his fcraglio. .. 

Now I remember what I have read inui very authenfic 
hiftorian, concerning ar* oil made by oertain hdly pe#- 
fcns who only had the fc«rct of it : As the ftpry igoee, 
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it li«s «xt»fteilfi(DiÉ tla ksvcB «ad dupAof ^^veodwhich . 
Bi« finind flootÌAg in tiie dreri dAtddbsmd out m£ fma^- 
iHCi : Tlii» oil diey «onpcvnèeà with otbcriogreémiSf . 
aod performed' cum therewithr which were efteeiocd mi». 
xaiBlllaiM ; it was kat ftam ona pnoceXa asother, as a 
bcred and. invalaaUc treafurei titt at laft it camf iiitoibe' 
hands of the, eaftem patrìaedis wkp prdìded oiier.the ^ 
Chrìftians of the Greek^ Arroeniaiiy and Egyptian church* 
es» who pretended to the only true myftery and power of 
mijung it at this very day ; aad that though the aacient 
popes of ^ome were formerly pre&nted with a yearly 
portion of it» fo long as tl^ r^fnamod iD^commuM» 
with the patriarchs of the Eaft» yet. after Vi^r had 
once made the fatal fchifm» which neTcr could be healad 
lince» the holy favour was denied to his fucceflbrs» who,* 
indead of the original genuine oil, were forced to coun- 
terfeit itf ufing a fpurious unguent to preferve the au- 
thorky of their religious facraments ;* and heoce they 
fay it comes to pafs that few or none are ever hesded by 
the extreme uaf^ion of the Latin chunch. 

God knows whether this be truth or ao; bat I anf^apt 
to think that the ten jars^of oil before mentioned» which 
lie under the mofque of Aja-Sophian» are rdi^s of' 
the ancient patriarchs of Conftandnopld^ whehjèithr 
fccret of compounding the myfterious extra6^« 

* From the place where thefie vefliiels are kept, yon 
defcend into the dormitaries of royal Otèoman cattnifaK 
the fons of our renowned emperots-; from thence 'you 
paljj Into two caverns» one leading dÀ'e^ly to the &r»* 
glio» thè other extending itfelf under the buijdings> oF the 
cky by a vaft long track of ground t I know no ule the» 
is at prefent of the former cave^ but the latter ferves for 
a work-room to certain poor £lk-^inilera. - '

Their horfes may be called rather ftrong than fprightly

Befides all thid^.theNr auxiliary ar- 
mies are not to be forgot, which they receive from Ita- 
lian princes» from the Dukes of Savoy^nd Lorrain, a»d 
fometimes item the truftySwifs.

fions do , require } tio fears, or griefs» or other melan« 
choly paiEonS) dare abide its energy ; as foon as it 9^ 
pears, each baneful thought is gone; (he troops, of fad 
chimeras vanifh like the mocuing miilft before the fun.

This famous city is fixteen miles in circuity and con* 
tains nine hundred thoufaad inhabitants ; it is divided in- 
fo three parts, by the intcrcourfc of certain arms of the 
fca, ò»à almoft forms the figure of a triangle ; the vfalls 
are of an incredible height, and encompafs feven hills within 
their extent ; one is hear the Grand Signior*» feraglio, 
another is in the oppofite corner of the city,, vvfiich lead» 
to Adrianople ; between two others there lie» a- plaiii 
which is called the Great Valley ; in ihis is to be- fee» an 
nquedu^ of admifàtìe*còfltrtvanccand4!ruétnTe, the work 
of Conilantlne'thé Great, who by tKs conveyed water to 
flie city from fcveii tnilils dfftance; Solyman II. augment- 
ed it, by opening à current of water two niiles beyond 
the fourcé of Cotìftantinòple, ■•wbfch rt^ns* through feven 
Bundred and forty pipes into the'city^ befilles thofc which 
ferve the mofques, the baths, and hbufes -of purificadon* 

At the extremity of the town i^' feén- the antique buHd» 
ing of a fortrefs, which is cSllèd the Cattle of the Sevea 
Towers,* à work of inimitat>lc atchite^ùre. There is a 
garrifon in !t of two hundred ancP fifity^oldiers, hot one * 
©f which* dares tp ftt his foot otit of the'* oftftle-gatcsi 
without the leave of the "vifiér azeui, unlefs it lie on two 
certain Klays ?n the year, that is, the-firft of Beiram and 
Ràmèzan: -'.'"■ - , • : • 

* In this placid' fórtìfièfly the Ottoman emperèrt ufed to 
lay their treafures lof gold and filveri their arms and ai«- 
mtlnltioVi, their book??, and whatfoevcr they efteemed prc- 
'cious ; 'but Aitòr^t, fhefoW ^f 'à^tìiriéi- Il traeftitdiatt 
thefe things into thè fcragfiofwheVe they ha're'beeft kept 
fver fince; and this cailFe is turned' into a prifou ^r king» 
'and princes taken 'captives by the true faithful, as alfo for '

There are above two thoufand mofqucs, oratories, and 
fepulchres, within the walls of Conflantinople. I have 
already defcribed that of Aia-Sophian in my laft ; it re- 
mains now that I fpcak of four others built by fome of 
our former emperors | the firft and chiefeft was built by 
Sultan I^horaet II. to e^prefs his gratitude to God for 
the taking of Con&antinople.;.it is a niagnifìcent ftruÓlurey, 
' raifed according to the pattern of San<5ia Sophia. H^: 
caufed an hundred (btely chambers to be built round ^« 
bout ic, both for the f^^rvice of the imaums and mollas 
who belong to the mofque, and for the entertainment of 
ftrangers, kt them be of what nation or religion foevcr. 
He raifed al^a fifty other chambers without thefe for the 
ufe of the poor, and endowed the mofque with fixty thou- 
fand ducats of yearly revenue. 

The fecond mofque was built by Bajazet II. the fon 
of this Mahomet; the third was built by Selimus I.; the ' 
ibifrth by S<Jyman the Magnificent. The three laft of 
thefe princes he buried each in his own mofque, under 
monuments of a fiiperb figure, innumemble lamps burn- 
ing over them, and round about them^ night and day, 
.whild certain niollahs pray by turns, without ceafing, for 
the health of the departed royal fouls. 

But the lall of thefe mofques,. which was built, as I. 
have fa&à, by Sultan. Sotymaa^^ar exceeds aSi the reft, atid. 
eomes not ihart of San^ Sophia, in the richoefs of mar« 
ble, porphyry, and other excellent materials. 

The Greeks have forty churches and chapels in Cqn* 
fentiflople, wherc^.tbey perform the Nazarene worfhio;,

Sigoior only ibr their licence to fell in this place; I have 
known one niauy' that was my particol^r'^ acquaintance» 
give yearly two tbooiaad' Sranks for this liberty ; and he 
told me, that no man coidd enjoy the freedom of .the 
place under that price, mAef§ he had great £xTour- (ho^^ 
him, which is very (^are^. and evien • then it would not be 
much abated. 

As one paffes isom this mutrkl^t -onfl way, there anlèsar 
(lately column of porphyry begirt in many places .with 
iron ha^pS4 and a little diftaat you fee another more lofty 
than this; it is called the hiftorical column, beòn^engn^ 
yen all ovtr with the figures of i^a ; .in 4hifi aMb there Ì9 
a ftair-cafe to the top^ but much broken» and in ^\g^ 
of falling, if it were not ttrengthened and held togctb^ 
with vaft hoops of iron. 

The next thing worthy to be fcen is the old palace of 
ConiUntine the Great ; W€»thy, I fay^ to be feen only 
lor its antiquity, for tt is no very elegant biakiingj yet 
it has this commendation, that it (lands in the pureft and 
mod wholefome air of tfa^ whole city. 

There is another market aMb walled in^ befides that of 
the goldfmiths, &c. which has a piazza fupported by fix- 
teen pillars ; in this are UÀd all manner of filks ; and a 
little way off from this is the bazar where they (ell flares; 
fo great are the gains of this traffic, that thofe who uie 
it pay to the Grand Slgniof, by way of cuftom, the y dfrly 
furo of fixtcen thwiland fequins. 

. The vintners, vi^ualkrs, and fullers, who fell wine to 
the Chriftians and Jews, and privately to mufFalmans, pay 
yearly fifty-eight thoufand (even hundred and eighty- 
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eight fcquiirt; the veij ftfhcrmcn of Conftantinople, who 
live along the ftrand, Jmy the yearly fùm of twenty-nine 
thottfand three hundred and nmety-fonr feqm'ns; the corn 
market, where lall forts of grslln, pulfe, meal, and flour 
arc fold, pays yearly into the treafuty fourteen purfes of 
money, each purfe being worth one' thoufand fix hun* 
dred thirty and three fequins 5 tihe Egyptian merchant» 
who bring their goods from Akaire to fell them at Con- 
Hantinople, pay twenty-four piirfes^ the fi^ight of all fo- 
reign merchant 'ihfpd' make tfp one huhdred and eighty 
purfes of gold ; I have mentioned the value of each purfe 
before 5 the great* fliftmUifs wlthoiit the city pay thfrty- 
two purfes ; «Were fer«e in this place two hundred but^ 
ehers, overwhotti thewh a'-p'refeélór mafter, without 
whofe confent no man' -can kill any beali, unlets It be in 
the cafe of-corban ; nay,' fo great is the authc«<ty of this 
prefix, that the Jew% ^themfelves ^are fcVced to aflc hie 
leave to kill thèii* béaft» after their owtì frflhlon. The rea.
